Dr. Cook also 
left with him certain Instruments, which 
he Is bringing to the United States. Mr. 
Whitney declined to give other details, 
saying lie would wait until he can get 
at the merits of the controversy. 
Dr. Cook's Interview. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn , Sept; 25.— In an 
interview given to a New Haven news- 
paper correspondent In New fork last 
night, Dr. Cook told of his meeting with 
Harry Whitney In the Arctic. The ex- 
plorer said he was on his way south, 
and when within live miles of Annatook, 
he was surprised to see several men 
approaching. 

"It was," continued Dr. Cook, "Harry 
WhUney and some Eskimos with him on 
a hunting; trip. It was the first time I 
had ever seen Mr. Whitney, and ho in- 
troduced himself. He then told of win- 
tering at ray headquarters, and told me 
that Commander Peary wns up north 
and that lie had spoken of my party 
going over the ice. That was tho first 
I had heard of Peary being there. 

"We went to the supply house, and I 
told Mr. Whitney I had boon to the 
pole. In tlie discussion o' my route It 
occurred to mo that as Mr. Wi-.iuie.y ex- 
pected a vessel to come for him, It 
would be a good plan to send my docu- 
ments and Instruments on his ship be- 
cause of tlie greater convenience of 
transportation by water. He readily 
agreed to do so. 

"Mr. Whitney and myself put In two 
days at the storehouse and then I start- 
fid lor my tramp to the port, where I 
could ship for civilization. Now one set 
of records is with Mr. Whitney and an- 
other set with myself. 

"While delayed on my trip south from 
the Pole I copied every "ut of my or- 
iginal diary. Then I handed over to 
.Mr. Whitney one set, the other went 
with me and I f, ; lt sure of getting one 
hack home. The manuscript and In- 
structions In Mr. Whitney's possession 
are very carefully put away In water- 
tight boxes, and only nailed up In the 
ordinary way, we being sure that no 
one will tamper with them."

At a special meeting of the Clare 
county council a request was received 
from the inspector-general of Royal 
Irish Constabulary for payment of the 
sum of $13,200, the cost of extra police 
in the county for tho half year ended 
March 31, 100!).

NEW YORK. Sept. 25— Reproductions 
of Henry Hudson's boat, tho Half 
Moon, and Robert Fulton's Clermont 
made the rounds of New York harbor 
today, the central figures in today's 
Hudson- Fulton celebration. 

The two little ship3, once so weighty 
with achievement before a marveling 
world, passed the war ships assembled 
to do them honor, with a thousand 
merchant ships and plonsuro craft 
tntllng behind in a -parade fifteen miles 
long, saluted the national and Inter- 
national flags of peace, were officially 
received by the city and the Hudson - 
Fulton committee with the other visit- 
ing notables, and tonight repeated tho 
course over a river as white as day 
with the glare of hundreds of search- 
lights ashore and afloat before they 
anchored: 

Their progress was marred by but 
one accident, a slight collision early 
in the morning, by which the Clermont 
lost a little paint and tho Half Moon 
an anchor chain. 

By noon tho city held one ot the 
greatest crowds that lias ever been as- 
sembled anywhere for any purpose, 
Probably five millions witnessed tho 
great naval parade. 

Impressive as ivete the ships of war, 
spurting fire and smoke from their 
sides in salutes, sufficient as was the 
parade that swept about them in a 
great crescent, the crowd was more 
majestic yet. It drew the greater 
share of comment from the 750,000 who 
were watching it from excursion 
steamer!!, motor boats, tug boats, sail- 
ing craft and even canoes. Looking 
up, one could see that the cliff sky- 
scrapers on Manhattan Island wore an 
unaccustomed fringe of black human 
heads. Every window was filled, every 
roof was lined, every available inch 
of space was used by people determined 
to see the unusual naval pageant.

LOSES REVENUE 



Imperial Government Receipts From 
Liquor Tax Decreasing 
Rapidly 



LONDON, Sept. 25. — The whole tele- 
graphic system of the United Kingdom 
and all cable services aro aorlously af- 
tectcd by ibe magnetic storm experi- 
enced here soon after noon today. The 
underground wires suffered more than 
the overhead wires, the telephone sys- 
tem being little affected. The last oc- 
casion on which the wires were Similar- 
ly put out of working order here was 
six years ago. The trouble Is attributed 
iy cable experts to the aurora. 

New York, Sept. 25. — ('.ripped by tile 
mysterious "Aurora" tonight. wires 
practically nil ever the world were par- 
alyzed. 1'Toni the early morning until 
night communication was erratic, and at 
limes rut off entirely between certain 
points. Telegraph operators called it 
"tlie Aurora " for brilliant northern 
lights usually follow such an electrical 
pnenomcnon. The first break came 
shortly before 7 a. m. , .'astern standard 
time, or noon at Greenwich, and within 
five hours the telegraph wires from Bos- 
ton to Chicago were Interrupted. 

Because similar disturbances have 
been noticed during the maximum sun, 
Hpot period, 'Which was reached about a 
year ago, some astronomers have con- 
jectured that the so-called storms or- 
iginated in the center of lift., of (lie 
folar system, the electro-magnetic wave 
being simply pulsations from Homo dis- 
turbance on the sun.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 25.— Arch- 
bishop Borordam, primate of the Dan- 
ish church, died today. 



LONDON, Sept. 25.— Unless a mark- 
ed change takes place in the sale of, 
spirits, Mr. Lloyd-George will be faced 
witli a serious deficit next yenr from 
that portion of tlie revenue. Tho 
Chancellor has raised the tax on spir- 
its from lis. to Ms. 9d. per proof gal- 
lon. The result is a remarkable drou 
in the consumption of whiskey which 
not only threatens disaster to the 
trade, but a loss to the national ex- 
chequer. Everywhere in London in 
the retail trade the sale of spirits has 
fallen from 20 per cent to over 30 
per cent. In the country It is still 
more, some firms reporting the aston- 
ishing drop of 70 per cent. One 
wholesale firm in London stilted that 
they are now selling less whiskey by 
32 per cent. 

Beer has gained to some extent 
what whiskey has lost, and reports 
show a small Increase In the sale of 
the cheaper drink. In tho city a cu- 
rious development Is noticed. City 
men are drinking less whiskey and 
substituting some of tho new Spanish 
wines, those which come from Valen- 
cia and the more southern wine- 
growing parts of Spain. Mr. Lloyd 
George's estimate on April 2!) was that 
l'.e would get an increase of more than 
R000.00O. Official returns of spirit 
duties for Great Britain and Ireland 
for .May, June and July, as compared 
with the corresponding months of lust 
year show a total reduction of $15,810.- 
000.

Into this after- 
noon, and for a short While the mansion 
was threatened, 

The blaze originated in the furnace 
room of the. executive office, which is 
jelng reconstructed in the president's 
absence, and was communicated to the 
walls and roof. Firemen quickly had 
the blazo under control. 

So far as anyone here recalls, this 
was the first fire to occur at the White 
House since the invasion of the national 
cnpital by the British In 1814, When tho 
capltol. White House and most of the 
public buildings were burned. 



BRITA IN'S T RADE 

Railway Traffic Returns and Other 
Statistics Indicate Some 
Improvements 

LONDON, Sept. 23. — For some months 
past there have been from time to time 
slight indications that tlie volume of 
business transacted in the United King- 
dom Is expanding. Persons of a hope- 
ful temperament, o.i some or these oc- 
casions expressed the opinion that a 
"revival of trade" was actually in prog- 
ress, and. though cross-examination usu- 
ally revealed the fact that they were 
thinking chiefly, if not entirely, of their 
own branch of Industry or commerce, 
their assertions were accepted in some 
quarters, and particularly by Mlnlste- 
lallst politicians, Who were naturally 
anxious to hall any approach to a re- 
covery in trade as evidence of the 
benencent results of Liberal adminis- 
tration. Nevertheless there has been 
some Improvement In trade. 

The railway traffic returns have 
shown li?.rge decreases, even during the 
past two months, which indicates that 
the "revival" lias not yet proceeded far. 
As regards the great Industries of the 
country, tho most satisfactory progress 
has been made in the woollen and wor- 
sted trades. Tlie vny firm tendency 
throughout the year of the market for 
raw wool, which is due mainly to con- 
sumers' eagerness was a true indication 
of tlie conditions prevailing in this de- 
partment. Tlie Iron and steel industry, 
alter prolonged hesitation, appears to 
hivo taken a turn for the better, espe- 
cially in Glasgow, though shipbuilding 
is still very sluggish. In Manchester 
the fooling appears to be not quite so 
confident as It was though the condi- 
tions are admitted to be healthy. 



ATAL FALL 



Collapse of French Dirigible 
Sends Four Officers 
to Death 



DROP FROM HEIGHT 

OF OVER 500 FEET 



Occupants of Car Found Dead 
Among Wreckage of 
Balloon 



MOUL1NS, France, Sept. 25.— While 
passing over the national road which 
leads from Paris to Antlbee, and when 
at a height of between 500 and 600 
feel, the French dirigible military 
balloon Republique exploded today and 
fell to the ground. 

The four men on board were killed. 
They were Captain Murchal, Lieut. 
Phauro and Sub-Lieutenants Vin- 
cenot and Reux. Captain Marchai, 
who was in charge of tho airship, 
tried to stop at Nlvers. An automo- 
bile containing mechanicians was fol- 
lowing the balloon. It was almost 
directly beneath It when the disaster 
occurred. The car fell straight down, 
carrying the remnants of the envelopo 
and the occupants were burled be- 
neath the wreckage. All were dead 
except Phauro, and he lived only a 
few minutes after being removed. 

Lieutenant Tlxicr, who iwas In com- 
mand of the automobile, says tho 
balloon suddenly burst and collapsed. 
It seemed to oscillate a moment prior 
to this, as if It had been struck, and 
it fell rapidly. When he reached tho 
wreckage the oar was completely cov- 
ered with the envelope, and a sound 
came from beneath. With the aid of 
Marquis do Chavannes and peasants, 
who hurried from the stlrrounding 
fields, the envelope was removed. Tho 
car was literally crushed, and amid 
the mass of tangled steel and wiro 
every man except Phaure could bo 
seen at his post. 

Captain Marchal was in a sitting 
position, his body thrown back and 
his eyes wide open. The bodies of 
the sub-lieutenants were mangled be- 
neath the cylinder of the motor. 
Phaure's body was lying half outside, 
as if he had tried to jump during tho 
descent. Apparently death in the 
case of the three men had been in- 
stantaneous from the shock when 
they struck the earth and the iweight 
of the heavy rigging above them. 

An examination of the case disclosed 
the cause of tho. accident. An axle 
of the right propeller had broken and 
the propeller had passed through the 
envelope, falling in a field about 150 
yards away. 



BALLOONS AND WAR 

Use of Improved Air Navigating Ma- 
chines May Soon Have Revolu- 
tionary Effect 

LONDON, Sept. 25.— The import- 
ance of aerial navigation In warfare 
has long been admitted, but only lately 
has it received much attention at the 
hands of writers upon international 
law. The impression is growing that 
rules must soon bo adopted for its 
government. Balloons were used for 
military purposes at the sieges of 
Charlerol and Mayence in the ISth 
century. They proved serviceable up- 
on at least one occasion in the Ameri- 
can Civil War, and during the siege of 
Paris they furnished the besieged 
with facilities for communicating with 
tho outer world. Tho fact that from 
a captive balloon at an altitude of even 
500 feet, the visible horizon on a fairly 
clear day is about 27 miles distant is 
significant. Recent Improvements 
have greatly extended the possibilities 
of aerial navigation, and have given 
an actuality and importance to ques- 
tions which were hitherto academic. 
In every country the airship or aero- 
plane raises questions as to private 
ownership for which the law is not 
prepared. Crimes will be committed 
in mid-air, and it wlil he necessary not 
only to know the perpetrators, but to 
determine the jurisdiction which shall 
take cognizance of such crimes. These 
are only a few of the points involved.

HONOLULU, Sept. 25. — L. M. Hale, 
J. Reynolds, and Ernest Moses, a pho- 
tographer, descended today Into the 
crater of Mount Kllauea, remaining 
half an hour on tho edge of a boiling 
lake of lava and fire. This Is tho first 
time this feat has been accomplished. 

The members of the party ventured 
almost to the rim of the seething lake, 
and attempted to take photoginphs, 
Tho heat was intense, and at places 
the adventurerers walked over parti- 
ally molten areas. After completing 
their observations they returned safely 
to the rim of the crater, where a half- 
dozen friends had witnessed the de- 
scent. 

Kllauea Is one of the largest active 
volcanos in tlie world. Its altitude Is 
4,100 feet, and the circumference of 
its crater is about nine miles, with a 
depth varying from 700 to 1,100 feet, 
depending upon the depth of the 
molten lava. Violent eruptions occur- 
red in 1707, 1S40, and 18G(i, and since 
then there have been several outbreaks 
of less severity.

The event which concluded the 
horseshow meeting aroused a consid- 
erable amount of Interest. The dis- 
play of the two animals on Friday 
night, when Credential just succeeded 
,in beating the Seattle entry, had pre- 
pared the crowd for a keen competi- 
tion in tiie effort to lower the Pacific 
Coast record, but few it' any of those 
present anticipated that the height of 
7 feet ti inches would be reached, and 
the old record eclipsed by i> inches. 

Three horses entered for the. jump- 
ing competition, hut after tile first 
couple of Jumps, Golden Crest, a Van- 
couver entry, retired. The cause of 
his withdrawal from the competition 
was the fact that In attempting to 
clear the timbers he got hung up, 
throwing his rider, who sustained a 
sprained ankle. The horse narrowly 
escaped being injured, and .1. A. Rus- 
sell, his owner, decided not to allaw 
him to jump again. The competition 
was then confined to Credential ond 
Fox Catcher. At ti feet Inches, with 
ti Inches of brush, Credential got over, 
alter balking at the first attempt. 
Fox Catcher was also successful after 
balking a couple ol' times. The height 
was raised by degrees until It reached 
7 feet of timbers with six inches of 
brush. Credential got over on his 
second attempt, Fox Catcher doing 
tin- same Neither of the jumps were 
clean, the animals dragging their legs 
over the top jumps. In the opinion 
of tile judges, however, the jumps 
counted. 

Horses Deadheated 

When the competition had reached 
Ibis stage, ii was lo.ig prist midnight, 
and the decision of a deadhcut was 
given. It was evident thai neither of 
Ihe animals were capable of improv- 
ing on their performances, This 
week they will have a chance of re- 
moving their antagonism at the Seat- 
tle horseshow which commences- on 
Wednesday. Fox Catcher, during the 
competition, threw his rider on three 
occasions, through falling, when 
crashing i hrough the Jum p. 

All the championships In connec- 
tion with ihe horseshow were decided 
last night, and the best animals which 
have been shown during the week 
were In direct competition. Golden 
Crest won the championship for sad- 
dle horses, ridden by his owner. .1. A. 
Russell, of Vancouver. The reserve 
championship in this class went to 
Moor, of ihe Mapltrwood Farm. Ren- 
ton, Wash. There- was not a great 
deal to choose between the merits of 
these two entries, and Judge McGrath 
mounted each and tried them through 
their paces before finally giving his 
decision.

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THE EXHIBITION 

Now that the Kail Pair Is over sonic 
observations In reference thereto may 
not be out of place. This seems es- 
pecially to be the case, because next 
year is the jubilee year of the Vic- 
toria Fall Fairs, and it Is not too 
soon to begin to think about what 
shall then be dour. If there arc any 
weak points In the present plans, 
they ought to be pointed out so that 
they can be strengthened, and the 
strong points ought to be made stron- 
ger. Before discussing the matter 
any further we would like to say that 
the Exhibition management did every- 
thing that was in their power to 
make the late Fair a complete suc- 
cess, and that the fruit of their ef- 
forts (was on the whole satisfactory. 
Such shortcomings as were observable 
were on account of a lack of enthu- 
siatlc support from the public at 
large. It would only lead to useless 
discussion to point out possible- 
reasons for this lack of interest. It 
is better to talk about the future, for 
it is that we have to provide for. 

Yesterday we made reference to the 
fruit exhibit and it is hardly neces- 
sary to add to what was then said, 
which was substantially that those 
interested In fruit growing ought to 
make an effort to see that this great 
industry is properly represented in 
quantity as well as in quality at the 
next exhibition. So in regard to 
other lines of exhibits. A very er- 
roneous idea is entertained by many 
people about agricultural exhibits. 
They think that not many persons 
are interested in them. There never 
was a greater mistake. They form a 
feature of an exhibition, which if it 
is large and well arranged excites ad- 
miration and leads to a large attend- 
ance. At the A. Y. P. Exposition the 
display of Canada Is a great attrac- 
tion and is admired by every one. 
Very much more can be made of the 
agricultural side of our Fair, not by 
by the management, for they cannot 
in ixpectei to round and drum up 
exhibits, but by the public whose ex- 
hibition it. is. »Tt is possible to make 
an exceedingly interesting exhibition 
without resort to any so-called "at- 
iraotions." Wo are not saying any- 
thing against tin sc. for they play a 
useful part. Tin- point which we wish 
to make In this paragraph Is that, if 
fjlj public will lake the right interest, 
it is possible to hold a Fair, which 
dimply as ;. fair will command libera! 
patronage. 

It can hardly be alleged alter the 
experiences of this week that horse 
races are not popular In this city; but 
there is another thing shown by it. 
and that is that only a very small 
percentage of those who attend on 
such occasions, and take »n interest 
in the races, do so for the sake of 
betting. We think that a very con- 
siderable number of those, who place 
a few dollars o.i a horse only do so 
because other people are d.iin^ so. 
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differentiating between 11 race meet- 
ing, pure and simple, and a series of 
races held in connection with an ex- 
hibition. Without discussing the 
rights or (wrongs of betting, fur we I 
are looking at the subject from tie- 
business point and educative point of 
view, we advance this proposition: A 
race meeting must, perhaps, neces- 
sarlly be arranged with a view of 
meeting the Ideas and convenience of i 
those who place bets on the horses, 
whereas races as a feature of a public | 
exhibition should !)•-• arranged witli aj 
view to giving tin- greatest amount i 
of pleasure to the general public, the I 
very large majority of whom do not j 
be, -.. dollar. Therefore such a pro- I 
gramme should be arranged for the 
trade as to give spectators some- 
thing to look at substantially all the 
time. This is undoubtedly rather a 
difficult thing to do, but it is done in 
some other places, and we think can 
be done here. We say this in no spirit 
of criticism but because it is the result 
of somewhat exceptional opportuni- 
ties of observation. Given a good 
lively programme of races and spoi ls, 
free from features to which many 
people take exception, and thousands 
will attend and spend an enjoyable 
afternoon. If there is in addition a 
line- display in the buildings, the same 
people will come back In the evening 
to look at it. Hut where people sit 
on a not particularly comfortable seat 
for a whole afternoon for the sake of 
seeing a few horses on the track for 
flfteon or twenty minutes altogether, 
they are apt. to be wearied and not to 
feel like coining back for any evening 
attraction, no matter what It. may be. 

We now come to a matter* upon 



which we speak with some reserve, 
but thpre seems to bo something wor- 
thy of consideration In what follows. 
In tho first place a Horse Show, as It 
Is now understood, is one of the llnest 
things in all the world. Tho indi- 
vidual who does not enjoy the spec- 
tacle of a number of beautiful horses 
being put through their paces by- 
skilled men or women, Is "fit for trea- 
sons, stratagems and spoils." AVe say 
this because we want it to bo under- 
stood that tile suggestions which fol- 
low are from a most friendly source. 
This is the question which we wish 
to raise: is it desirable to havo a horse 
show in connection with tho exhibi- 
tion? That it is desirable to have a 
horse show is beyond all doubt from 
our point of view; but what we would 
like the exhibition management to 
think about is whether or not it might 
not be better to have It at another 
date than that of the Fair. Might it 
not be more successful then'.' Might 
it not make the exhibition more suc- 
cessful This is a matter upon which 
there is room for argument, and we 
raise it in order that those Interested 
may have it brought prominently un- 
der their consideration. .Mention may 
be made of an objection made by one 
person, who usually exhibits at the 
Fall Fairs, who said that too many 
attractions outside of the buildings 
make it unprofitable to prepare ex- 
hibits at any considerable expense. 
Again we say that we hope the Horse 
Show will lie continued, and arc only 
suggesting if perhaps it might not be 
better to hold ii as an affair of itself 
at a date that will net Interfere with 
the Fair. We have an open mind on 
the question. 

Another point may be mentioned for 
the consideration of tin? management, 
namely, if It would not be well another 
year to have a publicity agent, who 
for some weeks before tin: Fair would 
devote himself to stimulating public 
interest in it. The newspapers are ready 
to do everything they can to make 
the Fair a success, but they cannot do 
everything in the publicity line that 
might to be done. They cannot think 
of the things that ought to be said. 
Writers on newspapers have their reg- 
ular routine of work, and it is un- 
reasonable to expect them to be able 
to think of tilings to say on such a 
subject at all times. The papers would 
gladly give space to fresh and well 
written ideas caculatod to work up 
an interest in the Fair. It would 
doubtless be necessary to pay some 
one to do the work, but the cost would 
not be great and the results would 
be such as would amply justify it. 

We suggest that it might be advis- 
able to have some one appointed as a 
general superintendent of the Fair. Too 
much is expected of the the Secretary. 
It is physically impossible for him, or 
any other man, to do the things that 
ought to be done. If there had been 
a general superintendent, the airship 
fiasco would have been terminated 
sooner than it was. If there had been 
such an official, a man, who was dis- 
tributing certain medical pamphlets, 
would have been ignomlnlously ex- 
pelled from the grounds. A superin- 
tendent with a badge showing his 
position would also be able to answer 
questions which might lie put to him 
by visitors. We know the dislike of 
Victoria people for badges or insignia 
of any kind, but on a public occasion 
it is desirable that those in authority 
under the chief officials should havo 
some distinguishing mark prominently 
displayed. A cap with gold letters on 
i'. is as good as any and is the most 
readily seen. 

We have already spoken of the ex- 
cellent accommodation provided for 
live stock. Nothing better could be 
desired, and in few places is it any- 
thing like as good. (in this point a 
suggestion may lie made. This is 
based op the experience of one of the 
most successful Fall Fairs in America. 
There might with advantage be a strict 
rule requiring all exhibitors of live 
stock to have their animals properly 
groomed and lie- stalls open for pub- 
lic inspection between certain hours. 
At the fair mentioned an official goes 
Hie rounds of the stock sheds at a 
certain hour in the morning, and If 
any stall and its occupants are not in 
lit shape to lie seen, anil no reasonable 
excuse is given, the animals are re- 
garded as not on exhibition and hence 
not eligible for prizes. The rule as 
to the L-ondltlon of stalls and their 
occupants engenders a spirit of com- 
petition which produces excellent re- 
sults. And when speaking of compe- 
tition we may add that there ought 
to he more' of a feeling of this nature 
abroad among the exhibiting com- 
munity. 'Idle Horse Show demonstrates 
this emulation almost as a line art. 
It ought to In: extended to nil lines. 

Concluding this reference a few 
Words must lie Bald el' the Women's 
Building, which was one of the most 
thoroughly satisfactory features of the 
Fair. In more ways than one u sup- 
plied a long felt want. Its construc- 
tion was a very happy thought. Next 
year the ladies in charge will doubtless 
set apart one stairway for those go- 
ing up and another for those coming 
down. They will alsc doubtless be able 
lo do something in the way of floral 
decorations, for which there was ab- 
solutely no time tills year. We add that 
all the foregoing observations are made 
in no spirit of criticism, but solely In 
order lo stimulate interest in what 
has been a very satisfactory Victoria 
institution, and can be made very 
much more so, if the public as Indi- 
viduals back up the management. Just 
one other idea, and It Is Hint the muss- 
ing of exhibits add Immensely to the 
success of such affairs. This Is not 
possible when the exhibits are not 



numerous. It all comes down to the 
same thing in the end, public co- 
operation means sucess.

Newell, director of the American re- 
clamation bureau, after Inspecting the 
B>o.w Valley irrigation project' said in 
an Interview: "The injur ■ situation is 
becoming mere acute.

SAYS NORTHCLIFFE 

Interesting Comment by No- 
table Newspaper 
Proprietor 



Lord Northcliffe, recently a visitor to 
Victoria, In the Interviews given at 
San Francisco, said war between Eng- 
land and Germany was certain: "The 
facts are plain,' Lord Northcliffe said 
to the San Francisco Chronicle. "We 
know that Germany has declined to 
discuss her vast armaments. We know- 
that all of her shipbuilding yards are 
engaged In naval construction— -that 
100,000 men are working- day and night, 
that scores of her leading statesmen 
and writers make no secret of her in- 
tentions; we know that she has on 
previous occasions made unprovoked 
attacks on other nations; and we know 
that the vessels she is building are de- 
signed either for commerce-destroying 
purposes or for use close to home 
waters. 

"We have the German Emperor's 
declaration that Germany's future is on 
the water. We have the fact that the 
population of Germany must have an 
outlet and her industries new markets, 
and that the most likely Held is where 
the British Hag Hies. In (ace of these 
I significant facts 1 fear that any optim- 
ism Is foolish. 

"Much has been said about a war. 
scare in England. There Is not 
enough of a war scare there. The con- 
ditions which confront Great Brltfl'n 
are ominous, and it is to be deplored 
that we are not better prepared. 
Like Two Railroad Trains. 

"I do not think there is any doubt," 
said Moberly Bell, "that there will be 
a war between Germany and Great 
Britain before long. The situation i* 
very much as a French writer pictured 
that between Germany and France to 
be before the Franco-German war, 
when ho said the two countries were 
like two railroad trains rushing to- 
gc'.'..a c-,-! a single track. 

"Germany is increasing her popula- 
tion beyond the limits of her territory 
to support, and. in looking about for 
new lands, she finds, unfortunately, 
that the most available belong to 
Great Britain. In this situation it i« 
only natural, perhaps, that Germany 
should seek some pretext for a quarrel, 
and quarrels that are sought are gen- 
erally easy enough to find. 

"If England should get into trouble 
in India, as she is not unlikely to, you 
would probably see Germany quick 
to take advantage of it. Or it 
other conditions arise which seem to 
place England at a disadvantage, Ger- 
many would not lose the opportunity 
to strike a blow. She might, for ex- 
cuse, pick a quarrel with France or 
with Holland, and then Great Britain 
would be obliged to intervene. 

"It is not that there Is any alliance 
between Great Britain and France 
which would compel this, but Great 
Britain would not be willing to, see 
France again defeated by Germany. 
France is too. close to England's shores 
to make that desirable. 

"Unless something occurs Which 
makes it advisable, in Germany's 
opinion, to provoke an immediate war 
with England, it is probable that Oer-' 
many will delay the conflict for a few- 
years, until her navy is proportionately 
I stronger than it is at prcsnnt. And in 
I this connection it is significant that 
all the new German battleships are 
being built with very small coal ca- 
pacity. As Germany has few coaling 
stations, it is evident that the German 
strategists contemplate a struggl" at 
close quarters; in other words, that 
the contest will take place in the 
English Channel, in a desperate eftWt 
to land a German army on English soil 
under cover of the German fleet." 
Germany Like Napoleon 

That Germany at the present time 
occupies somewhat the same position 
in the eyes of Europe as Napoleon did 
100 years ago, namely, that <<r a public 
enemy, is Bell's, view of that country 
as a result of the diplomacy of the 
Kaiser and his statesmen. 

"The German Emperor." he said, "is 
a strong and able ruler, but he Is emo- 
tional and impetuous, and such men 
can never be depended upon to pursue 
a steady policy. I do not believe that 
much popular hatred of England ex- 
ists among the Germans at present, 
but the German Emperor is a source 
of danger " 

Bell was unwilling to hazard an 
opinion as to the. probable outcome of 
a conflict between Germany and Great 
Britain, but he said that it is essen-

tial to the latter's safety that a sys- 
tem of universal military training bo 
Inaugurated in England, and he ex- 
pects to see such training made com- 
pulsory befioro long. 

"Raw material is not of great uso 
in the lirst clash of arms," he said. 
"That was strikingly Illustrated In our 
South African war. The volunteers 
who went out there, brave and en- 
thusiastic as they were, lacked effi- 
ciency because they lacked training. 

"My son, then 17 years old, was one 
of these volunteers. When ho came to 
me and told me that he was going to 
enlist I asked him of what use ho 
would be. 'Well, at any rate, I can 
die for my country,' he replied. And 
I said to him, . 'that will not do any 
good; the question is, can you make 
some fellow on the other side die?' 

To the San Francisco Call, .Lord 
Northcliffe said: "There irj no war 
scare in England. I wish there were. 
The situation Is serious. The peoplo 
of England, however, do not anticipate 
war any more than the people of the 
north In the United States anticipated 
in 1850 that war would come with 
the south." 

"But do you think that war Is as 
imminent now between England and 
Germany as it was then between the 
north and south?" he was asked. 

•'What would you think," he re- 
plied signillcantly, "if, within 11 days' 
wagon journey from you, 100,000 men 
were working night and day and Sun- 
days to manufacture armament? Here 
you Americans had a war scare over 
a question with a small nation (Jap- 
an). Today, I saw cannon out there 
by the Golden Gate, which, they tell 
me, can hit a ship 15 miles out at sea 
— though 1 don't know whether or not 
to believe that — but why have you 
those cannon?" 

The San Francisco Examiner says 
of Lord Northcliffe: "He declared 
the arguments in support of our high 
tariff question will be used very 
largely to bring about n somewhat 
tsimllir 1'ii IT in free-trade Britiin 
that the United States in the course of 
time will adopt a graduated Income 
tax and heavier death duties pattern- 
ed after those of his country; that 
1,0th Russia and Japan are making 
tremendous naval and military prep- 
arations for another conflict; that the 
Conservative party In the British Isles 
lost the last general election because 
of its responsibility for the South 
African mines being Hooded with 
cheap Chinese labor, and that the 
anti-Asiatic question in British Co- 
lumbia, South Africa, Australia and 
other parts of the British Empire is 
quite as acute as on the Pacific Coast;

GRAHAM ISLAND 



Clean-up of $8,000 Reported 
to Have Been Made in 
Six Weeks 




News of the cleanup of eight thou- 
sand dollars in gold dust in six weeks 
by treating the beach sands of Graham 
Island by ordinary sluicing methods 
was brought by Mr. A. F. Nichol, the 
representative of the Queen Charlotte 
Islands and Jedway syndicate. Mr. 
Nichol did not visit the placer dig- 
gings. He, however, obtained the news 
from an Englishman named Picrson, 
whom he considers very trustworthy. 
Mr. Pierson is a man of means. Ho 
informed Mr. Nichol that arrange- 
ments were being made to install a 
dredge next season. 

There is a great deal of mining ac- 
tivity on Graham and Moresby islands, 
according to Mr. Nichol. Scores of 
locations were made this summer in 
the copper-gold ore zone in the vicin- 
ity of Tasso harbor on the west coast 
of Moresby island. During his stay- 
there he met the representatives of 
several smelters and mining com- 
panies. Mr. A. B. W. Hodges, gen- 
eral manager of the Granby Consoli- 
dated, was In the camp laying out a 
plan of development of a group ho 
had bonded on behalf of himself and 
several associates. Mr. Hodges in- 
formed him that the surface showings 
were exceptionally promising and that 
the group in question would be opened 
up regardless of expense. Mr. Hodges 
Is also credited with having been com- 
missioned to look into tlie question of 
the prospects of establishing a smel- 
ter Industry In the Queen Charlottes. 
The camp was also visited lately by 
Mr. John M. Turnbull, on behalf of 
the Canadian Consolidated Mining & 
Smelting company of Trail. Mr. 
Turntmll made even a more detailed 
examination of the various camps than 
his Boundary colleague before leaving 
for the Portland canal district. An- 
other visitor to the islands was Mr. 
J. P. McConnell of the Dominion geo- 
logical survey. Mr. Nicol expressed 
the opinion that while high assays 
can be secured in the camp, Its ores 
when treated on a big scale will prove 
to be of low grade, but exceeding 
those of the Boundary in value. Tho 
values are mainly In copper with some 
gold and silver. Tho big showings 
on the Swede group at Lockport on 
the east coast have been enhanced by 
recent development. The extension 
of the two tunnels has led to the open- 
ing up of large ore bodies. 

The syndicate represented by Mr. 
Nichol and which was organized by 
Mr. John F. Langan, of Chicago, at 
present of this city, owns 32 claims in 
various camps, eight of them being in 
the vicinity of the Swede ?roup and 
13 of them being In Tasso harbor, and 
others near the Japanese mine at Ika- 
da bay. A great deal of satisfactory 
work in opening up ore bodies was 
done on these various propositions 
during the' past summer. Surface 
stripping and open cuts over large 
areas tended to prove their continu- 
ity. The ores as a class are of low 
grade, but self-fluxing in character, 
and Indications point ot a very large 
tonnage. The syndicate Is making ar- 
rangements to expend $50,000 next sea- 
son in development. 

Mr. Nichol also had news that Col. 
Topping, a former resident of Trail, 
and one-time owner of the famous Le 
Roi. was examining several likely 
looking propositions on Tungat'e 
Island.

boundary dispute of Venezuela and 
British Guiana made a rupture with 
the United States more than likely, 
although in such a war Canada, would 
be the only vulnerable ' portion of the 
Empire. Her press and oven her poli- 
ticians had displayed their Indignation 
nt the intrusive congratulations, sent 
by the Kaiser to President Kruger, 
Which for ti short time threatened to 
Involve a war with Germany. A pre- 
ferential treatment, more valuable as 
<tn evidence of gratitude than in its 
commercial results, had 'been offered to 
the Mother Country in the new Cana- 
dian tariff. Bullying a manly people 
is a silly policy, and the resentment of 
Canadians at jingo American efforts 
to starve them out of the Empire had 
been rising slowly for nearly a gener- 
ation. Several politicians and papers 
that had sneered at movements for 
consolidating the Empire had recant- 
ed. A French -Canadian had, for the 
first time, become Premier of the Do- 
minion, and his compatriots were in 
tile most favorable mood to accept any 
change that might seem generally de- 
sired by the English-speaking (pro- 
vinces. The hour h*d apparently ar- 
rived, but not the man. 

An Offer of Partnership. 
Tins opinion was expressed In a 
pamphlet published In London In 1H0J 
by the Imperial Federation Defence 
Committee. And the writer still be- 
lieves that if Britain had in 181)7 made 
an offer of full partnership to the 
great colonies, requesting the govern- 
ments to refer the decision to the con- 
stituencies, a general acceptance (after 
Of course, a fierce campaign) would 
have been more probable than hi any 
subsequent year up to the present one, 
when Imperialism has again readied 
high tide. 

Their participation In the South Af- 
rican war showed the Imperial patri- 
otism of the Dominions, but It is 
douhtul whether it helped materially 
towards the unification of the Empire. 
.Many of the overseas soldiers returned 
cherishing grievances, real or imagin- 
ed, and those people who were dis- 
posed to shirk their Imperial obliga- 
tions were inclined to lull their con- 
science by claiming that participation 
In that one war (added to home-de- 
fence, the preference, etc.,) constitutes 
ti full quittance for the protection ol 
the imperial services. 

But from a variety of reasons im- 
perial patriotism lias signally increas- 
ed in Canada In the last two years, 
It has been fanned by many addresses 
before the Canadian Clubs which have 
been formed in all our .most import- 
tint towns: by the grand tercentenary 
celebration of the founding of Quebec, 
attended by the Prince of Wales and 
a fine naval squadron, ami still more 
by the German menace, which is more 
or less distinctly recognized by a ma- 
jority of our people. The fact, too, 
lhat some human weathercocks lhat 
usually point to leeward had veered 
to independence, stirred some hitherto 
silent imperialists to express their dis- 
sent in print. A very few years ago 
most of the British -Canadian papers 
condemned or pooh- boohed the notion 
of any further contribution. Now 
I some Inlluentlal journals fully ac- 
knowledge our imperial obligations 
hind suggest varying methods for their 
fulfilment. And the Imperial patrlot- 
| ism of our people has been increased 
by the decrease of their Irritation at 
the fancied surrender of their rights 
In three boundary treaties with the 
United States. The recent researches 
of some learned Canadian gentlemen 
have shown that the public were un- 
der a delusion. , 

Separate Defensive Services 
But the popular inclination of the 
Dominions to help the Empire by 
wholly separate defensive services docs 
not promise well for imperial cohesion. 
If the states of the Empire are to have 
no establishments in common the cen- 
trifugal may overpower the centripetal 
forces. Writing years before the se- 
cession of the American colonies, 
which he sought to avert, Governor 
Pownall urged that "Great Britain 
may be no more considered as the 
Kingdom of this isle only, with many 
appendages . . . but a grand mar- 
ine dominion, consisting of our pos- 
session in the Atlantic and in America 
united Into a one Umpire in a one cen- 
tre . . . The scheme of giving re- 
presentatives to the colonies annexes 
them to and Incorporates them with the 
realm. Their interest Is contrary to 
that of Great Britain only so long as 
they are continued in the unnatural 
artificial state of being considered ns 
external provinces ami they can lie- 
come rivals only by continuing to In- 
I crease In their separate/state; but their 
being united to the realm is the very 
remedy proposed." 

Now, notwithstanding the recrudes- 
cence or Imperialism noted above, the 
Individuals and journals that are 
struggling ['> push the politicians on- 
ward are without organization or con- 
cert — excepting perhaps some Conser- 
vative politicians who are clamoring 
for efficient aid to the Empire, chiefly 
to put the Government in a dilemma 
from which timid statesmanship can 
find no escape. If, however, the Itrlt- 
ish Governent would now often the 
Dominion n co-ordinate status (n pay- 
ing anil contributing partnership) and 
ask our Government tn submit the offer 
to the people bj a plebiscite, all 
Unionists would take their places In the 
lighting hue and ace, planer' .if the offer 
1\ than it would bo 



equipment for aggression. Time is on 
the side of the separatists. When the 
present fervor of English-speaking 
Canadians abates, the Dominion, ever 
growing in population and resources, 
will more and more focus and mono- 
polize the patriotism of its people. 
"Dominlonlsm" will more completely 
eclipse Imperialism. Should a new 
friction occur when Independence had 
ceased to be hopelessly imprudent, the 
hot-heads on either side of the Atlan- 
tic might force a separation. And even 
before independence became practica- 
ble, a very violent tension might make 
Canada secede, and add to the Amer- 
ican Union seven or eight States 
unfriendly to the Empire. Now is the 
opportunity for prophylactic states- 
manship, Now may bo our appointed 
time, the day of our salvation. The 
Iron that Is now hot for moulding may 
cool and never again reach white heat. 
Privileges With Responsibilities 

But suppose that one of the oversea 
Dominions refused the offer suggested, 
preferring to remain In its present 
cheap and unworthy state, it would be 
desirable to know this. The rest of the 
Empire should decline to remain re- 
sponsible for the defence of a mean 
and unreclprocating member. Better 
cut off an unhealthy limb than Imperil 
the whole body. "At all events," wrote 
the great Imperialist, Joseph Howe, 
"If there are any communities of Brit- 
ish origin anywhere who desire to en- 
joy all the privileges and immunities 
of the Queen's subjects without paying 
for and defending them, let us ascer- 
tain where and who they art — let us 
measure the proportions of political re- 
pudiation now, In a season of tranquil- 
ity — when we have leisure to gauge the 
extent of the evil and .to apply correc- 
tives rather than wait till war finds 
us unprepared and leaning upon pre- 
sumptions in which there Is no reality." 

If the reduction of the postage on 
printed matter between Britain and 
Canada had been effected fifty years 
ago. the present Americanization of 
the Dominion, in habits and ideas and 
speech, might have been averted, and 
the sentiment of Imperial brotherhood, 
strong as It is at this transitory junc- 
ture, might have been more abiding. 
Is another "too late" to be recorded 
In our histories'.'

The American League. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer looks 
over the American League situation us 
follows:

A London Times correspondent sends 
from Germany the following free trans- 
lation of an article on "English Sport" 
in Dor Tag: — 

"According to statistics, which the 
London Press only repudiate as too 
low, a capital of forty-live million 
pounds sterling is laid out in Great 
Britain In clubhouses, racecourses, 
playing grounds, and such like, and 
•more than forty millions is yearly 
spent in these arenas of sport. This 
makes the Englishman (according to 
English opinion) stronger and healthier 
than the son of any other nation. As 
a matter of fact, among the compara- 
tively small upper classes who for fox- 
hunting nlono spend four millions a 
year and have laid out another fifteen 
millions In capital, it is possible that 
sport may have had a good influence 
on their physical constitution. All tho 
same, wo must consider that tho tall, 
powerful form of the British aristocrat 
is only known to us from British as- 
sertions. 

Better in Germany 

"But Incomparably more heneflcial 
than the English sjiort is our compul- 
sory service, and also tho official care 
for the bodily constitution of the lower 
classes. Tho pure animal strength of 
the workman is without doubt far 
greater In Germany than in any other 
land. It is always a great joy to tho 
German travelling home from abroad 
to see the way the porter heaves his 
•mighty box on his shoulders and car- 
ries it with long strides to the cub. A 
visitor In England only finds such 
well-developed powerful men — as one 
uneets on every station and in every 
manufacturing town in Germany — on 
the quays of the harbors, whither all 
tho strong men are attracted by high 
wages for the loading and unloading 
work. It i" not hero that a stranger 
can form a good opinion of the physi- 
cal constitution of the English masses. 
He must go into the streets of London 
on the occasion of a Lord Mayor's 
Show. Here the rod-ohcekod -beef- 
eaters' are well represented, hut for 
every one nf thos.Y one sees, not twen- 




ty, but fifty, Ill-set, pale, nnrrow-ehest- 
ed, half-crippled men. Only under the 
(British flag in India does one visibly 
see such poverty pressing down on 
man's bodily frame, such physical de- 
generation, such tragic deformity, such 
unhealed, ever-present illness, such 
laziness, ami such depravity on living 
bodies. liad air, bad food, and bad 
lodging, and the absolute lack of any 
regular training or strengthening en- 
forced by a superior power have mu- 
tilated a whole nation. 

Rowdy Football 
"We meet the same crowd at sport 
on the football Held. They do not play 
themselves (they lack tho means), but 
they have enough money to support a 
horde of professional players, and thev 
watch their efforts tili quarrelling, 
•brawling, and often lighting set in. 
Have they profited by ifootball, the 
sport of the masses? Do they look like 
it? No; only the rich can derive ad- 
vantage from sport. Tho physical de- 
generation of the English nation, which 
no offerings to sport havo succeeded 
In stopping, lias compelled tho War 
Office constantly to reduce the mini- 
mum measurements for recruits ever 
since tho Crimean war. It was origin- 
ally caused by the migration from 
country to town. Now tho counties arc 
almost uninhabited, the towns over- 
crowded. In God's free air the work- 
man can remain healthy and strong In 
tho worst of lodgings. Should he be 
attracted to the town, then tho town 
must do for him what In England Is 
omitted and in Germany seen to — it 
must build airy streets and houses, In 
such alone can a manufacturing nation 
avoid physical degeneration. The daily 
walk of the workman through the pure 
Bil of clean streets gives tho body the 
necessary exercise in a much more 
'beneficial and practical form than tho 
short over-straining on the playing 
Hold."

Important Conference Which 
May Make Striking Changes 
in Shipping Law 



On Tuesday the third conference on 
maritime law will commence at Brus- 
sels, and many Interesting points of 
great interest to shipping men will be 
dealt with. 

Proposed treaties on collisions and 
salvage and draft treaties on ship- 
owners' liability and maritime mort- 
gages and liens will be brought lief, me 
the conference tor consideration and 
adoption. 

All tin- principal nations will be 
represented at the conference as they 
were at the diplomatic conference hold 
at Brussels in October, 1905. Since 
then the proposed treaties have been 
considered at several meetings of the 
International maritime committee, an 
unofficial organization composed of 
representatives of maritime law as- 
sociations, commercial bodies, ship- 
owncrs, and underwriters. This com- 
mittee nut last in 1907 In Venice and 
is now meeting this year in Bremen. 
'I'll.- sessions began on Thursday. 

In their present form the proposed 
treaties would, if adopted, radii 
change th" law of Great Britain 
the I nited Slates.

MILITARY TOPICS 

Fifth Regiment C. G. A., making ready for winter drill 
season. School of Instruction. French military experts on the 
Territorials. 



On Tuesday night there Is to be war 
at Esquimau. The fortress guns of 
Rod Hill and Black Rock are to ho 
manned by the troops of the perman- 
ent garrison and No. 1 company of the 
Fifth Regiment C. G. A., and an effort 
will be made by an invading vessel to 
make a dash past the works guarding 
the entrance to Esquimau into the 
naval harbor that was and is to be. 
Col. Peters, D.O.C., who recently took 
command of this city, relieving Col. 
Holmes, who left yesterday for the 
east, will be in charge of tlte ma- 
noeuvres. The forts will be manned 
at 7 p.m. and soon afterward a friendly 
vessel will approach and signal the 
forts giving warning of the anticipated 
approach of a enemy. The gun crews 
will then prepare for action and the 
searchlights be manned and the har- 
bor entrance guarded in the same way 
as though a state of war existed, with 
the exception that the guns will not 
discharge any projectiles. 

Tomorrow night an Important parade 
will be held at the Drill hall by the 
Fifth Regiment G.G.A. under command 
of Major A. 5V. Carrie. Orders were 
issued last week for this parade, which 
will be in mufti. Many important mat- 
ters are to be considered, amongst 
others the idea recently put forward 
to abolish the company associations 
and make one big regimental associa- 
tion. It is considered by many that 
with one association instead of several 
the artillerymen would be enabled to 
establish suitable club rooms, card and 
billiard rooms, with a special steward 
in charge and also to engage an in- 
structor for gymnasium and sports 
work generally. 

An announcement will also be made 
regarding the Regimental school of in- 
struction, which is to commence on 
October 4th next. Another announce- 
ment will be made with regard to the 
signalling squad for which arrange- 
ments were recently made. 

Invasion by Airship. 

Herr Rudolph Martin, who was for- 
merly an official in the Imperial Min- 
istry of the Interior, and who has 
made a name for himself by foretelling 
the recent development in aerial navi- 
gation at a time when his prophecies 
were ridiculed by all serious men, has 
written a pamphlet entitled, "Wright 
and Zeppelin." The fourth chapter of 
this pamphlet is entitled, "England no 
Longer an Island," and contains the 
following noteworthy passages: 
"What is the most important change 
produced by Wright and Zeppelin? 
England ceases to be an island. The 
mightiest world-empire of the present 
time is Great Britain, and Great Brit- 
ain has obtained her world-power as 
an island. Because Great Britain is 
an island, possessing the best ports, 
she has in the course of centuries ac- 
quired the mastery over the greater 
part of the world, namely, over the 
sea. Becauso Great Britain is pro- 
tected against tho Continent by the 
North Sea and the English Channel 
she has been able to live without com- 
pulsory military service, and devote 
her strength to the construction of her 
navy. Now that England ceases to be 
an Island she must reckon more and 
more with the possibility of invasion 
by the armies of the Continent. In 
case of war between Great Britain and 
Germany, Is the defeat of the British 
fleet and the Invasion of England by 
a German army Impossible? Germany 
would not, In any circumstances, see 
the loss of her fleet and of her mer- 
cantile marine without making an at- 
tempt to contest the maritime suprem- 
acy of Great Britain, and to land a 
German army in England, with Calais 
and Ostend as her base. The honor of 
the German nation and tho commercial 
interests of Germany would make such 
a step absolutely necessary. 

Menace to British Fleet. 

"The defeat of the British fleet In 
the North Sea and the landing of a 
German army in England will be 
greatly facilitated by the development 
of the aeroplane, side by side with tho 
steerable airship. The number of such 
airships will only increase slowly, be- 
cause they are costly and difficult to I 
construct; but the number of cheap j 
aeroplanes will grow at an enormous 
speed. Even If a war between Eng- | 
land and Germany were to break out | 
In ten years 1 time, it is improbable that | 
the number of German airships would • 
exceed a thousand, hut in view of the 
magnificent development of aeroplanes | 
there can be.no doubt that in ten | 
years' time there will be more than

10,000 aeroplanes In Germany. People 
who now see Orvllle Wright or Count 
Zeppelin in the air only think of this 
one specimen of a single inventor. Nut 
until the wholesale construction of 
aeroplanes and Klgantie airships has 
been In process for several years will 
people accustom themselves to reckon 
with large numbers of aerial vessels 
as factors in warfare. 

Aerial vessels of all classes will 
rapidly increase in speed and in carry- 
ing capacity. Zeppelin III. is almost 
as long as one of the great battleships 
of the Dreadnought class, but Profes- 
sor Sehutte'-s airship, which Is being 
built lor Herr Carl Lanz at Mannheim, 
will be still larger. The diameter of 
the balloon will be 58 feet, as compared 
with i2 feet, the diameter of Zeppelin 
nr., and the capacity will he 700,000 
cubic feet, as compared witli the .">30,- 
000 cubic feet of Zeppelin III. The 
new airship will bo able to carry from 
thirty to fifty persons, according to the 
length of the voyage. A British ileet 
In the North Sea would be In a very 
dangerous position if compelled to en- 
counter n German aerial Ileet of steer- 
able airships and aeroplanes. Aero- 
planes and steer/lble airships can 
travel faster than battleships. At an 
altitude of -1,700 feet large airships are 
fairly secure from the guns of battle- 
ships. Night and fog and clouded 
skies for aerial warships give many 
possibilities of hovering over floating 
battleships or over naval ports, and 
dropping their destructive dynamite 
torpedoes. Where could the British 
Ileet of battleships take refuge? In 
tho home ports of Sheerness, Dover, or 
Portsmouth the fleet would offer an 
excellent target for aerial projectiles. 
If German airships can cross the nar- 
row Channel, twenty miles in width, In 
half an hour, they are immune from 
tho attack of the British Ileet. 

Wright or Zeppelin, starting from 
Calais, could reach London in twe or 
threo hours. After tho bombardment 
of London the hugh airships of Count 
Zeppelin or Professor Schutte could 
quickly return across the Channel. 
Germany's success in war with Great 
Britain would depend upon two pre- 
mises; first, that Germany shall Im- 
mediately increase the number of bet- 
aerial vessels of all kinds; second, that 
Germany will not fall into the error of 
undertaking an aerial attack In un- 
favorable weather. Aeroplanes and 
steerable airships can be constructed 
in large numbers in a few weeks if 
proper preparations are made, and a 
favorable wind, or lack of wind, fre- 
quently occurs. AVilliam the Conr 
(jueror waited in 1066 with his army 
and fleet more than a month for a fa- 
vorable wind, and, thanks to his pa- 
tience, achieved the great success of 
capturing England and founding the 
English race and world power. Or- 
vllle Wright and Count Zeppelin, by 
their performances In Berlin, have re- 
minded the English that England since 
Bleriot's Channel flight has ceased to 
be an island, and that the technical 
possibilities of a German invasion In 
caso of war increase from month to 
month. Wright and Zeppelin, there- 
fore, are creating a guarantee for the 
maintenance of peace between the 
closely related nations of Germany and 
England." 

Casualty Screens 

There were several new features at 
the manoeuvres just concluded in 
England. One of the most interesting 
was the use of casualty screens. It is 
considered that during the preliminary 
phase of an attack the information as 
to the enemy's lire given by the um- 
pire will be sufficient to inlluence the 
conduct of the operations in the de- 
sired direction. During this phase, 
when officers are Informed that the 
troops under their command are under 
lire, they will not hesitate to deploy 
and adopt suitable formations. When, 
however, the troopjl come under heavy 
fire at effective or decisive ranges, und 
wish, for Instance, to gain ground, the 
exercise of judgment becomes a diffi- 
cult matter in the absence of actual lire 
effect. The information given by the 
umpires as to the effect of tlte enemy's 
lire will, therefore, be supplemented by 
an order to display casualty screens 
when the umpires Judge that tho losses 
are heavy. The senior umpire in a 
locality where an attack Is taking place 
will, through the assmtanl umpires on 
either side exercise supervision over 
the number of screens displayed. By 
the relative number of screens display- 
ed by the opposing forces officers will 
be able to Judge of the comparative ef- 
fect of their own and the enemy's lire, 
and the screens will in this way be a 
guide to tho correct action to be taken. 

For instance, if the attackers come 
under effective infantry and artillery 
fire and are unsupported by their own 
artillery, while the enemy Is securely 
posted and concealed, the display of 
casualty screens in the ranks of the 
attackers, and their absence from those 
of the defence, would be an Indication 
to the former that they could not gain 
further ground till some fresh disposi- 
tions have been made which would en- 
able them to gain superiority of flro, 
and would further be an indication to 
the defence that possibly a suitable op- 
portunity had occurred lor a local 
counter-attack. A change in the situa- 
tion In favor of the attack would be 
marked by the appearance of casualty 
screens in the ranks of the defence, 
and their disappearance from those of 
the attack. A preponderance of tho 
screens in the ranks of the defence 
would be an Indication that a favorable 
opportunity had arisen for the de- 
livery of an assault. 

Manoeuvres in France 

The grand manoeuvres of the French 
army concluded last week in the coun- 
try between the Loire and Alller, The 
Paris correspondent of the Standard, 
writing prior to the manoeuvres, said: 
The forces that will take part are Die 
13th and the 14th Army Corps, respec- 
tively under the commands of General 
Goiran (general of division) and Gen- 
eral Robert. The manoeuvres will lit! 
under the direction of General Tremeau, 
the ♦newly-appointed, generalissimo, 
with General Castelman as his chief 
of staff; whilst the chief umpire will 
be General Pan, commander of the 
20th, or "Iron Corps." Amongst his 
assistant umpires is General d'Amade, 
who commanded in Morocco. The ma- 
noeuvres will be divided Into two 
periods — first, brigade and divisional, 
and, second, army manoeuvres. Head- 
quarters will he established at Lupa- 
llsse on September 13. 

The mock struggle is sure, to be very 
keen between the Auversnats on tho 
one side and the Alpine troops on the 
other. Tho Attvergnats ni'o prover- 
bially obstinato and hard-headed, and 



will not easily be dislodged from posi- 
tions they once occupy, whilst the Al- 
pine battalions, formed from soldiers 
from the banks of the Rhone, the Isere, 
and the Drome — Savoyards, with all 
the southern fire in their veins — are 
always for advancing and never for re- 
treat. The manoeuvres will be espe- 
cially interesting from the various new 
features that will be Introduced. First, 
there will be the mitrailleijses of' the 
Infantry— used with such effoct by tho 
Japanese in Manchuria, and now tried 
for the first time over a large area in 
France. Various means of communica- 
tion will also be experimented with, 
not only motor cars and motor cycles, 
but optic and radiotelegraphic. Some 
regiments will also ge given micro- 
telephones, and there will be communi- 
cation by signalling, which has been 
employed for some time past in the 
German army, but never on this side of 
the Rhine. Finally, It is hoped that 
tlie steerage balloon Republlque will be 
repaired in time for it to be used, 
especially to discover how far the 
present system of clothing and advanc- 
ing which renders troops almost in- 
visible on a level will hold good 
against observation from a height in 
the air. 



Two Power Standard 

A prominent Conservative member 
of the German Reichstag contributes 
to the current number of the "Finanz- 
ehronik" an article from which the 
following characteristic passages are 
extracted:— 

A naval politician recently declared 
that Great Britain and Germany must 
come lo an understanding regarding 
the limitation of naval armaments, or 
a war between them will ensue. It is 
certain that this opinion is widelyheld 
in England, but nevertheless this is 
erroneous, and not at all dangerous. 
Such an agreement regarding the lim- 
itations of naval armaments can never 
lie concluded. It would be impossible 
to carry out. and quite superfluous, 
and its continual discussion is tho on- 
ly cause of tension between England 
and Germany which at present exists. 
What Is understood by an agreement 
of this kind? The British desire to 
maintain their absolute maritime su- 
premacy with less financial outlay by 
demanding for themselves the domin- 
ion of the seas for all time, while 
other countries shall solemnly agree 
to limit tiie number of their war- 
ships. How could independent coun- 
tries possibly agree to such treaty 
limitations? The German nation 
would never tolerate such a degrada- 
tion. It would, therefore, be desirable, 
if Great Britain would accustom her- 
self to the growth of the German na- 
vy, because this cannot be changed. 
Germany has every reason to complain 
that England continually compels her 
to spend more money on her fleet. 
The accusation that Germany compels 
England to build more battleships is 
entirely beside the mark. An agree- 
ment on the limitation of naval arma- 
ments is impossible and also super- 
fluous, as soon as Great Britain and 
Germany combine to maintain peace. 

In a speech delivered at Rheinabek, 
Herr Spahn, one of the leaders of the 
Roman Catholic Centre party in the 
| Reichstag, made several interesting 
references to incidents of international 
policy. He said: — 

Great Britain's triple entente with 
Russia and Franco Is not based on 
common Interests or on a common ob- 
ject. The Anglo-Franco-Russian 
triple entente is not "a Dreibund" as 
firmly established' as the -Triple Al- 
liance, consisting of Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and Italy. Great Britain, 
by means of her entente with France 
and Russia, has removed certain men- 
aces which threatened the route to 
India, and certain obstacles to her 
trade in Asiatic territories, and for 
this purpose she has postponed the 
settlement of her differences with 
Russia. But the conflict of interests 
between Great Britain and Russia lias 
not been removed. One sees, for in- 
stance, that England refuses to assent 
to the opening of the Dardanelles for 
Russian warships. There Is also no 
Identity of interests between Great 
Britain and France. Great Britain 
expects that France will increase the 
strength of her fleet; while, on the 
other hand. France reproaches Eng- 
land with the weakness of the English 
Army, which would hardly lie able to 
render any assistance in the case of 
necessity. While the bonds joining 
together Germany, Austria- Hungary 
and Italy have become indestructible, 
the relations between Great Britain, 
Franco and Russia are diminishing in 
cordiality. The growth of the German 
Ileet reduces for Russia the value of 
the unnatural alliance with Prance. 
Tin- safety of Russia's western fron- 
tier is assured by the new reapproach- 
ment with Germany, so that the Rus- 
sian Empire is free to develop in an 
easterly direction. 

Reforming French Navy 

Admiral Boue do Lapeyrere, the 
new French Minister of Marine, Is 
winning universal approbation by the 
vigorous and practical manner in 
which he is reforming various abuses 
and defects in tho navy. One of his 
I1rsl and most Important changes has 
bi-i-n to alter the composition of the 
squadrons, so as to obtain the great- 
est pnssibl.- homogeneity. It will not 
be without interest, perhaps, for Can- 
adian readers to follow the progress 
being made and the methods adopted. 
The first squadron, which is the best, 
comprises six battleships, four ar- 
mored cruisers, twelve destroyers and 
tli.- Chuteaurenault, a fast 23-knot 
cruiser of soon teas. As spar.- units 
tlicr..- is til.- Ironclad Suffren ami the 
armored cruiser Victor Hugo, of the 
sain., .lass a .5 tin- Clambetta, but larg- 
er. This squadron Is commanded by 
Vice-Admiral de Jonquleres. The 
second squpadron Is situillarly made 
up of six battleships, four cruisers, tho 
Guiehen, sister to the Chateaurenault, 
with twelve destroyers, and the 
Charles Murtel and Dupetlt Thouars 
as extras. 

The first squadron may in- consid- 
ered altogether homogeneous, and In 
the second the- St. Louis, Charlemagne 
and Gaulois are of the same; type, 
whilst the- Bouvet and the Jauregui- 
berry are very like each other, the 
Carnot being the only battleship of 
the six which differs considerably; 
ami of the five cruisers, the Dupetlt 
Thouars alone is 300 tons smaller 
than the others. The second squadron 
will be taken over on October 3 from 
Admiral Jauregulberry by Admiral 
Auborl, who is a most popular and 
able olllcor. Admiral Galllard has 
been appointed to a newly created 
post of Inspector-General of Squad- 
rons, which la another term for the 
commander-in-chief for the force of 
battleships, armored cruisers and de- 
stroyers. The Minister has also 
changed all the heads of service, and 
he has formed a gunnery division, 
under Admiral le Brls. which has long 
been desired and asked for by tljg 
whole navy. 

A no less popular Innovation is the 
concentration of torpedo and submar- 
ine flotillas at Dunkirk, Cherbourg, 
Toulon and BIzerta, each under the 
charge of a captain. The dismantling 
of several old coast defence ships and 
many minor changes affecting tho. 
homo ports are all approved unrcserv-

formerly daily columns of blame were 
levelled at the ministry. 

Boy Scouts 

Tho great rally of the Boy Scouts. 
15,000 strong, lias just been held at 
Sydenham. General Baden-Powell, of 
Matching fame, who organized the 
force, was at the head of the rally. 
King Edward sent the following mes- 
sage to the assembled scouts: "The 
King is glad to know that the Boy 
Scouts are holding their first annual 
parade. Please assure the boys that 
the King takes the greatest interest 
in them, and tell them that if he 
should call upon them later in life 
the sense of patriotic responsibility 
and happy duty which they are ac- 
quiring as boys will enable them to 
do their duty as men, should any 
danger threaten the Empire." 
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Meteors Shower Honolulu. 

HONOLULU, Sept. 25. — A plienomenal 
rain of meteors filling the skies over 
this city last night caused much excite- 
ment and alarm among the people who 
witnessed the strange heavenly sight. 
The fall began at 10:55 p.m. Although 
most of tho heavenly visitants fell into 
the sea, it is believed that some, of them 
struck land on this Island and an inves- 
tigation will be made today. 



Finds $50,000 on Lunch Countor. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.— After a mes- 
senger boy had eaten his lunch in 
a Pearl street restaurant in the hnan- 
clal district, Harry Bohrer, the mana- 
ger, found a package on the table, and 
on opening It, he discovered that it 
contained f 2 3,000 in currency and suf- 
ficient negotiable securities to make a 
total of $50,000.

DRUN KEN "J OY RIDES" 

Authorities Likely to Take Action As 
Result of Jury's Finding Today in 
Inquest on Girl Victims. 

SEATTLE. Wash., Sept. 25.— Follow- 
ing the verdict of the coroner's jury 
which held an inquest over the remains 
of Miss Jessie Mabel Johnson and Miss 
Goldlo Porter, two of the victims of 
the latest automobile tragedy, today it 
is likely that action will be taken by 
the authorities to put a stop to drun- 
ken "joy rides." Evidence was brought 
in to show that the driver of the car 
Heine Heiser, was drunk when the ac- 
cident occurred and that every mem- 
ber of the party was more or less un- 
der the inlluence of liquor. 1 

Heiser Is under arrest and is being 
lu-ld pending the decision of the au- 
thorities. He is liable for a fine of not 
more than $1,000 or imprisonment for 
an appreciable term on one count alone, 
that of driving a vehicle In a public 
street while under the influence of 
liquor. On other counts he is also 
open to Incrimination. /

Three hundred apprentices employ-

Fifth Vice-President .1. J. Iveppicr was 
successful in his efforts to reach a set- 
tlement. 

A complete victory has been won by 
the tailors of New York, who struck 
against intolerable conditions. Nearly 
20,000 workers, affecting 300 shops, 
have returned to work. A nine-hour 
work-day, an increase of 15 per cent in 
wages and a iixed pay day were in- 
cluded in the agreement. Owing to 
the influx of membership, the union 
was obliged to innke up locals of oper- 
ators, cutters, prospers and finishers. 
In Brooklyn the men have succeeded 
In breaking up the Employers' Asso- 
ciation. 

After two years' experience, during 
which there has been no dilliculty or 
disagreement of any kind whatever, 
the contract between the Western Fuel 
company, Nanaimo, and its omplayees 
has been renewed unanimously by the 
miners for another term of two years. 
Tills is a very satisfactory piece of 
news, and It shows that coal mining 
can be carried on without friction be- 
tween employees and employed, when 
good sense and reasonable judgment 
is employed on both sides. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is singularly little 
trouble In connection witli our island 
coal mines. In other parts of the con- 
tinent very serious complications are 
continually arising, but on this island 
as a rule, tilings move along with quiet 
smoothness. Such a state of things 
is an honor both to t lie operators and 
the, miners.

The dispute between the miners and 
operators of the Pittsburg district, af- 
fecting 1G.OO0 men, was settled last 
week at a conference between the op- 
erators, the national executive board 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica and President Lewis. A notice will 
be posted In all the mines in the dis- 
trict telling tile miners that the recent 
order of the coal companies is that 
black powder must be used in mining 
coal is rescinded for the present. To 
secure this concession on the part of 
the operators, President Lewis ap- 
pointed a committee from the miners' 
organization to confer with Chief 
Mine Inspector Roderick, of Pennsyl- 
vania, asking that a thorough inves- 
tigation of the use of black or "safety" 
powder be made by the state. 

At the National Sabbath convention, 
hold recently In Pittsburg. Pa., P. J. 
McArdle, president of the. Amalga- 
mated Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 
said: "He who culls Sunday laws nar- 
row has never put himself in the place 
of his brother crushed in health, 
home and manhood by seven days' toll, 
which robs the prior man of the society 
of wife and children and of all that 
is best and noblest, just to (ill some 
rich man's pocket a little fuller." An- 
other said: "One working in n rolling 
mill every day has no more chance to 
develop his higher nature than, a 
horse."

"In a 
general way." he said, "we plan to make 
the industrial educational systems of the 
various localities distinct from cultural 
education. We do not plan anything In 
connection with the primary school sys- 
tem at all. We aim to take hold of the 
children .when they finish the primary 
schools at about the. age of fourteen, 
and give them a four-year course in our 
schools. These schools would have lo 
be part of the educational system in a 
way, because 1 bey would be public 
schools supported by the public. The 
subjects lo be taught will depend on 
the Industrial circumstances of the 
locality, Kor instance, where there 
is a shoe-manufacturing vicinity there 
should be a shoe-trade school. Where 
there are textile works there should be 
textile schools." 

Tile Winnipeg Plumbers' I'nion scored 
a victory last week in the Important, 
litigation which developed out of the 
strike of a year ago. Before'Mr. Justice 
Metcalf the case of Cotter vs. Os'jortie, 
growing out of the strike, came up. The 
plaintiff In June recovered a judgment 
against the defendants Interfering with 
plaintiffs during the plumbers' strike. 
Execution was issued, but nothing was 
realised, and upon an ex parte applica- 
tion by the plaintiff an order was mnde 
for the appointment of a receiver. Sub- 
sequently an application was made to 
continue that order. The chattel pro- 
perty i\ as not of sufficient Importance 
to justify the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, but the dues and assessments 
owing were considerable. His lordship 
in delivering judgment referred to the 
constitution which governed the. plumb- 
ers' union, and stated that lie could not 
rind any contract whereby a member 
agreed to pay dues, neither could he 
find anything to justify the contention 
that such a contract could be implied. 
When a member is in arrears lie steed 
suspended from all benefits, and might 
later he expelled. Under nil these cir- 
cumstances his lordship did not think 
the receiver could recover these dues 
by action. fn Ills opinion there was 
nothing of value for the receiver to col- 
lect, and the plaintiff's motion was 
therefore dismissed with costs.

APPRECIATIVE OF 

CA NADA' S POSITION 

Nowspapor Publishers of United States 
Gives Out Statement on Canadian- 
American Trado Issues. 



NEW YORK, Sept. 25.— Tho com- 
mittee on paper of tho American News- 
paper Publishers' Association, today 
gavo out a statement concerning the 
impending trade issues between Can- 
ada and the United States. The state- 
ment says: 

"At the outset the Dominion claimed 
that if the American mills wanted to 
obtain their supply of pulp wood from 
Canada, the American paper manu- 
facturers should not object to a rea- 
sonable rate of duty on paper made in 
Canada from pulp wood. A commit- 
tee of tho House of Representatives 
after a long etudy of the subject, ap- 
proved that view which was confirmed 
and ratllled by the ways and means 
committee and by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

"Senator Hale objected to such an 
arrangement and the United States 
Senate to please him, upset it and 
raised the rate that passed tho House. 
The provinces of Canada now declare 
that since tlic United States has re- 
fused to admit print paper on reason- 
able terms they will protect Canadian 
interests by meeting retaliation with 
retaliation and will force many of the 
American print paper mills to move ij

PiRATES OF MORO 

SEIZE U. S. CUTTER 

Rumor is Current at Manila That Cut- 
throats Have Captured the Sora, 
Killing tho Crew. 

MANILA, Sept. 25.— Official de- 
spatches received from Southern ports 
slate that it is rumored there that the 
revenue cutter Sera has been captured 
by Moro pirates and the crew mur- 
dered. 

Xo details of the casualties are 
known and the authorities have been 
unable to secure confirmation of the 
rumor, although despatches have been 
sent to all adjacent points. 

The Sora was used as a patrol boat 
against the Moro pirates of the south- 
ern archipelago in the general cam- 
paign against smuggling, inaugurated 
by the insular government a. short time 
ago. She was commanded by Capt. 
E. A. McGerty and carried a crew of 
fourteen, all Phlltonlnos. 

The cutter left the town of Balabac, 
on the island of that name, twenty 
miles south of Palanan, carryfng J. L. 
Perrine, collector of the port, who was 
bound to Sandanakan, in British North 
Borneo, to purchase supplies. 

Nothing has been heard of the ves- 
sel since.

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By Sir E. Ray Lankested, K.C.B., F.R.S. 
The ship's barnacle looks at first, when 
you see a group of them hanging from a 
piece of floating timber, like a little smooth,, 
white bivalve shell, as big as your thumb-nail, 
at the end of a thickish, worm-like stalk, from 
one to six inches long. But you will soon 
see that there arc not only two valves to the 
white shell, but three smaller ones as well as 
the two principal ones. This does not sep- 
arate them altogether from the bivalve-shelled 
molluscs (mussels, clams, oysters), for the 
bivalve molluscs, which bore in stone and 
clay, have small extra shelly plates, besides 
the two chief ones, whilst the Teredo, or 
ship's worm — a true bivalve mollusc — has an 
enormously long, worm-like body. If the 
group of barnacles is floating undisturbed in 
a tank of sea-water you will see the little shells 
gape, and from between them a bunch of 
curved, many-jointed feelers will issue and 
make a succession of grasping or clawing 
movements, as though trying to draw sonic- 
thing' into the shell, which, in fact, is what 
they are doing — namely, industriously raking 
the water on the chance of bringing some 
particle of food to the mouth which lies with- 
in the shell. 



It is not everyone who has the chance of 
seeing living ship's barnacles (Lepas), but 
anyone can pick up a stone or bit of rock on 
the sea-shore with live sea-acorns or acorn- 
barnacles (Balanus) adherent to it. Each is 
like a little truncated volcano, the sides of 
which correspond to one of the plates of the 
ship's barnacle grown into a cone-like wall. 
The acorn-barnacle has no stalk - , but adheres 
by its broad base to the stone. Just within 
the shell\- crater are four small hinged plates 
or valves in pairs, identical with those of the 
ship's barnacle. When you first sec your 
specimen, the valves arc tightly closed. After 
a few minutes in a glass of sea-water they 
open right and left, and up jumps — jack-in- 
the box-wise — a tuft of bowing and scraping 
feelers or tentacles, like those of the ship's 
barnacle. If disturbed, they shoot inwards, 
am! the valves close on them like a spring 
trap-door. 



Xow, these clawing, feather}- little plumes 
arc found, when we examine them with a 
hand-glass, to be six pairs in number, and each 
of them is V-shaped, like the swimmcrets of 
a lobster. The arms of the V are built up of 
man}- little joints and covered with coarse 
hairs. As a result of the stud}- of the young 
condition of the ship's barnacle and the sea- 
acorn we find that these six pairs of V-shaped 
plumes are six pairs of legs corresponding to 
those of the midbody (some of the walking 
legs and some of the foot-jaws) of the lob- 
ster, and that the shell} - hinged plates of the 
barnacles correspond to the overhanging of 
the "head" of the lobster and prawn, which 
"lie can imagine to be jointed along a line 
running down the back so as to lift up when 
pulled 'by a muscle. There arc very common 
little, free-swimming "water-fleas" (minute 
crustaceans) (if man}- hundreds of kinds which 
have hinged shells of this description when in 
the full-grown condition, and it i> found that 
the young barnacles and sea-acorns pass 
t' rough a free-swimming phase of growth 
i the Cyprid-stage) , in which they great!}- re- 
semble "water- fleas." 



In fact, it is quite easy to hatch the voung 
from the eggs of either ship's barnacles or 
acorn barnacles at the right season of the 
year. They commence life as do so many 
Crustacea — in the "nauplius state," witli three 
pairs of jerking front limbs and a single- black- 
colored eye. As they grow the overhanging 
pair of shells, delicate and transparent, ap- 
pear; the three pairs of nauplius legs lose 
their swimming power; the most anterior al- 
ways called antcnnules in all crustaceans i he- 
come elongated and provided each with an ad- 
hesive sucker, and the face of which a large 
cement gland opens, secreting abundant ad- 
hesive cement; the second pair (anterfiae) 
shrivel and disappear altogether; the "bird 
pair lose their long blades for striking the wa- 
ter and remain as simple, but strong, stumps — 
the mandibles! Two new pairs of little jaw- 
feet appear behind these, and further brick on 
the now enlarged bod} - (the whole creature is, 
however, not bigger than a small canary seed !) 
six pairs of V-shaped legs appear and strike 
the water rhythmically, so that the little 
creature swims with some sobriety, The re- 
gion lo which these legs are attached is mark- 
ed with rings or segments, and behind it fol- 
lows a small, limbless, hind body of four seg- 
ments or joints, ending with two little hairy 
prongs like a pitchfork. The right and left 
movable, shell like fold, or down growth, of 
the sides of the bod}- encloses the whole crea- 
ture except the protruding antennules with 
their suckers. 



In this condition it swims about for a time, 
and then, once-for-all, fixe-, itself by means of 
the suckers and their abundant cement, on to 
rock, stone, or floating wood — and there re- 
mains for the rest of its life. It increases 
enormously in size, the dedicate transparent 
shell develops into hard calcareous plates, 
opening am! shutting on the hinge-line of the 
back. In the stalked kinds a peculiar elon- 
gated growth of an inch or much more takes 
plac,e between the mouth and the fixed suck- 
ers of the antennules; in the short, so-called 
"acorn" kinds, this stalk does not form, but a 
separate pari of the shell grows into ;t ring- 
like protective wall or cone. The creature is 
thus actually fastened by its head-- "upside 



down, with its legs sticking up" not in the air, 
but in the water. Those six pairs of Y-shaped 
legs, though no longer enabling the barnacle 
to swim, increase in relative size, ami keep up 
their active movements. It is they which 
emerge like a plume when the valves of the 
shell open and carry on the rhythmic bowing 
and scraping movement described above. 



The barnacles have, in fact, undergone a 
transformation which may be compared to that 
experienced by a man \vho should begin life 
as an active boy running about as others do but 
be compelled suddenly by some strange spell 
or Arabian djin to become glued by the top of 
his head to the pavement, and to spend his 
time in kicking his food into his mouth with 
his legs. Such is the fate of the barnacles, .and 
it is as strange and exceptional amongst crus- 
taceans as it would be amongst men. Indeed, 
to "earn a living" human acrobats will submit 
to something very much like it. It is this 
change from the life of a free-living shrimp to 
that of a living lump, adherent by its head to 
rocks or floating logs, that Vaughan Thomp- 
son in 1830 discovered to be the story ol every 
barnacle, and so showed that they were really 
good crustaceans gone; wrong, and not mol- 
luscs. 



The name Cirripedes is commonly used for 
the order or group formed by the barnacles — 
in allusion to the plume-like appearance of 
their "raking" legs. Stalked barnacles often 
are found in the ocean attached to floating 
pumice-stone, and one species has been dis- 
covered attached to the web of the foot of a 
sea-bird. The} - , like many other creatures, 
benefit by carried far and wide by floating ob- 
jects. W hales have very large and solid acorn- 
barnacles peculiar to them, fixed deeply in their 
skin. Others attach themselves to marine tur- 
tles. 



With few exceptions the crustaceans are 
of separate sexes, male »and female. But in 
nearly all classes of animals we find some 
kinds, even whole orders, in which the ovaries 
and spermaries are present in one and the 
same individual. "Monoecious" (as opposed 
to "Dioecious" 1 is the proper word for this 
condition, but the usual term for it is "her- 
maphrodite," though it is, on account of Greek 
ami Roman legends, a. misleading and objec- 
tionable one. It is probable that the monoe- 
cious condition has preceded the dioecious 
in all but unicellular animals. In vertebrate 
animals as high as the frogs and the loads we 
find rudimentary ovaries in the male, and in 
individual cases both ovaries and spermaries 
well developed. The individual occurrences is 
frequent in fishes, and in some common species 
of sea perch (Scrranus) and others it is not 
an exception, but the rule, 

Many groups of molluscs arc monoecious, 
and it is not in any way astonishing to find a 
group of crustaceans which are so. The Cirri- 
pedes or barnacles are an example. It is prob- 
able that the presence of ovaries and sper- 
maries in the same individual — the monoecious 
condition — is an advantage to immovable fixed 
animals. During the voyage of the Beagle, 
and making use on his return of the collection 
then obtained, Darwin carried out a very thor- 
ough stud} - of the cirripedes of all kinds from 
till parts of the world, lie worked out their 
anatomy minutely, classified the 300 different 
kinds then known, and described mans- new- 
kinds. The stalked barnacles often occur in 
groups, the individuals being of different ages 
and sizes the small young ones sometimes fix- 
ing themselves by tneir sucker-bearing heads 
to the stalks of their well-grown relatives. In 
all the varied kinds studied by Darwin he 
found that the full-grown individuals were mo- 
noecious — that is, of combined sex — as was 
known to be the case in those studied before 
his daw Hut Darwin made the remarkable dis- 
covery that in two kinds of stalked Barnacles 
1 not tlie common ship's barnacles), comprising 
several species, "dwarf iliales" were present 
perched upon the edge of the shell of the large 
monoecious fbi-sexual) individuals. These 
dwarf males, were from one-tenth to one-twen- 
tieth the length of the large normal monoecious 
individuals, but usually showing tin- character- 
istic details of the shell-valves and other fea- 
tures of the latter. 



This existence of a sort of supernumerary 
diminutive kind of nude as an accompani- 
ment to a race of normal monoecious individu- 
als was quite a new thing when Darwin dis- 
covered it. That all the males in some dioe- 
cious animals are minute as compared with 
the females was known, and has been estab- 
lished in the ease of some parasitic crusta- 
ceans, in some of the wheel-animalcules, and 
in the most exaggerated degree in the curious 
worm, Bonellia. Hut the existence of "comple- 
mental males," as Darwin called them, existing 
apparently in order to fertilize the eggs should 
they escape fertilization by the ordinary mo- 
noecious individuals, was a new thing. And it 
was doubted and disputed when Darwin de- 
scribed his observations fifty-six years ago. 
They were, in fact, by many regarded as a dis- 
tinct species of parasite until Darwin's con- 
clusion as to their nature was confirmed by 
the report of Dr. Hock, on the barnacles 
brought home by the Challenger expedition. 



which have rudimentary ovaries. Thus we get 
gradations leading from one extreme case to 
the other. Darwin always felt confidence in 
his original observations on this matter, and 
was proportionately delighted when, after 
thirty years, his early work was proved to be 
sound. In the Natural History Museum there 
is at this moment a temporary exhibition of 
specimens, note-books, and letters associated 
with Darwin's work, and there the reader may 
sec his specimens and drawings of Cirripedes 
and of the wonderful little "complimcntal 
males" of the barnacles. 



One word as to the old belief that the bar- 
nacle is a young goose. It seems to have 
arisen simply by a confusion of words — "Per- 
naculum" (a little shell) was the name which 
became in English "barnacle." The "berriac 
goose" — whatever its name signified — came to 
be called the "barnacle goose," and so the con- 
nection of the two animals was fancifully or- 
iginated in the minds of wonder-loving peas- 
ants. The connection, with this history, of the 
word "barnacle" as applied to a kind of bridle 
in harness and to spectacles is doubtful. Bcryll 
and the German word for spectacles, "Brillen," 
are derived from the word "barnacle" or "bcr- 
naculum." 



The Heart of Vancouver 
Island 



Great Central Lake is unique in several 
respects. Though its surface is only 260 feet 
above the level of the sea, its bottom is hun- 
dreds of feet below the level, for soundings 
have shown a depth of six hundred feet, and 
greater depths will in all likelihood he found 
if a systematic examination is ever made. The 
lake is, in fact, a great gash in the heart of the 
Island, filled with water which shows remark- 
able clearness in the shallows, hut gives the 
impression of darkness where it is deep. There 
is a certain sense of vveirdness caused by look- 
ing down through many feet of water and 
cleared discerning objects on the bottom 
which in other lakes would he invisible. Ex- 
cept at the head and loot of the hike, there is 
but little level ground along the shores. The 
hills rise abruptly from the water's edge, and 
their sides seem to descend below the shore 
line to unlimited depths. The more pro- 
longed the visit the more deeply is the im- 
pression made that Great Central is a lake in 
a class by itself. When it becomes more ac- 
cessible its beaut}- will attract visitors by the 
hundred, not to speak of other incentives. Of 
course, it will not long be allowed to remain in 
the condition wfrlch nature arranged for it, 
since the timber along its shores null fall, a 
pre}- to the prosaic lumberman, and in till 
probability it will be called upon to make 
other sacrifices to sordid business. 

From the angler's point of view, this 
season at Great Central Lake has been com- 
paratively poor. Hnusual summer rains raised 
the water too high to allow the best class of 
sport, but still the devotee of the rod and fly 
who knew the proner places could easily fill 
his basket. Little difficulties only add to the 
enjoyment of the angler who knows how to 
overcome them and is not afraid of a small 
measure of exertion in the pursuit of his favor- 
ite pastime. Improvements recently made at 
the high falls on the Stamp River will enable 
fish to pass up to the lake, and the angling 
will be still better in years to come. The man 
who likes to combine scenic attractions with 
good sport cannot fail to be suited at this 
splendid lake. 

( )n another page are given some photo- 
graphic views of the lake and its surroundings, 
but the_\- present only a very few of the pleas- 
ing scenes to be found. In fact, neither pic- 
tures nor descriptions cm convey any adequate 
idea of the grandeur of the hike; one must go 
there and see it for himself. 

Great Central Lake is reached from Alberni. 
The distance is not great and there is a good 
road nearly all the way. In the course of two 
years at the most, Alberni will have rail con- 
n ction with Victoria, and thereafter this 
unique lake will undoubtedly become a favor- 
ite resort of sportsmen and tourists.

(Toronto Correspondent of the London Times) 
Mr. Goldwin Smith for nearly 40 years has 
lived in Toronto. Here much of his life's work 
has been done, and here arc most of the 
intimate ties which now bind hjm to his fel- 
lows. It was in 1871 that he first came 
amongst us with a great name and great gifts, 
with the culture and the authority of Oxford, 
an intellectual endowment for the new nation 
which was just out of the cradle. lie is old 
now, with memory failing and physical 
strength sadly impaired, but with intellectual 
vigor unabated and unspent. Rarely docs he 
now go beyond the garden of the Grange, the 
fine old-world residence in the heart of the 
city, in which he has lived so long, where he 
has dispensed a gracious hospitality, and where 
for all these years he has been sought by 
scholars and writers and philosopher's and 
statesmen from all over the world. 

His has been a curious carder in Canada. 
It has been his fortune to stand in the teeth of 
many a gale of popular passion. 1 le has 
breasted many a wave of prejudice, and has 
taken the spray from man} - a storm of national 
feeling. There is a sense in which he has 
seemed lonely and remote from the actual 
life anil sentiment of the country. He has 
hated the slavery of party. He never could he 
obedient to the authority of a caucus, hie 
. saw much in the party quarrel that was 
trivial and sordid, and much for which he 
had only aversion and contempt. But his vital 
ground of difference with Canadian statesmen 
of all parties, and with the body of the people, 
lay in his conception of a future for Canada 
which was repugnant to national feeling. 
The Destiny of Canada 
He has believed that the inevitable destiny 
of Canada was an equal and honorable union 
with the United States, and a peaceful and 
orderly separation from Great Britain. He 
came to Canada full of this conviction; and 
possibly, in no ignoble spirit, cherished the 
hope that he would be the handmaid of destiny 
to effect the great result. As far back as 1S66 
Mr. Goldwin Smith delivered an address on 
the Civil War in America at the last meeting of 
the Manchester Union and Emancipation So- 
ciety, in which he said: "The British ^ T orth 
American Colonics will, in time, antl probably 
at no very distant time, unite themselves to 
the group of States, of which they arc already 
by race, position, commercial ties, and the 
character of their institutions a part. No one 
can stand by the side of the St. Lawrence ami 
doubt, that in the end they will do this, but 
they will he left to do it of their own free will." 
This, at the time, was not an uncommon opin- 
ion in England, and possibly the view was 
entertained by some British statesmen who 
now wear the halo of Imperialists. It was in 
the Colonies rather than in the Mother Coun- 
try that this doctrine, which Mr. Goldwin 
Smith called "Gradual Emancipation." and 
which an American writer has roughly de- 
scribed as "the ass-born policy of the British 
Empire," was flouted and hated. Besides there 
have been times even in Canada when the 
vision of Imperialism was less splendid, and 
when "Gradual Emancipation" leading toward: 
Independence, had powerful out-spoken ad- 
vocates and a great host of secret sympathiz- 
ers. In the Old World, however, as in the 
New, the course of destiny runs at last towards 
Imperial consolidation, and even Mr. Goldwin 
Smith waits upon events with philosophic 
calm and tolerant resignation. 

Who but must regret his divorce from the 
active public life of Canada? It would be 
pitiful to quarrel with a man's fidelity to his 
intellectual conviction, but who can doubt 
that if fate had turned his mind to a more 
sympathetic identification with Canadian sen- 
timent he would have adorned the Canadian 
Commons or Senate? His influence in this 
country, however, was impaired at the outset 
by a dispute with George Brown and the Globe. 
Brown was the virtual dictator of the Liberal 
party, and the Globe was the most powerful 
organ of opinion in Canada. As a devoted 
unholder of the British connexion, Brown fc 
savagely upon Mr. Goldwin Smith's separa- 
tist teaching, and one result, was the long 
exclusion of Mr. Smith from the party in 
which, on social and general questions, he 
would have found bis natural allies and his 
natural sphere of political influence. He form- 
ed a temporary alliance with Sir John Mac- 
donald, hut as a disciple of the Manchester 
school of economists he parted company with 
the Conservative leader over the cxtremer 
features of the tariff of lojo. For that matter, 
an} - one who reads Mi - . Cold win Smith's 
writings and speeches during that period will 
be forced to conclude that he supported an in- 
crease of duties rather as an assertion of 
Canadian fiscal autonomy than as a remedy 
for industrial depression or a measure of sound 
public policy. Ten years later he was in sub- 
stantial agreement with Sir Wilfrid Lauricr 
during the agitation for free trade with the 
United States, and was indeed the chief spokes- 
man for the Commercial Unionists who in- 
augurated the movement and frankly contend- 
ed for the adoption of a common tariff at 
Ottawa and Washington and an absolute fiscal 
union of the two countries. It will be admitted 
that throughout this whole controversy he ex- 
hibited great courage and resource, and that in 
persuasive power, felicity of phrase, and 
sobriety of statement he set a new fashion in 
political writingin Canada. Hut the movement 
came to nothing, and its leader furled his 
standard and left the field. 

Mr. Goldwin Smith has experienced social 



displeasure and fierce political attack. Owing 
to his connection with the movement for com- 
mercial union an attempt was made to have his 
name removed from the membership roll of St. 
George's Society. When his name was sub- 
mitted for an honorary degree from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto the protest was so violent 
and energetic that out of concern for the in- 
terests of the University he delayed acceptance 
until the storm had passed over. His resolute 
opposition to the war in South Africa was pe- 
culiarly distasteful to Toronto. Hardly less 
distasteful is his attitude towards Imperial de- 
fence. Appearing seldom on the platform and 
rarely assuming the function of personal lead- 
ership, he has nevertheless always had a me- 
dium for the expression of his opinions. For 
year:: he had access to the Toronto Mail when 
it was the chief organ of the Conservative 
"party, and this relation was maintained during 
its period of estrangement from Sir John Mac- 
donald. For a time he published the Bystand- 
er, which appealed monthly, and was devoted 
exclusively to the promulgation of his views 
on a wide range of subjects. Later he con- 
tributed to the Week, a high-class journal of a 
literary and educational character, and twelve 
or fifteen years ago he acquired the Weekly 
Sun, and to this publication he still contributes 
a weekly column of opinion under the old sig- 
nature of "By Stander"; and his teaching to- 
day is very much what it was forty years ago. 

He has said himself that he is by preference 
a journalist, and possibly it would not be un- 
just to say that all his writing confirms the 
accuracy of this judgment. There is a touch 
of journalism even in his "Political History of 
the United States" and in his "History of the 
United Kingdom," -while his "Canadian Ques- 
tion" has all the vigor, all the temper, and, 
may one say. it, 'all the prejudice of the journal- 
istic advocate. But at least we have no other 
such journalism on this Continent. It may be 
that he has seldom gone to original sources, 
and it is doubtful if he has added greatly to the 
sum of human knowledge; but his writing has 
the ease of the master and an enduring felicity ' 
and beauty. No other man who writes on Can- 
adian affairs can so measure a political sen- 
tence or so endow a gibe with the quality of 
eternal justice. We read even when we do not 
follow Goldwin Smith, and from him we have 
learned something of gentleness, of courtesy 
and of dignity, in all those minor controver- 
sies which do not touch the vital things of life 
and character. " 

Moreover, the field in which he speaks with 
authority is wide. On the relations between 
capital and labor, on all that concerns public 
honor and^ocial duty, on the great interests of 
the schools and universities, no one counsels 
so soundly or speaks with such authority as 
he commands. " His relations with organized 
labor are peculiarly intimate, hut he is as 
ready to assert its responsibilities as its rights 
and to maintain in all proper circumstances 
the paramount interests of the community. Un- 
like too many representative Canadians, he has 
always taken an active interest in municipal 
affairs, and no one has been more influential in 
the organization and dispensation of the civic 
charities. Thus we have profited greatly by 
his citizenship, and despite certain phases of 
his political teaching have set him in a place 
of honor amongst us. In Mr. Goldwin Smith, 
himself by preference a journalist, all journal- 
ists have found a friend. From the day that 
he came to Canada the Press has been the ob- 
ject of his special concern, nor has he been 
content to know only the leaders of the pro- 
fession. His doors have been open to all 
classes of newspaper workers, and many a one 
has profiled by his timely sympathy and un- 
obtrusive counsel. By Canadian journalists he 
is most loved and by these he will be most 
gratefully remembered. Now that he is far 
advanced in years the quarrels of other days 
have been forgotten, and when on very rare 
occasions he appears at a university dinner or 
speaks ever so briefly at some public function 
he is greeted with such manifestations of af- 
fection and esteem as must touch his heart and 
make the descending pathway smooth and 
11 pleasant. 



BOYCOTTED FOR CONDEMNING

near Toulon, has found his church boycotted 
by all the women of the community because 
he ventured to condemn dancing as frivolous. 
Some Sundays ago. the Mail slates, a number 
ol dancing booths were set up in the town on 
the occasion of the local festival. But the vicar 
considers dancing immoral, ami in liis sermon 
on the Sunday morning of the festival he said 
the only young women who would he seen that 
evening at the 'dancing booths would be those 
of frivolous character and light morals.

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'HOME-MADE TOOLS FOR THE AMA- 
TEUR GARDENER 

,j. One of the difficulties which confronts the 
amateur gardener in the laying out and work- 
ing of the garden arises from the lack of proper 
or convenient tools. It is not always possible 
,io have all one would wish in this line, espe- 
cially if one has but a limited amount to spend 
.on the garden and wishes to apply a large por- 
tion of this to the purchase of plants, seeds and 
"bulbs ; it, therefore, becomes necessary to econ- 
omize, as far as possible, in the purchase of 
other accessories. There are, however, few 
•tools beyond the spade, rake and trowel and 
.a good reliable wheelbarrow but what can be 
evolved by one's own ingenuity and skill from 
. the material already at hand on the place. 

One of the first things which will 'be need- 
ed in the planting of the garden will be the gar- 
den line and reel ; this may be substituted for 
by a ten-cent ball of wool twine and a couple 
of pointed stakes a couple of feet long, but for 
work not involving too many feet the pole and 



not stretch or slip, and the pegs should be 
driven into the ground very firmly. The cord 
is slipped over these pegs, not attached in any 
way, and a marking peg slipped inside the 
cord and the cord drawn out to its limit and 
the ground marked in the usual way. The 
farther the pegs are set from the edge of the 
beds the wider will the oval be, so that beds of 
almost any diameter, from a circle down to 
a narrow oval, may be marked in this way. 

Sometimes in laying out the garden it is 
best to mark the paths and let the beds fall 
within this circumscribed area, and a tool for 
this purpose sometimes comes very hand}', and 
one may be made of a long pole with a three- 
four or five-foot piece made to slide thereon 
by cutting a slot in it large enough to hold the 
pole and let it work freely. In this cross- 
piece holes are bored as in the pole for mark- 
ing beds and sharp pegs thrust to mark the 
limits of the paths. 

A handy tool in the garden is a carrier for 
plants which are to be moved from work-bench 
to house or garden, or from hotbed to garden. 




Here is a picture of second crop strawber- 
ries. The variety is the Magoon. These ber- 
ries were grown at Glen Elysium, near Cor- 
dova Bay. the property of ('.. I"). McMartin, 
who has fourteen acres in fruit of various 
kinds. These berries are from plants a year 
old, and were picked "n September 23. Many 



of the plants are yet in blossom. To avoid 
misapprehension, it may lie added that these 
berries were grown in the open air. Second 
crop strawberries are becoming common, and 
it is just possible that as the years pass the 
plants will adjust themselves to the local 
climate and second crop berries will become a 
regular feature of the market. 



pegs will be found more practical; this is pro- 
duced by taking a long strip of wood two or 
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In use the head peg is driven firmly into 
the ground when- the centre of a round bed is 
tn be made, the marking pep, inserted in a hole 
which corresponds with the desired diameter 
of the bed— three feet if the bed is to be six 
feet in diameter— and I lie point held firmly on 
the ground as the end is carried around the 
circumference of the bed. Where the bed 
forms the centre of a circular garden the peg 
should be removed a distance of three feet or 
more, according to the width desired for the 
paths and these marked out in the same way. 
Nor is the marking out of rouud'beds all which 
may be accomplished by this bandy tool, as 
straight beds may also be marked by setting 
the stake at one corner and the marking peg at 
the other and marking off distances by the 
figures on the pole. 

An oval ben presents more difficulties to 
the amateur than most any other form, bur 
may be easily managed by the use of a line 
an.j two stakes, Firs) find the length and di- 
ameter of the bed desired and drive two stakes 
in each side of the long way of the bed a dis- 
tance from the edge according to whether the 
bed is to be a broad or narrow oval. The 
farther the stakes are set from the edge the 
broader will be the oval. For instance, if a 
six-footdong oval is desired, setting the stakes 
a foot from either end and using a -cord 
eleven feel long will give an oval three and a 
half feet wide — a very pretty size. The cord 
is made long enough to go around these 
slakes and reach to the outside of the bed on 
one tide only ami tied securely, so that it can 



'Phi-; consists of a thin but strong board for 
bottom with narrow strips of wood nailed on 
the sides and a handle made from barrel hoops 
nailed securely to the bottom and sides. It 
should be at least a foot wide and eighteen 
inches lour; and can be made in a few minutes, 
and w ill save a great many steps, h will be 
better before using the hoops to soak them 
a few hours in water so that they will bend 
readily without cracking. Then as they dry 
they will tit to position and prove very dur- 
able. 

For marking long hues of planting where 
the stake and cord are necessary it will be 
found helpful if bits () f white twine, cotton 
or even paper are fastened to the cord at the 
inches, a foot or two feet— whatever the dis- 
distance apart the plant- are to stand— nine 
inehes, a foot or two feet— whatever the dis- 
tance ma\ be. Gardeners often use a long 
pole witb a crosspiecc at one end with pegs 111 
each end ol this lo mark off two rows at a 
time, this is dragged .-'.long the ground, mark- 
ing thi' rows, hut unless one is a remarkable 
straight walker the results are not likely to be 
satisfactory, and uncertain, wavering lines of 
planting are far from attractive. 

A liand\- and indispensable tool for pressing 
down the soil over new ly sown seeds is made 
from a smooth board of any desired si/e — 
about six by ten lor the hotbed, ten by twelve 
or more for outside work — with a handle on 
one side made of a straight strip of inch- 
wood six or eight inches long ami two wide, 
the ends curved down to about half an inch 
thick to admit of screwing to the board. 
This is a little thing, but one that comes very 
handy and if il is always at hand then the 
sowing will he properly done: otherwise this 
most important part of the work may be 
slighted. 

Though not exactly a tool, but an appli- 
ance, the manure barrel is a necessity in every 
graden and for this a strong nil or molasses 
barrel should be selected, it should be given 
a coat or two of waterproof paint inside and 
out, ami titled with a spigot on the side close 
to the bottom, and it will make for the 
longevity of the barrel if the bottom is re- 
inforced with a coating of cement, as this 
will probably have lo be done sooner or later, 
as barrels used fur, this purpose are prone to 



decay, but properly eared for will last for 
years, it will be found much easier to do it 
while the barrel is sound and good than after 
the bottom is on the point of falling out. 
Use a" mixture of three parts sharp' sand to 
one of cement, mix with water, using it quite 
stiff, and place about an inch in the bottom 
of the barrel, tamping it down until the wa- 
ter rises to the surface ; when set, but before 
it becomes dry, give a second coat of clear 
cement, bringing it well up around the sides 
and about the spigot, if a wooden one is used, 
but not about an iron one. 

In using the barrel place clean straw in 
the bottom — enough to come up above the 
spigot — and fill with manure to the top and 
then with water. The barrel should lie placed 
in a convenient place and on a support high 
enough to set a watering-pot under the spigot. 
The bottom of the barrel should not rest di- 
rectly on the box or whatever is used to sup- 
port il. but have three or four tile inserted 
under the rim of the bottom ; this allows the 
air to circulate under and prevents the decay 
and if the manure barrel is kept in order from 
year to year it is read}- for use in the spring, 
and there is that much less lo do and provide, 
and the cost of a barrel saved will buy a new- 
rose or other desired plant.

WHAT ENGLAND CAN TEACH US 
ABOUT ROCK GARDENING 

The largest rock garden in England is that 
of Sir Frank Crisp, at Friar Park, Henley. It 
is a faithful reproduction of the Mattcrhorn on 
a scale of about three acres. Seven thousand 
tons of limestone were brought from Yorkshire 
to make it. The snow-capped peak is repre- 
sented by quartz. Below it are thousands up- 
on thousands of alpine flowers growing in 
pockets between the rocks and filling every 
chink in the trials that ascend the mountain. 
There must be two hundred different species 
in bloom at once. At the base of the moun- 
tain is a miniature Swiss chalet, where one 
may sit and enjoy the scene, comparing all the 
main feaures with a little bronze model of the 
Matterhorn which Sir Frank had made for the 
entertainment of his guests. A brook courses 
down the mountain side and just before it 
reaches the chalet it forms a pretty cascade and 
then spreads out at your feet into a miniature 
lake decorated with pygmy water lilies and 
richly margined wdth pinks, primroses, gen- 
tians, and other alpine flowers. Five pictures 
from this garden are here given. 

As to the Mattcrhorn feature. English 
critcis arc divided. They do not" quarrel with 
the Japanese for imitating Fuji, but there is no 
precedent in England for duplicating any par- 
ticular mountain. However, all are agreed that 
Sir Frank's alpine flowers arc grown with ad- 
mirable skill and arranged with perfect taste, 
and the accompanying photographs well illus- 
trate the style of rock gardening one sees 
everywhere in England, viz.. the culture of 
alpine flowers in the pockets of a "rockery," 
which is a complicated structure, put together 
in such a way as to give many kinds of rock 
soil, and exposure. What England can teach 
us about this style of gardening 1 have tried 
to elaborate in the Garden Magazine tot- 
August. Il is a grander theme to which I now 
invite your attention, Fur the best rockery 
in the world is obviously the work of man, 
while the finest floral pictures we can paint are 
those which seem to be the work" of nature. 

The kind of rock' gardening that offers the 
most brilliant possibilities to ow ners of Cana- 
dian estates is the painting of great landscapes 
on land that is naturally rock}-. If you have 
motored over the Downs amid ten-acre 
splotches of scarlet made by the wild poppies 
in the grainfields ; if you have coached through 
the Lake Country when miles of heather were 
in bloom ; if you have rested your eyes dur- 
ing a hot summer noon on a cool expanse of 
ferns clothing a beetling cliff; if you have felt 
the centuries look down upon you from castle 
or cathedral ruins crowned with great colonics 
of snapdragon or red valerian ; or if von have 
gazed upward at the harebells and rowan wav - 
ing above a cascade in the Scotch Highlands, 
von will know what I mean. 

Amidst such beaut}- my heart sank when [ 
remembered, the advertisements painted on 
conspicuous rocks in America. (How soon 
shall we have laws that make it a criminal 
offence to ruin a landscape in this way?) And 
I thought of the fortunes spent at Xcwport and 
in Connecticut in blasting out rocks and bury- 
ing them in order to make lawns amid some of 
the wildest and most picturesque scenery on 
the Atlantic coast. There is nothing prettier 
than a lawn — in its proper place, and nothing 
more costly, vexatious, or futile than a lawn 
where nature does not want one. I believe we 
have spent millions in carting off rocks and 
carting on soil to attain a commonplace and 
conventional beaut}-, where thousands would 
have sufficed to restore and develop the inher- 
ent beauty of the region. 

There are two kinds of pleasure .anyone 
may have in making a house and garden The 
easy and obvious pleasure is to incorporate 
all the ideas we like best, to choose a Style we 
have admired elsewhere, to plant the flowers 
we love best. Such efforts produce houses that 
do not fit their environment and gardens that 
kick distinctiveness and charm. The finer and 
surer pleasure comes from (discovering the 
hidden laws and in giving them the fullest ex- 
pression. No houses in the world lit their 
surroundings better than the stone farmhouses 
of the Lake District, because they are built of 
native stone in such a way as to resist the. 
abnormally high rainfall oi the region, No 



garden in the world is lovelier than a bit of 
rocky land at Haverford, Fa., where the char- 
acteristic beauty of rock-loving plants is allow- 
ed the fullest expression. 

1 came home from England with a deter- 
mination lo find out what rock-loving plants 
arc native to America, and what sort of pic- 
tures we can make with them. The first 
encouragement I got was from the catalogues 
of specialists who collect native plants. These 
men offer about fifty species of rock-loving 
flowers at prices ranging from $8 lo $30 per 
j.ooo, or at the rate of one to three cents a 
plant. Doubtless the plants are not as good 
as nursery-grown plants, because the roots 
have little or no earth about them. Doubtless 
they- have to be handled more carefully until 
the}' become established. Bui the cheapness 
of them is astonishing, compared with nursery- 
grown plants. The saving may be anywhere 
from too to 500 per cent. 

Suppose, now, you have a bit of rocky 
woodland that contains few wildflowers be- 
cause picknickcrs have taken them, or cattle 
have been allowed there. for $15 you could 
have 1.000 plants of dog's tooth violets or 
Dutchman's breeches, or mandrakes, or wood 
sorrel, or the dainty little alum root. For $20 
you could have 1.000 plants of hepatiea or 
maidenhair fern or false Solomon's seal, or 
Thalictrum Cornuti, or the voilet wood sorrel. 
For $30 you could have 1 .000 clumps of spring 
beauty, or 1,000 iridiums. Even if the plains 
were fairly common in your neighborhood it 
would be impossible, in some cases, for you to 
collect the plants a.s cheaply as this. 

Or. if you have the rocks exposed to full 
sunshine there is still a good choice, even in 
a climate that is hot ami dry in summer. For 
$3 von could have 200 hard}- cacti. (No one 
would want 1.000 cacti, because they arc too 
suggestive of the desert* 1 There are several 
stonccrops or sedutns which will grow in a 
pinch of soil on rock's that are so hot yon can 
hardly touch your hands to them. For Sio 
you can have 1.000 Sedum album. For $20 you 
can have 1 .000 Sedum tcrnatum, or bloodroot, 
or moss pink, or bird's foot violet. For 
you can have 1.000 scarlet columbine, wild blue 
phlox, pine barren sandwort, or even Amer- 
ican bluebells (Mertensia Virginica). For 
three or four cents each you can get the dwarf 
earl}' flags ( Iris cristata and verna), bluets, and 
the thyme-leaved speedwell. 

This method, 1 believe, solves the hardest 
problem of all. viz., that of. expense. Few- 
people wull inn pay as much lo develop rocks, 
woods, and other wild places as for the im- 
mediate environment of the house. Thai is 
right, too. Hut the great trouble with Amer- 
ican estates is that owners rarely see the 
necessity oi having a comprehensive plan for 
the development of the whole [dace. They pre- 
fer to start with one or two details. They build 
a line house and garden, and when the bill 
for the latter comes in they exclaim "Heavens! 
if it costs this much to treat one little piece 
of ground what would il cost to develop the 
whole estate?" So they neglect the wild places, 
which may fill up with brambles, burs, poison 
ivy, or other uncomfortable and ugly features. 

A thousand plants may seem a great quan- 
tity to order but 250 is not. and 250 can usually 
be had at the rate per 1.000, w hich is a saving 
of about 17 per cent over the rate per 100. \Yc 
must have some unit and some very interest- 
ing points come out when you study what is 
actually available by the thousand. I do not 
approve of any style of wild gardening in 



very rich. The finest arc partridge berry and 
wintcrgreen, because these have red berries 
that last all winter. Think of getting 1.000 
plants of partridge berry for only $15! I 
know one collector who sends them in regular 
sods, two or three feet square, each sod count- 
ing as perhaps a dozen plants, Galax leaves 
are also a joy in winter, being green in the 
shade and bronze in'the sun. A thousand galax 
cost $40 or less. Prince's pine costs about 
S20 ; Labrador tea only $10. f wish some one 
would try Hypericum Buckleyi, which is said 
to be a line ground cover in shade, and has 
yellow flowers in summer. It is quite proper to 
use foreign flowers in wild gardening provided 
they look like wild flowers and multiply with 
little or no care after becoming established. 
Hut it is not appropriate to use flowers that 
have been greatly improved by man. such as 
large pansies, or anything that suggests cease- 
less care and expense, f or instance, wall- 
flowers and snapdragons are perennial in Eng- 
land, but here they cannot be relied upon to 
last over the winter. Therefore they belong 
in the garden, not the wild garden. The ex- 
pense of raising flowers every year from seed 
i- not appropriate to wild or rocky land, even 
if a person can afford it. But annuals that 
"self-sow" are welcome. 

The six most popular rock plants in Eng- 
land, as nearly as 1 can judge, are primroses, 
junks, saxifrages, purple rock cress (Aubrietia) 
and the rock roses (Cistus and Helianthe- 
mum). Broadly speaking, 1 believe we can 
never rely on these for large effects, except 
in the case of pinks. I am rather glad that 
most of these flowers will not flourish perman- 
ently in America, except on a first-class rock- 
ery, for no country ought to imitate the land- 
scape effects of a radically different climate. 
From the list of wild flowers given above I 
hope we can develop an American style of 
rock gardening. That style, 1 believe, must 
grow out of the following facts: Our summer 
is hot and dry ; summer is our national vacation 
time : we flock to the mountains and seashore, 
where rocky land is often prominent ; and 
finally labor is costlier here than in Europe. 

But the cheapest and most permanent way 
to beautify rocky land is not lo plant flowers 
at all. Instead, we should plant trees, shrubs, 
and vines. These will hold the soil, add to it, 
give grateful shade and cool greener}', and 
last a lifetime. A thousand pitch pine seed- 
lings can he collected for only $12. The most 
fitting vines for decorating or obscuring rocks 
arc Virginia creeper, bittersweet, and wild 
clematis. Among the most precious bushes 
for rockv land are bayberry, swectfern, and 
fragrant sumach, all of which have deliciously 
scented foliage, so refreshing on a hot day. I 
need not enumerate a great list for we have 
an infallible principle to guide us. Find out 
evcrv kind of tree and bush that grows wild 
on your rockv land and in the neighborhood. 
Multiply these in every way, and make them 
the bulk' of the planting-. Gather seeds and 
make a little nursery of your own. Put soil 
into every bare pocket. Plant trees wherever 
there is soil enough to justify the effort. Do 
not as the people of N'ahant, who. amid the 
ruggedest scenery on the Atlantic coast 'make 
lawns and plant cannas. but do as the Misses 
Boring have done at Pride's Crossing, Mass. 
Develop the native wildness of the place until 
it has the richest and most romantic beauty. 

And. to give the crowning touch to pict- 
uresque rock scenery we must use certain lit- 
tle plants like Kenilworth ivy, wall pepper, and 
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ought to multiply with little or no care after 
becoming established, as the whole object of 
wild gardening is to produce large, permanent 
colonies such as glorified the woods, rocks, 
and meadows when the first white men came 
to this country. 

Even in the winter we can make some of 
the rocky land beautiful, at least when the 
ground is not covered with snow, by using 
evergreen ground covers, in which America is 



New Zealand moss, which have a genius for 
filling every chink, especially under foot, For 
these plants give the effect of age, obscure 
freshly cut surfaces, round off sharp corners, 
and constantly excite wonder and delight by 
transforming a mere trowelful of dust into a 
soft green cushion, pleasant and yielding to 
the foot. 

Haven't you a bit of rocky land that con- 
tains some dramatic feature? A spring, a 
brook, a dripping well? Why not develop a 
small piece along these lines? And why not 
have a comprehensive plan for all your rocky 
land ?— W'ilhelm Miller, in Country Life in 
America. 
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THE POLAR REGIONS 

Last Sunday reference was made lo the 
legends and myths which are explainable on 
the supposition that the origin of human life 
was at the North Pole and that there was 
situated the fabled Mountain of the Gods, who 
in all probability were only a race of men, 
whose progress in civilization had been much 
in advance of what had been accomplished in 
wanner regions further south. The unex- 
plored north polar area contains upwards of 
3.000,000 square miles even allowing for the 
recent dashes to the Pole itself. Dr. Cook 
claims to' have observed an area of about 25,000 
square miles but this is only a mere trifle com- 
pared with the enormous extent of what is 
absolutely unknown. There seem to lie what 
are called two "poles of cold." One of these is 
in North America and the other in Siberia. 
Between these arc regions of milder winters, 
which correspond with the longitude of Behr- 
ing Strait and Spitsbergen. These two locali- 
ties are on the same great circle, that is one is 
on 170 west longitude and the other in 10 east 
longitude. The milder winters seem to be due 
to the fact thai the ice moves somewhat freely 
and this in its turn is probably due in the one 
case to a branch of the Japan current and in 
the other to the Gulf Stream. 

The presence of perennial ice over so great 
a portion of the land area of the polar regions 
necessarily restricts geological examination, 
even if the men. who have visited the far 
north, had been equipped for such work, and 
as a rule they were not. It is also to be re- 
membered that apparently a very large part of 
the region appears to have sunk between the 
ocean in a recent geological period. Coal has 
been discovered in Si deg. 45 min. north in 
Lady Franklin Ray. which is north of Baffin 
Land. The country here is slowly rising from 
tile sea. The existence of coal establishes the 
prior existence of vast masses of vegetation. 
In an article on coal published in this depart- 
ment some months ago it was shown that 
microscopic investigation proved coal to be the 
product of seeds, seed coverings and the 
smaller vegetable substances, and hence that 
the vegetation necessary for its formation 
mu^t have been at least as great as anything 
now found in the world. It must have been 
at least equal to the "Sudd," which chokes the 
rivers of equatorial Africa. In addition to 
coal, fossils of pines, birch, poplar, elm and 
hazel haw been found on the shores of Lady 
Franklin Ray. These seem to he the growth of 
a more recent period than that in which the 
coal was formed, showing that the temperature 
had become lowered. Further south in Green- 
land fossil grape-vines and other subtropical 
vegetation have been found. We have here 
a demonstration of the progress of the lower- 
ing of the temperature. The plants out of 
which the coal was formed, represent the age 
when the temperature was equatorial, just as 
at one tune it was equatorial here on Vancou- 
ver Island. Then came a time when the climate 
was such as it now is in Florida and the south- 
ern part of China. Then came such tempera- 
ture as we have here, when pines, elms and 
such trees flourished. Here then we have 
climatic conditions in high northern latitudes 
suitable in every respect for the highest de- 
velopment of human life, and as we find such 
life extending to all parts of the globe suitable 
for it at the present day, we are surely justified 
in assuming that it may have existed ages ago 
in all parts of the globe that were then suited 
for it. The burden of proof seems to rest upon 
those who assert the contrary. As no one can 
undertake to say when and where man first 
appeared, si > no our can undertake to say that 
it was not at the North Pole; and as we know 
that men have in historic times lived in places 
fit for their habitation, so we may conclude that 
they were always found in such places, and 
geology shows thai the north polar regions 
were once eminently fitted for that purpose. 

There was animal life there in the days 
of a milder temperature. Tin' limestones show 
that the sea teemed with life. The remains of 
a huge saurian have been found on Rathurst 
Island, not more than twelve degrees from the 
Pole. In what are known as the New Siberia 
Islands there are remark-able fossil remains. 
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en subject t<> repeated elevations and tie 
pressions in a long period when the tempera- 
ture was substantially unchanged. Here also 
are the greatest deposit. ,,f fossil ivory. Sir 
Charles I, yell said "whole islands are built up 
of the crowded bones" of the .Arctic mammoths. 
These mammoths were huge hairy creatures, 
and the remains of some of them have been 
found intact in the Siberian tundras. Except 
in respect to their being haired and their size 
they were not distinguishable from the 
elephant-; of equatorial Africa. Possibly the 
hairy covering was developed as the climate 
grew colder, and it is reasonable to assume 
that the Siberian specimens were representa- 
tive of a later period than those, whose remains 
are found in the New Siberian archipelago. 
The existence of vast herds of these huge 
creatures shows that there must have been a 
prolific vegetation to sustain them. 

There is no direct evidence that men lived 
in the north contemporaneously with the 
mammoths, but we have proof that they in- 
habited Europe when the mastodons and mam- 
moths roamed over that nart of the world. 
Thus wc know that man has been contemporary 



with the elephant tribe a*^ far back as human 
records go, for the rude sketch of a mastodon 
in the walls of a cave is as much a record as 
a written book. It is therefore a gratuitous 
assumption that mankind was not contempor- 
any with these animals, when they inhabited 
circum -polar areas. Indeed if it were not for 
the purely mythical and wholly undemonstra- 
ble claim that the early home of mankind was 
at some place in Central Asia, no one would 
think of raising a question as to the prob- 
ability that men first appeared in that part 
of the world that was first fit for their habita- 
tion, and that is the region around the Poles. 

The distribution of vegetation over the 
Northern Hemisphere indicates a northern 
origin, and the same is true, although per- 
haps in a less degree of animal life. That is to 
say the vegetation of the equatorial world can 
be traced in its progress over seventy or more 
degrees of latitude from the North. The case 
is not one where vegetation originated at the 
Equator and pushed its way to the north, for 
the plants of the northern areas are not off- 
shots from those of the Equator. ( hi the other 
hand, the tropical vegetation of the north was 
steadily forced southward by the lowering of 
the temperature, new forms replacing those no 
longer fitted for a cold climate. In their turn 
these were forced south until only the lichens 
and mosses were left. There are even vet 
10X7 varieties of plant lite within the Arctic 
Circle, of which 762 are flowering. Among these 
arc poppies. The primeval forests of the far 
north are now represented by a weeping 
willow. 

The population of the Arctic regions pre- 
sents a problem that has not yet been solved. 
The Laps, the Samoyeds. the Tchuktches, and 
the Eskimos are the names given to the sever- 
al races. Recently vvdiat may he a distinct 
race has been reported, the members of which 
never saw a white man until this year. Noth- 
ing definite is known of the history of these 
people, and if any reason exists for supposing 
them to have been of southern origin, wc are 
not aware of it. Most writers on the subject 
suggest that these tribes were driven north by 
more powerful tribes from the south, but this 
is only a surmise. One of the most strenuous 
advocates of this theory says that the period 
of northern migration was at least a thousand 
years ago, which simply means that he is mak- 
ing a wild guess. Moreover, on no such theory 
can the existence of Eskimo tribes across an 
area measuring 3,200 miles east and west be 
explained. Stress is laid upon the resemblance 
between some of the Northwest Coasl Indians 
and the Eskimos, hut this is explainable quite 
as readily on the supposition thai the Indians 
came south as that the Eskimos went north. 
Examination of numberless graves found in 
Western Siberia shows that at one time a race 
of people lived there who understood the mak- 
ing of bronze utensils and implements. These 
people prosecuted agriculture and carried on 
extensive systems of irrigation, the remains 
of the canals hieing many. The remains of 
horses, sheep and goats have also been found. 
They also were proficient in mining. Some 
writers suggest that this civilization was over- 
thrown in the Fifth Century by the Turkish in- 
vasion of Siberia, hut if we grant it to have 
been of such recent occurrence, it does not ex- 
plain the origin ol the people in the first in- 
stance. If, as has been advanced, these people, 
who now make weapons of stone, once under- 
stood mining and working in metals, and it 
they were fourteen hundred years ago very 
numerous, the explanation of their present con- 
dition by the fact that it is due to a Turkish 
invasion, which of itsell is only guessed at, pre- 
supposes something that is absolutely without: 
historical parallel. The writer, whose views 
have just been mentioned, says the Samoyeds 
are fierce and warlike. Retrogression in civil- 
ization by a fierce and warlike people, who 
were, skilled in agriculture, is a much more 
violent hypothesis than the theory that this 
race is indigenous to the North, and brought 
from the farther North, the remains of a civ- 
ilization once existent there. Irrigation ami 
working in metals are the results only of cen- 
turies of civilization. Surely it seems ii"i un- 
reasonable to suggest that the inhabitants of 
Siberia, who at one time had reached a stage 
of advancement far higher than has yet been 
attained in many of the so-called civilized parts 
of the world, and since have lost it. learned 
their industrial arts in the .North and brought 
them south as they were driven before the in- 
creasing cold, which made their prosection 
impossible. The Greek myths assign the 
discovery of the art of working in metals to 
the gods. .Hebrew mythology tells us that. 
Tubal Cain, who was sixth in descent from 
Cain and the wife he took out of the Land of 
Nod, was "an instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron." This is not inconsistent w ith 
the Greek' myth, and both are quite consistent 
with the theory of the great World .Mountain 
at the North, the primeval home of man and 
the birthplace of civilization. 



HENRY HUDSON 



Elsewhere in today's Supplement arc some 
pictures illustrative of the discovery of the 
Hudson River and the first experiment in 
steam navigation thereon. Accompanying 
them is a picture of the Lusilania. and this 
affords some means of comparing the progress 
in navigation during the last three centuries. 
W e have already dealt with the invention of 
the steamboat, and shown that Robert Fulton 
was not entitled to the whole credit of it, as 
is frequently claimed by writers in the United 
States. He was, however, the first person to 
inaugurate successfully a passenger service by 
a steamer, and is therefore well wortlTy of a 1 



high place among the pioneers of industrial 
progress. 

Henry Hudson's part in the exploration of 
America was a notable one, and he has been 
more fortunate than some of his contempor- 
aries in having his name preserved in connec- 
tion with his achievements. The name of Co- 
lumbus is only borne in more or less altered 
form by regions that he never saw, wdiereas 
Hudson's is attached to the scene of his gal- 
lant labors. He was an Englishman by birth, 
although it is not known in what year he was 
born. He was first heard of in May, 1607, 
when he was sent by the Muscovy Company 
to seek a northeast passage to the coast of 
China. The way around Africa was already 
known, but the merchants trading in North- 
ern Europe hoped to discover a shorter pas- 
sage around the north of Asia. Hudson pushed 
boldly north and passed the eighty-second 
parallel; that is t < • say, he came within six 
hundred miles of the Pole. Then he returned 
to England, but in the following year he re- 
newed his effort, passing around North Cape 
and going as far as Nova Xembla. where his 
further progress was stopped by the ice, and 
he weni home again. That he was an explorer 
of more than usual courage is shown by the 
fact that, when defeated in finding a passage 
to the eastward, he endeavored to sail around 
the north of Greenland, where -he believed 
there was a "furious overfall," whatever that 
may mean, by which he could make his way 
around the north of North .America. The only 
tangible result of these voyages was the in- 
auguration of the whaling industry in the 
waters adjacent to Spitzbergen. In 1608 his 
fame as a venturesome navigator led to his 
employment by the Dutch East India Com- 
pany to find a passage to China "by the east 
or by the west." ( hi April 5 he left the Texcl 
in the Half Moon, and sailed for Nova Zenlbla, 
but his crew being mutinous and the season 
being too early for navigation in northern 
waters, he retraced his course, and after con- 
sulting his men. sailed southward for Vir- 
ginia. He himself wished to make another 
effort to pass around the north of Greenland, 
but he was overruled by his crew. He reached 
America in due course and. after coasting for a 
few weeks, he reached what is now New York 
Harbor, and on September 12th began his cele- 
brated voyage up the river to which his name 
has been given, lie went altogether a distance 
of 150 miles from the. sea. He hoped that he 
had found a way to the China Sea, but the In- 
dians convinced him of his error. It is notable 
that while he was exploring the Hudson in the 
hope of reaching the Orient, Champlain was 
exploring the Lake, which bears his name, in 
the hope that it would lead' to the mysterious 
South Sea. The explorers were at one time 
within sixty miles of each other, but so far as 
is known neither learned of the presence of 
the other. Apart from making known the ex- 
istence of the great river, the chief result of 
Hudson's voyage was that it eradicated the 
error entertained almost universally in Europe, 
that this Continent north nf latitude 40 nar- 
rowed to an isthmus, similar to that of Panama, 
and that a short land journey would lead to 
the shore of the Pacific Ocean, if indeed there 
was nut a waterway in that latitude uniting 
the t w ( 1 oceans. 

Put beliefs in geographical propositions die 
hard, as we shall see later, and although Hud- 
son had failed in three efforts to find a way 
to the ( Iricnt by way of the north, this seemed 
only to convince merchants that such a way 
existed. Accordingly a strong joint stock 
company was organized and Hudson was de- 
spatched in the shin Discoverie, a vessel of 
70 tons, to fmd the Northwest Passage. On a 
previous voyage he thought he had acquired in- 
formation that seemed to warrant the belief 
that a passage could be found west of Green- 
land to the desired destination. He found the 
entrance to the Strait and sailed through it into 
the great Inland Sea known now as Hudson 
Ray. This was in ioin. He wintered at the 
southern extremity of the Pay. and the fol- 
lowing spring he set out to explore its wes- 
ern shore in the hope of finding a passage that 
would lead to the west. Put his men were 
alarmed for the future. They were surround- 
ed by the terrors of the unknown, and on Mid- 
summer Day thev mutinied and. placing him 
and his son with five men. who had remained 
loyal to him, in a small sailing craft, sent them 
adrift. The mutineers afterwards suffered ter- 
ribly, and only a few of them were alive when 
the Discoverie was finally brought home to 
London. Of the fate of Hudson and his com- 
panions absolutely nothing is known. With 
very little food, if any, and in a stormy sea, 
five of the men being almost dead with scurvy, 
there is no likelihood that Hudson long sur- 
vived the day when he was set adrift. He is 
one of the most interesting of all explorers. 
He came upon the stage without any record 
being preserved as to his parentage. Four 
years later he disappeared somewhere in the 
vast waters of the Ray, which has been styled 
"at once his monument and his grave." He 
left one son, and the records of the Last In- 
dia Company show that in 1614 the lad was 
recommended for a post em one of the com- 
pany's ships, and £5 was spent in buying him 
an equipment. 

It has been said above thai belief in geo- 
graphical notions dies hard, and although ex- 
plorers subsequent to its discovery examined 
the shores of Hudson Ray, it was not until 
Vancouver had chartered the Northwest Coast 
of the Continent that the idea of the existence 
of a passage from the Ray lo the Pacific 
Ocean was abandoned. A staunch upholder 
of this theory was Captain Meares, who ex- 
plored the .western coast of Vancouver Island 
in 1789. He sailed up- the Strait of Juan dc 



Fuca as far at least as Race Rocks, for he 
tells of seeing a great passage opening before 
him to the northeast and extending as far as 
the eye could reach. He was obliged to return 
to Nootka, and trouble with the Spaniards pre- 
vented him from returning to complete his 
explorations. He was absolutely convinced 
that a passage existed through the Continent 
and was connected at the northeast with Ches- 
terfield Inlet, that arm of Hudson Bay, which 
extends westward from its northwestern ex- 
tremity. His views were set forth in a 
pamphlet, and among the reasons given by him 
for maintaining his opinion was the existence 
of floating ice in the more northerly channels 
along this coast. This he said could not possi- 
bly have been formed in this "almost tropical" 
climate. Another reason was that there were 
whales here, and he was certain that these 
creatures must have come from the Atlantic 
by way of the alleged channel. To us nowa- 
days this may seem very absurd; but let us put 
ourselves in Meares' position. He knew of 
the claim of Juan de Fuca, who said that he 
sailed up the Strait bearing his name and come 
out into the Atlantic, and had offered merch- 
ants of Genoa to repeat the voyage if any of 
them would accompany him and bear the ex- 
pense, lie knew of Chesterfield Inlet extending 
an uncertain distance to the west. He saw 
the line sheet of water that lies before Vic- 
toria, and he doubtless heard from Indians that 
it reached far away to the northeast, as in- 
deed it does, for it terminates at the head of 
Bute Inlet, which is between two hundred and 
three hundred miles from the ocean. Geogra- 
phers had very little idea of the width of 
America and that Rutc Inlet and Chesterfield 
Inlet might be united was not wholly an un- 
reasonable suggestion. 

It is well occasionally to look at historical 
events as though they were presented to us 
in a picture, and in this sense let us take a 
brief glance at the place which Hudson holds 
in American exploration. He discovered the 
I ludson and it was to the control of that high- 
way that the struggles of the War of Inde- 
pendence were chiefly directed, for it was felt 
that to be master of the Hudson was to be 
master of the rebellious colonies. It was by 
the valley of the Hudson that later De Witt 
Clinton planned to develop what was then the 
West, and it was the expansion of commerce 
along it that made New York the commercial 
metropolis of the United States. By his dis- 
covery of Hudson Ray the explorer opened a 
field for the enterprise of British adventurers, 
and the formation of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany followed in due course, and thus the 
northern half of the Continent was secured to 
England. And as in the case of the river he 
opened a highway for the commerce of the 
world, so in the case of the Bay be showed the 
way to a passage into the heart of the Con- 
tinent, and three centuries after he died, a vic- 
tim to the treachery of his sailors, it is likely 
to become one of the great avenues of trade. 
The Northwest Passage, which he sought, 
was not to be his to fmd; hut he nevertheless 
discovered what will in a short time be the 
shortest route from England to the Orient. 
And this was the object of the voyage which 
ended 111 his death. 
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The Great Novelist 
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George Meredith 

There is probably no modern novelist who 
has been subjected to such a diversity of 
criticism as the recently deceased George 
Meredith. That he was a man possessing a 
most extraordinary individuality is conceded 
by all of his critics, and one of the foremost 
traits of his character was the obstinate 
taciturnity he preserved in regard to his early 
life and the life of his parents. As an instance 
of this we are told that during March, '91, 
when the census was being taken he refused to 
answer definitely any questions that were put 
to him. "Where were you horn?" was in- 
quired. "Is that necessary?" "Yes." "Well, 
put Hampshire." "Oh, that's too vague, you'll 
have the paper returned for a more definite 
reply." "Well, say near Petersfield," and that 
was the extent of the information he would 
furnish, declining even to admit that writing 
was his occupation. He could seldom he in- 
duced to mention bis parents. "My father," he 
is quoted as saying, "lived to be seventy-five. 
He was a muddler and a fool." Of bis mother 
he spoke more respectfully. She was of Irish 
origin, he said, and handsome, refined and 
witty. "I think." he expressed himself, "that 
there must have been some Saxon strain in the 
ancestry to account for a virility of tempera- 
ment which corrected the Celtic in me, al- 
though the feminine rules in so far as my por- 
traiture of womanhood is faithful. Practically 
left alone in boyhood, 1 was placed by the 
trustee of my mother's small property al 
school, my chief remembrance of which is 
three dreary services 011 Sundays, the giving 
out of the texts being the signal to me for 
inventing talcs of the Saint George and Dragon 
type." 

If we are to believe those who knew his 
father, Meredith's terse description of his 
parental relative is in no sense a fair one. He 
is described in a contemporaiw's reminiscences 
as being a man of fine presence, dignified and 
reserved and frankly proud of his talented son. 



Mr. Chesterton describes Meredith as a 
Pagan or at least as a man who came nearer 
than any other of our times to clean and well- 
poised Paganism, as he possessed that "great 
and central sacramental idea which is the one 
thing marking religion from all imitations of 
religion or false definitions of it." In short, 
that he possessed "the element which can only 
he called the materialization of the true 
mystic." 

"Women," wrote Meredith, "will be the last 
thing civilized by man." This bare-faced 
statement looks insolently superior, and yet in 
all of the great novelist's writings he seems 
to place woman above reason rather than be- 
low it, and makes her appear more of a Pagan 
than man in her kinship to the elements of 
the Universe, and for this reason superior to 
the physically stronger sex. 

Most of Meredith's admirers place him as a 
philosopher far above the average and class 
him as a poet as well. There is no doubt 
whatever about the genius of the man, and 
most of us can forgive him his occasional de- 
pressing cleverness for the sake of the charm- 
ing simplicity of some of his passages and the 
eloquent rhetorical outbursts when he allows 
his imagination, bis love of nature and his 
reverence for women have full sway. 

Meredith was twice married. Of his first 
experience in matrimony he had little to say. 
On one occasion he remarked: "No sun warm- 
ed my roof-tree; the marriage was a blunder; 
she was nine years my senior." "How slender 
were the novelist's means up to the prime of 
life is shown," writes Mr. Clodd, a personal 
friend of Meredith's, "in his gladly supple- 
menting them by reading at times to a blind 
old lady and by welcome acceptance of the 
inadequately paid post of reader to Chapman 
and Hall on the death of John Forster in 1876." 
Legacies came to him later, however, which 
placed him in more comfortable circum- 
stances. 

Among Meredith's earliest works may be 
mentioned, "The Shaving of Shagpat," and 
"Farina," both of which show the splendor of 
his imagination. Later books to be produced 
and which have been considered by many as 
the best he has written are "The Ordeal of 
Richard Feverel," and "Evan Harrington," 
but the ripeness of his genius is displayed in 
the books which followed these, "Diana of the 
Crossways," and "The Egoist." Later' still he 
produced "The Amazing Marriage," which 
created much talk in literary circles, and which 
remains very popular among those who like 
to take their novels very seriously, and who 
have the time and the inclination to study an 
author's obscurities. 

One of the greatest, if not the greatest, of 
the writer's books is "Diana of the Crossways." 
In this novel the central figure is a splendid 
type of woman, about whom the rest of the 
people in the story revolve like satellites about 
a planet. Diana is an Irish gentlewoman, 
strong and beautiful, pure and passionate. She 
marries when very young a man who seems 
blind to the beauty of her nature, though he is 
very much enamoured of her many personal 
charms. He suspects her of an intrigue with 
a nobleman, and sues for divorce. When the 
husband and wife separate the story of Diana 
really begins, for it is then her strength of 
character displays itself. Her career is always 
honorable and picturesque, and the story 
though long in the reading is worth the time 
spent upon it. Diana is one of the characters 
in fiction that will live long. 

The following is a specimen of Meredith's 
poetry, and reminds one in the obscurity of its 
meaning of Robert Rrowning: 
Evening 

We saw the swallows gathering in the sky, 
And in (he osier-aisle we heard their noise. 
We had not to look back on summer joys, 
Or forward to a summer of bright dye; 
Rut in the largeness of the evening earth 
Our spirits grew as wc went side by side, 
'file hour became her husband and my bride. 
Love that had robbed us so, thus blessed our 
dearth. 

'fhe pilgrims of the year waxed very loud 
In multitudinous chatterings as the flood 
Lull brown came from the West, and like pale 

blood 

Expanded to the upper crimson cloud. 

Love that had robbed us of immortal things, 

This little moment mercifully gave. 

Where 1 have seen across the twilight wave 

'fhe swan sail with her young beneath her 



MARRIAGE WAGE FOR BANK CLERKS 

Molson's Rank. Ottawa, has raised lo £240 
per annum the limit of the salary on which its 
clerks .are allowed to marry. Few banking 
firms permit their clerks to marry until their 
income has reached a certain figure. 

"The usual limit," says a banker, "is £150 
or £100 in London, and in the country it is 
generally rather icss. It is based, of course, on 
the cost of living, and while in many banks the 
limit is strictly defined, in some it is merely an 
unwritten rule. In either case, however, the 
clerk cannot afford to disregard it, for such a 
course has often spelled instant dismissal. The 
rule, 1 think-, is a very salutary one, taken all 
round. A man is generally from twenty-seven 
to thirty by the time his income has reached 
the limit imposed — a good marriageable age, 
and cases of real hardship are not many. The 
marriage salary limit is really a matter of pol- 
icy. Bank clerks are exposed to a good deal 
of temptation, and their employers take this 
means of safeguarding their clerks and fheir 
own clients." 
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THE REVIVAL OF ENGLISH FOLK 
SONG AND DANCES 

To any student, or even to the casual read- 
i cr o: English history, the fact that the antique 
i English tunes and the old-time English dances 
3 are to be revived will be greeted with pleasure, 
j Some very praiseworthy and music-loving peo- 

• pie in the Motherland have been going tlie 
rounds among the old-fashioned singers and 

3 have been making a collection of the primitive 
songs, "having discovered," to quote a recent 
■ article in the London Times, "that all this 
: music is in the blood of the English race, just 
as the song without words of a brook is in the 
flowing of its waters. It would seem strange 
— if we did not know the deep occluded rea- 
son — to note how easily these folk-songs are 
acquired by school children, for example, who 
are slow to learn the melodies produced by an 
art conscious of its own necessities. Such a 
delightful action-song as 'Mowing the Barley' 
or the vivacious ballad of 'Bold Brennan,' or 
the fine heroic song of 'The Chesapeake and 
the Shannon' (the variant published in the 
fifth series of 'Gold-Songs from Somerset' is in- 
finitely finer than that found in the ordinary 
collections of English songs) haunts the hearer 
in and out of season, till he or she gets it by 
heart as an everlasting possession. Traveling 
through Canada and the United States last 
year the writer found himself constantly hum- 
ming or whistling these tunes — which always 
brought on an attack of home-sickness — and 
dozens of his traveling companions, weary den- 
izens of Pullman cars, and gangs of railroad- 
ers in the 'caboose' of work-trains, insisted on 
him singing them from beginning to end until 
they had picked up the words and the mel- 
odies. As in Somerset so in Newfoundland 
and Western Canada and isolated mountain 
districts in the United States— these ancient 

• songs and dance-tunes are still living in the 
minds of the heirs and assigns of the English 
commonalty. 

"A most interesting feature of this revival 
is the growing popularity of Morris-dances. 
Here and there, notably in Oxfordshire, frater- 
nities of Morris-dancers still exist 'efficiently, 
and these men who have kept the tradition of 
their art inviolate are now called in to teach 
the dwellers in cities, towns and villages the 
essentially English folk-dances — many of them, 
no doubt', the final forms of acts of Nature- 
worship — the like of which are not to be found 
among all the country dances of Europe. There 
is nothing in England more essentially English. 
It is true. the. name 'Morris' is derived from 
'Morisco,' which makes it appear that 'the dance 
is of Moorish origin. But too much stress must 
not be laid on that point of etymology. If we 
accept the theory of a Moorish origin we must 
at the same time admit that the Morris dance 
was for centuries — and still is — a distinctively • 
English pastime. It is the only type of folk- 
dance which has no element of sex — an element 
which is at the root of all dances invented by 
the Latin peoples. It demands of its perform- 
ers the vigor of wholesome manhood ; the vir- 
tus of a people never reduced to the servitude 
which makes for obsequiousness and an evasive 
delicacy. The Morris step, especially when the 
figure known as 'capers' is executed, demands 
an athletic physique not possessed by women. 
At the Hogarth Fair there was some delightful 
dancing by a company of Chelsea girls, who 
had been trained by an Oxfordshire expert — 
a bricklayer by trade but a Morris dancer by 
profession, whose dancing has the ease and 
elegance of the true tradition. Rut Morris 
dancing is for men, not women ; the grace of 
the latter is not full compensation for the vig- 
or of the former. It is a pity Ruskin never 
discovered the Headington Morris men. Had 
he done so he might have set his undergraduate 
disciples learning the Morris step — a kind of 
walking in the grand style — instea'd of making 
a road nowhither which would never have been 
passed by a surveyor. 

"About 120 Morris tunes have now been 
collected and recorded. All have the typical 
Morris rhythm, which haunts the ear strange- 
ly, and sonic of them are fascinating sound- 
patterns, arabesqueries of recurrent melody 
daintily drawn on a green background of si- 
lence. Arabesqueries? Perhaps the Moorish 
touch comes in there in the suggestion of a 
similitude. These tunes and the dances con- 
formable are easily learnt — so easily that the 
learner suspects, rightly no doubt, that one or 
other of his c'ountry ancestors belonged to a 
'side' of Morris men in the old, old days. A 
mathematician has reminded lis that any man 
had innumerable male ancestors in the nth 
generation counting backwards, where n is any 
fairly large whole number, so that a Morris 
dancer is certain to be somewhere included 
in the list of his ancestors. The old dancers 
think that a knowledge of a tune necessarily 
implies a knowledge of the appropriate dance. 
It is not so easy as that, but easy enough in all 
conscience. The Morris step comes by nature, 
and the simple picturesque figures which arc 
combined in the various traditional dances are 
acquired without difficulty."

OUR KINSHIP TO THE TREES 

The most pf us, shall we say the happiest 
of us, are more or less pagans at heart, for all 
our Christianizing. Indeed it is very doubtful 
if Christianity would be anything like the vital 
force it is today if the early fathers had not, 
with a true understanding of human needs, rec- 
onciled to the certain extent the faith of our 
primitive ancestors to that of the religion of 
Christ. And who among the narrowest-mind- 
ed churchmen dare to deny that our instinctive 



worship of the evidence of God in the beauties 
of His handiwork is not an uplifting, a joy-in- 
spiring thing? For that matter those of us 
who experience it reck little of what others out- 
side the pale may say; we can only feel an in- 
finite amount of pity for them. The teaching 
of the Nazarene may be made into a religion 
grand beyond words to express, and the faith 
in which may be powerful enough to move 
mountains or to raise the dead to liTe ; it may 
be so limited and twisted and narrowed ami 
misrepresented as to stand for nothing but a 
parcel of dogmas, or it may be degraded into a 
questionable means to some unworthy end. So 
the minds of men will differ and the life of men 
and their joys. But if we make our Saviour's 
religion a real saving religion, for saving means 
to broaden the intellect, the soul and the whole 
of man's physical being, we must let it em- 
brace not only that which is written by the 
hand of man between the pages of a book, but 
that which fs written by the Hand of God 
upon the sky above us, upon the sea, the hills 
and the forests about us. Our ancestors, un- 
couth, untamed, incapable as yet of enlighten- 
ment, read the message according to their un- 
derstanding, and worshipped the Creator as the 
God of might, of power, of unswervable jus- 
tive ; but Christ came when the time was ripe 
and taught the timer interpretation, that the 
Creator is a God of Love, and His mercy is 
everlasting. 

So we are linked to the past by the highest 
instincts of our being, ami among those things 
which we reverence most, though perhaps 
many of us have given very little thought as 
to why it should be so, are the Tree's—the 
Old Trees— the Trees that stand for centuries 
of wind and rain and sunshine, of battling 
against mad storms, of basking through the 
hazy light of silent afternoons, of pointing up 
through the moon-drenched night to the 
changeless sky of stars; drooping willows with 
cradling boughs; oaks which the Druids have 
worshipped; pines which from the hill-crest 
have looked across unfreighted seas, and have 
seen, after generations of loneliness, the white 
sails of the earliest navigators; cedars, majes- 
tic, silent, gathering the drapery of their 
boughs about them like a mantle of mystery. 
If we had no undefined memory of things past, 
yet still must we give them our respect, these 
mighty monarchs of the forest. But see-^— what 
truth is ours for the seeking. The old faith of 
the Greeks taught that they were descended 
from the Plane-tree. The Norse songs of the 
Askings tell us that the human race is bound 
to the Ash. "Among every people of antiquity 
each race was tethered to some ancestral tree. 
In the Orient, each succeeding Buddha of In- 
dian mythology was tethered to a different 
tree; each god of the later classical Pantheon 
■ was similarly tethered: Jupiter to the oak, 
Apollo to the Laurel, Bacchus to the vine, 
Minerva to the Olive. Juno to the Apple, on 
and on. Forest worship was universal — the 
most impressive and bewildering to modern 
science that the. human spirit has ever built 
up. At the dawn of history began the Adora- 
tion of the trees." And it is a survival of the 
^incient worship that the evergreens and the 
Christmas tree form a part of our most blessed 
Christian festival. 

Is it any wonder then that most of us — ■ 
and God pity those who have not — have an in- 
nate love for the trees, and the wanton de- 
struction of them hurts us a little to the inner- 
most fibre of our being? We are not discuss- 
ing the forest now as a commercial asset at 
all: the majority of people realize what its 
preservation means from that point of view. 
And trees are necessary t(( insure an equan- 
imity of climate, and certain necessary benefits 
to the surrounding farming country, but we are 
not considering this very large phase of the 
question. Apart from ail this there is a deeper 
reason to most of us for conserving some of 
the land as God marie it. The people of the 
old world have realized this. Trees happily 
are features of Great Britain's towns and cities 
as well as the country. But we cm the frontiers 
of civilization do not take time to think enough 
of ihose things which appeal solely to the 
sentiments, and when we acquire a piece of 
laud, the fiist thing we do is to slash it and 
then to burn it bare. Of course it is necessary* 
to clear land; wc all arlir.it that: but is it es- 
sential to cut away all the trees? We think 
not. The farming districts look- a barren place 
for all their grain-fields and their orchards, 
without a stick' of standing timber; and a tree- 
less city is a city without a soul. There is 
such a thing as over-civilizing a human being. 
There is such, a thing as over-cultivating the 
land. When we get too far away from Nature 
we begin to decay, and a country, no matter 
how great its cities, which does not bear the 
hall-mark of its Maker in the green A fair ofd 
trees, cannot, we think, flourish joyously to an 
endless length of days. 

ENGLISPI COMIC OPERA 

Mr. C. H, Workman has formed a syndicate 
to produce English comic opera, and has se- 
cured the Savoy Theatre, so long associated 
with the names of Gilbert, Sullivan, and 
D'Oyly Carte. About the end of next month 
he will open his -season with an opera by Mr. 
Reginald Somervillc, and this will be followed 
by a work from the pen of Sir William Gilbert, 
with music by Mr, Edward German. 

S1GNOR CARUSO 'AND IRISH MUSIC 

Signor Caruso, who has been singing in 
Dublin recently, was entertained by the Cor- 
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inthian Club. Speaking of the Irish as a musi- 
cal race, he said he. had^ observed that great 
achievements in English" music were apt to 
have an Irish ancestry unless it happened to be 
Scottish or Welsh. This was not surprising, 
considering the wealth of Irish traditional 
music. He had recently seen a collection of 
over Soo Irish airs published by the Royal So- 
ciety of Antiquaries of Ireland, and he was 
completely fascinated by the charm of the mel- 
odies. A nation which had produced such treas- 
ures of song must be musical in an uncommon 
degree.

VON WEBER 

Karl Maria von Weber was born at Eutin, 
Oldenburg, December iSth, 1786. His father 
Was an erratic, shiftless musician, wdio sought 
to train up his son to be a musical prodigy, 
being influenced by the example of Mozart. 
He was given the best possible instruction, but 
does not appear to have fully met his father's 
expectations, although he was an expert pianist 
and sang well. Before he was fourteen years 
of age he had produced an opera, but the score 
of it. with other youthful compositions, was 
burned. In his fourteenth year he produced 
his opera Das Waldmachen, but it was not 
much of a success. In these years he was 
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Karl Maria von Weber 

wandering around Germany with his father's 
troupe. In 1801 he composed his third opera 
which met with the approval of Flaydn in 
Salzburg, and the Abbe Vogler in Vienna. 
The latter's influence secured him the position 
of Kappclmeister at Breslau. Later he became 
private secretary to the Duke of W urtemberg. 
He continued his work as a composer, and 
was rehearsing his opera Silvana, when he 
was arrested. His father had misappropriated 
certain moneys and von Weber took the re- 
sponsibility upon himself. This led to his 
banishment. He went to Darmstadt. Later he 
obtained an important musical position in 
1'ragne. In 1X17 he married Caroline Brandt, 
a singer, who retired from the stage and de- 
voted herself to him, although she was then at 
the very height of her musical powers. Von 
Weber's work- at Fragile secured for him the 
appointment of conductor of opera at Dresden, 
and he devoted himself chiefly to the cause of 
German opera, in which effort he was very 
successful notwithstanding the prejudice of 
the King and other prominent people in favor 
of Italian opera. In [821 he produced Her 
Frieschutz, and it is said that bis triumphant 
reception has never been surpassed, if it has 
ever been equalled, It became immensely pop- 
ular. It was performed all over Europe and 
in London it was produced simultaneously at 
three theatres, luiryanthc was his next pro- 
duction, but it was not so successful. In 
1823 he exhibited indications of consumption, 
and anxiety for the future of his famliy lerl him 
to accept Charles Kemble's offer of £1.000 
to compose Oberon and superintend its pro- 
duction in London. It was received with un- 
bounded enthusiasm, but a few week's later he 
died. He was buried in Dresden, where Wag- 
ner, wdio had arranged for the occasion a rlirge 
founded on themes from Euryanthe, pro- 
nounced the funeral oration. 

Von Weber was the founder of the school 
of romantic German opera. His influence on 
Wagner was marked and there are passages in 
Tannhauser that show unmistakeably his views 
of musical structure. The attachment between 
these two great masters was strong. In addi- 
tion to his operas von Weber composed many 
songs and pianoforte pieces. The best known 
of the latter is his Invitation a la Valsc, which 
was written shortly after his marriage and 
dedicated to his wife. He was very happily 
married. One of his children became an 
eminent civil engineer, as well as a successful 
contributor to technical and general literature. 



EXPERIENCES IN THE EAST END OF 
LONDON 

The Apathy of the East End 

"What most impressed me about the East 
End when I first knew it? Its sordidness and 
its apathy. It is true that, if you take a ride 
through the East End on 'bus or tram-, you 
can hardly fail to be struck by the excellence 
of the main thoroughfares ; but step off them, 
and you enter indescribably sordid regions. I 
am not thinking so much of dreadful slums 
and criminal 'rookeries' as of the respectable, 
but none the less appallingly mean and monot- 
onous, streets of the East End. The monotony 
of the East-ender's environment is, or certain 
was, reflected in his life. He did not live ; he 
existed— painfully, and the apathy of the peo- 
ple when I first went among them was almost 
incredible. Not long before I left the East 
End I came across a woman who for sixteen 
years had never ventured outside the alley in 
which she dragged out a sunless existence. She 
had never heard of our Settlement, of the pub- 
lic park, of the town hall — of anything outside 
her lair; and her case i? only too typical of 
many. It was this dreadful apathy that we set 
ourselves to combat by giving the people an 
interest in life by means of social clubs, insti- 
tutions, and so on. But here let me correct a 
very general, but most erroneous, impression 
about the East End. 

"I mean the popular idea that depicts the 
East End as a region of crime and violence. 
This is altogether wrong. Of course, there are 
criminals in rite Eaut End, and 'degenerates' 
arc all too plentiful; but the East is not nearly 
so criminal as the West, and the average East- 
ender. so far as it is possible to sum him up, 
is a hard-working, honest, law-abiding person. 
Tragedy and Farce 

"I must admit, however, that one of my 
earliest experiences was of an attempted mur- 
der committed in front of my lodgings. It bad 
its grimly humorous side. The assailant, a 
man, had quarrelled with a woman (they had 
both .been drinking), and tried to cut her 
throat. That she did not seem greatly to mind, 
but what really incensed her was the fact that 
the ruffian had taken away her umbrella to 
beat her with; and, the blood streaming from 
her neck, she staggered .about, screaming 
'Give me back my humbcrclla.' Such scenes, 
ho vever, are exceptional, and I have few 'sen- 
sational' stories to .tell you. During all the 
years I was in Canning Town I was never once 
molested, probably because I always walked 
as one who knew his way about. Apathy, I ex- 
pectj is the chief characteristic of the East End, 
and where there is apathy violence is rare. 
Quaint Compensation Claims 

" 'The Poor Man's Lawyer' has had to ad- 
vise on some quaint clajms, and one of the fun- 
niest was that of two tramps, who, having done 
a rare spell of work at weeding, had inad- 
vertently pulled up some stinging nettles, and 
suffered accordingly. They wanted compen- 
sation, lots of it, and the lawyer dealing with 
the case being a bit of a wag told them that, 
after careful consideration he had come to the 
conclusion that the only ground on which they 
could base a claim under the Act was that of 
'defective plant.' Amusing, too, was the case 
of three factory girls wdio wanted damages 
against the Vicar of their church because, 
while attending a garden party given by hint, 
some Chinese lanterns had dripped upon their 
plush mantles. The 'Poor Man's Lawyer' has 
not only given sound legal advice, and helped 
his clients to obtain justice, or to avoid use- 
less litigation, but in one instance at least he 
has made a convert to Christianity. Anyway, 
one old docker, who had been to the lawyer 
and obtained compensation for a broken leg, 
said to me: 'Well, if Christianity means a law- 
yer wot don't charge nuffink, there's somethink 
in it.' 

"While on the humorous side of our work, 
1 may mention the poor woman who explained 
to my wife that her husband was ill, suffering 
from' 'an ulster in his stummick.' Then there 
was another poor woman who, speaking of the 
kind treatment her child was receiving at the 
Seamen's Hospital, proudly explained: 'You 
know, mum, they simply analyse that child 
there.' Then 1 retain kindly recollections of 
the gout-specific merchant, who complained 
that it had been a very bad winter for the gout. 
'Ob,' I said, 'have many people been suffering 
from it?' 'No, guv-nor,' he replied, 'it's t'other 
way about. Nobodv ain't 'ad the gout, an' I'm 
fair broke.'"— Percy Alden, M.P., in M.A.P.

THE VAN DYKE-PENNELL "NEW 
YORK" 

As the time for the great Fulton and Hud- 
son celebration draws near, it was to be ex- 
pected that books prepared in commemoration 
of the anniversary would begin to appear. It 
is hardly possible that any New, York book of 
this year or of many years to come will sur- 
pass in beauty and attractiveness the volume 
which is the joint, product of Professor John C. 
Van Dyke and Mr. Joseph Pennell. The New 
New York it is called, and in spile of the his- 
torical occasion on which it is published, it has 
to do more with the present than with the past. 
It is a series of pictures, both in text and illus- 
tration, of the city of the present day. As 
Professor Van Dyke says in his preface: "The 
writer and the illustrator have not escaped the 
embarrassment of many points of view, but 
gradually the belief has come to them that, 
pictorially, the larger aspect of New York is 
the life and energy of its people projected upon 
the background of its 1 commerce. It is this 
character of the place and its inhabitants that 



they have sought to set. forth, convinced that 
character is interesting in itself, and that the 
true municipal beaut}' must be more or less 
beholden to it. Those who believe only in the 
planned and plotted city will, no doubt, shake 
their heads over this; but many times in civic 
story the characteristic has proved more at- 
tractive than the formal. It. has been demon- 
strated in the present day, here in New York. 
Those who have erected the new city, as need 
has dictated, have builded better than they 
knew. They have given us not the classic, but 
the picturesque — a later and perhaps a more 
interesting development. 

A happier collaboration than that arranged 
for this volume it would be hard to conceive. 
Professor Van Dyke knows the city backwards 
and forwards, up and down, from Harlem to 
the Battery, and from the North River to the 
East River. His pages are like the informal 
talk of an immensely clever and amusing man 
—full of allusions to the things every visitor 
of New York and every resident want to know, 
amusing, entertaining, witty. As for Mr. Pen- 
nell's pictures, they are beyond praise as an in- 
terpretation of the life and the architecture of 
the city. There arc no less than 124 of these 
"drawings, 26 of them being beautifully repro- 
duced in color by a process that brings out the 
best characteristics of Mr. Penncll's art. In 
typography and outward appearance, the vol- 
ume is worthy of its authors, with its hand- 
some letter-press and its beautiful red and gold 
cover, designed by Mr. Pennell himself. Alto- 
gether, it is a volume to last, not' merely for a 
year, but as long as there are devotees of the 
American metropolis. 



A NEW GOLDEN TREASURY 

In combining into one the two volumes of 
The Golden Treasury of Songs and Lyrics, the 
Macinillan Company has done a real service to 
lovers of English poetry. Since the appear- 
ance of the first series in 1864, Professor Pal- 
grave's collection has been the recognized stan- 
dard. So undisputed and so universal, indeed, 
has its authority been that the very title Gold- 
en Treasury has been used for a series of Eng- 
lish classics whose appearance is familiar to 
everyone. 

The success of his work induced Professor 
Palgrave to carry on his task, and in 1897 a 
second series was published. The first volume 
included only poems written before 1850; the 
second, A new edition of which was published 
in 1 906, is confined to the poetry of the second 
half of the nineteenth century. But the two 
arc in reality' one book, a real treasury of lyric 
poetry. The division into two series is the re- 
sult of the long years consumed by Professor 
Palgrave in the arduous task of selection; 
otherwise, there is no reason for it. In uniting 
them in a volume still small enough to slip 
conveniently into the pocket, the Macmillan 
Company has made even more accessible the 
wealth the two treasuries contain. 

In appearance and contents the new book is 
the same as the two of which it is composed. 
The first series is still divided into four parts, 
designated from the poets wdio most give them 
their distinctive character, the Books of 
Shakespeare, Milton, Gray and Wordsworth, 
the second series being undivided. It is thus 
a complete record of the best of English lyrical 
poetry from the day when it ceases to be too 
archaic to be read lor pleasure, down to our 
own generation. There have been many col- 
lections with a similar aim. None has ever 
approached the wide sympathy, the keen, un- 
failing discrimination, and deep scholarship 
that mark the work of Professor Palgrave.

ROME AND AMERICA , 

Two important works on history published 
September 8 are among the first of the sea- 
son's serious books. In The Roman Assem- 
blies, Prof. G. W. Dotsford presents the fruits 
of the most thorough stud}' that has yet been 
made of a subject whose importance in gov- 
ernment, politics and history can hardly be 
overestimated. The Roman popular assemblies 
were the basis of the Roman state. In treat- 
ing them, therefore, Prof. Botsford is able to 
do much to illuminate the whole history of 
Rome. The second of the two new works is ;i 
^compilation by Prof. C. A. Beard of readings il- 
lustrative of. American government and poli- 
tics. Selected with great care and discrimin- 
ation, these- readings cover a wide field. In 
recent years the value of original sources has 
made itself too apparent to need further dis- 
cussion. Prof. Beard's Readings is an excel- 
lent example of how skilfully the new school 
of historians can use them.

Over 15,000 actors were walking the streets 
of New York going from office to office, seek- 
ing engagements in July. Each year the pro- 
fession is becoming more crowded than ever, 
.although about the same number of compr ucs 
arc sent out on the road. Each year hundreds 
of pupils have graduated from the schools of 
acting, and an equally large number join the 
profession without ever having gone through 
a dramatic school. How many thousands of 
professionals manage to exist from the end of 
one season to the beginning of another, is a 
subject that has given many statisticians of the 
theatre considerable thought. Even during the 
very flush of the season there are thousands of 
actors out of employment in New York. It 
would seem that the young man or young 
woman wdio lias cast anxious eyes on the stage 
as a profession would hesitate long before tak- 
ing up what is to many a precarious mode of 
earning their daily bread. 
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BASS AND TROUT FLIES WITH METAL 
BODIES 



The never-ending discussion regarding the 
best all-round fly is still of deep interest to 
both bass and trout fishermen. I used to keep 
a book full of nearly all the standard Hies, and 
spent more time in changing casts, than actual 
fishing. If a trout took a Palmer or Gray 
Drake, I would work it for all it was worth ; 
then change it again because of failure, to a 
Coachmairor Silver Doctor; all of them after 
a time, failed to become what I term steady 
diet. After vcars of study, making notes of the 
natural flies' on the water. I came to the con- 
clusion that size was the greatest factor to 
success, and that color had little or nothing to 
do with attracting fish. Furthermore, a metal 
body, either of silver or gold, no matter where 
nlaced on the leader, always lured the fish, in 
preference to plain-colored, or bright-colored 
bodies; and during the last two seasons. 1 
noticed that metal-bodied flies were taken by 
eight out of ten fish, and on some days, every 
fish taken was on the same fly. 

The reason is obvious, all fishes, game or 
coarse, arc strongly attracted to a metallic 
substance shining on. or in the water, espe- 
cially if run at great speed; it is more easily 
seen, and at a greater distance in the water, 
than dull, or even bright colors. 

Fish only see the under bodies of living 
flics, most of which arc of a light yellow tone 
or a silvery white; silver and gold, are, to my 
mind, the most effective imitation of them, 

Those flies with wings of a gauzy or 
glassv appearance flying very close to the 
water's surface, must look very like silver tc 
the keen eyes of a fish. 

At the end of last season, I made up my 
mind to get some metal body flies tied to 
order; and sent drawings to a reliable maker 
who carried out my wishes. 

The colors are. No. i. gray wings and tail, 
black hackle, silver body. No. 2 has mottled 
brown wings, orange hackle, black tail, and 
gold bod\\ No. 3, black wings and tail, gray- 
hackle, silver body. No. 4. white wings and 
tail, gray hackle, silver body. The black- 
winged 'fly for mornings, and also with the 
white-wing fly at late evening. 

These four flies imitate the natural insect, 
in color and in size, as seen on the water, dur- 
ing the entire season ; with the added advan- 
tage of shining metal to act as a lure. They 
have taken trout better than any of the 
standard patterns 1 have used; early as well 
as late Ui the season, at all times of day, and 
in many different waters. My friends, who 
have used them, say the same thing, especially 
No. I fly, that I call the Silver Doctor. I do, 
at times', put on cither a black, brown or gray 
Palmer, not that they are often taken, but to 
give variety to the cast. 

Metal-bodied flies arc of extra value in 
rough, turbulant water, where trout or bass 
lie behind a rock to avoid the swift runways; 
there lying poised, always alert to swiftly dart 
at the passing food or lure, the shining metal 
is sure to attract their attention. 

On bright, hot days, in clear, low, rippling 
water where trout arc Lazy, lying mostly on 
the shady side of the stream, the gold tinsel 
fly is better than the silver, certainly much 
better than the average colored fly, no matter 
what pattern it is, unless it is a small black- 
midge, and that is better with a gold body. 

I have found that thick bodied (lies arc- 
not so good as the small, thin bodies, cither 
of metal or colored feathers; yet the peacock's 
hackle of the Coachman is quite thick and that 
fly is one of the best all-round flies ever in- 
vented. J firmly believe that if the bit of red 
on the body of the Royal Coachman was either 
gold or silver metal, it would prove a stun- 
ning fly for all seasons. 

Many improvements are found by acci- 
dents. I had been casting for some time on a 



small well-stocked pond without success; 
somewhat disgusted, . I started to row back- 
home, my cast of flics meanwhile having sunk 
to the bottom. Presently the reel indicated 
that a trout was hooked. After landing the 
fish, a very small shot was attached to the gut, 
and 1 started in for deep-water trolling with 
the Silver Doctor as end fly. /\s the cast was 



S a.m. to 1 a.m. I use No. 2 fly, with gold 
body as end fly; for the latter, I put on No. 1 
fly with the silver body. The evening rise is 
comparatively short, half after five, till pitch 
dark. For the two upper flies, much depends 
on the weather, condition of the water, and 
what I know of the stream; slow and deep, or 
swift and shallow, as the case may be, I make

slowly drawn through the water, I worked jhc 
tin to give little forceful jerks on the flies, 
which were running at a depth of ten feet. The 
method was a pronounced success, and proved 
to be the only way to get these trout during 
the day time. In every instance, the fish were 
taken on the metal fly. in preference to Black 
Gnat and Gray p almer. Once 1 got a double 
but the second fish took the fly after the first 
was hooked. 

For bass, in rapid waters, 1 use trout 
tackle entirely, f see no use in heavier rod 
and line, or larger flies. Pass take my gold 
bod)- flies in deep pools of slow water, and 
the silver body, at the surface or shallow 
water. The small-mouth are a more vora- 
cious fish, and .take metal lures more readily 
than trout or charr; but they do not take a 
fly all the time; 1 think the bass is more 
pugnacious, it is also much more wary than 
the trout. If it rises to the metal-body fly. 
and misses it, no amount of coaxing will en- 
tice it to repeat the rise. After an interval of 
ten or twenty minutes, a trout is again game, 
and will rise to the same fly with more de- 
termination than ever, even though it has been 
pricked. 

In looking over a long list of standard flics, 
I find many that have a metal wire twist on 
the body, but J see none with a thin body of 
shining silver or gold; that is, of sufficient 
brightness to make a flash of light, that would 
be any attraction to a fish. 

To make the metal-body fly successful, it 
is necessary to work the- tip, so that the fly is 
constantly on the move in short, rapid jerks. 
Anglers who are expert in fly fishing will 
recognize this as a truth in the use of any 
fly. In salmon fishing we have a term, what 
is called, a "dead fly," {hat is, when the fly 
is floating uncocked, in other words, the wings 
arc not upright, but float sideways. The weight 
of metal bodies make the wings cock all the 
time. 

Concerning the make-up of the cast; I tie 
them before entering the stream, so that, in the 
midst of rising fish, there are no vexatious de- 
lays. I arrange three different leaders for 
the morning rise, and three others for the eve- 
ning rise. For the former, the hours are from 



the cast to suit. • 

J only use the w hite wing with silver body 
toward dusk and as an end fly, so that- 1 can 
see where it runs; otherwise, it is the least 
satisfactory of the four. In addition to that 
number, I have a small selection of Palmer 
flies, gray, black and Drown to use as a con- 
trast, also when the stream is flooded or above 
normal. — Louis Rhcad, in Outing. 



servers agree that one exists, and the result 
of investigations in search of it enables us to 
report progress in other directions, notably 
that of treatment. These rue a few points in 
which there is general agreement, leaving the 
following facts well established: (1) Distem- 
per is a true germ disease. (2) The germ is 
most intimately connected with the nasal 
mucus and abdominal pustule of true distem- 
per, the blood being infective only in a minor 
degree. (3) Distemper "exerts its first in- 
fluence on the respiratory passages" (Muller 
and Glass. 190S) and is most often contracted 
by inhalation of the germ. (4) Death is usually 
the result of blood poisoning by absorption of 
some toxic material (probably an excretion of 
the microbe) from local accumulations of dis- 
eased products. This toxic material is of the 
nature of a ptomaine, and has not been isolated 
yet. 

Distemper is undoubtedly a disease of true 
infection, and we arc still without an agent 
to influence its course. Our efforts at treat- 
ment must be directed towards a speedy re- 
moval and neutralization of the diseased 
products, for it is in these the danger lurks, 
and not in uncomplicated distemper, which is 
in itself a mild disease. The most important 
practical result of the better understanding of 
the nature of distemper is the general adoption 
of strict antiseptic methods in dealing with it. 
Foremost of these is the treatment of the 
respiratory passages by means of antiseptic 
inhalations of steam or vapour. Most authori- 
ties conclude that it is in the diseased secretion 
from the nose that the germ of distemper 
chiefly exists. The teaching of the joint au- 
thors of the standard modern text book on 
canine pathology — Muller and Glass, in the 
latest (1908) edition — is that distemper "enters 
the system by the nose and mouth, and exerts 
its first influence on the respiratory passages." 
This teaching is in accord with that: of the 
best continental authorities. Krajewski, for 
instance, in a recent publication taught that it 
is in the secretion of the nose and eyes that 
the "contagious germ of distemper sticks." 
Further, Muller and Glass describe certain 
peculiar postmortem appearances in the lungs 
of dogs dead of distemper pneumonia that

DISTEMPER IN THE DOG 

During recent years distemper has received 
considerable attention from foreign bacteri- 
ologists, of which several have claimed the 
distinction of having discovered the actual 
microbe. There is such an extreme degree of 
divergence in the published discriptions in the 
shape, etc., of the microbe that no two scien- 
tists appear to agree, and the actual contagious 
particle seems to he as elusive as ever. Though 
we are still without a definite microbe, all ob- 



make it clear that such pneumonia is not of the 
common catarrhal type, but due to the actual 
transference of putrefactive particles from the 
air passing into the lung tissue during forced 
inspiration. In fact, the lung is dotted with 
small areas of putrefaction (gangrene), from 
which the patchy areas of inflammation spread. 
This fact concerning distemper pneumonia and 
the other proved evil effects of accumulations 
of diseased mucus in the respiratory passages 
is relied on to support the modern treatment 
by antiseptic inhalations which aims at a 



cleansing of these passages with an aerial dis- 
infectant and the constant removal of septic 
and putrefactive matter from the same locality. 
Though it is hardly possible that any respjra- 
blc vapour would kill' the microbe, there can 
be no doubt that such a line of treatment 
neutralizes the poison (ptomaine?) which 
gives rise to the serious complications and ar- 
rests the putrefactive changes in the discharge 
that gives to distemper its tendency towards 
septic pneumonia. 

In conjunction with the search for the 
microbe of distemper much has been done 
towards advancing methods of vaccination 
against the disease. The only vaccine available 
is either the pus itself from an infected animal 
or some derivative. By inoculation a mild at- 
tack of distemper can be induced in eight days, 
and the death rate in ii is estimated at 10 to 
15 per cent. Such a mild attack has some 
protective influence over future distemper, but 
what the degree of protection is has not yet 
been settle'd. It is clear that the induced fever, 
although mild, is none the less cantagious 
and capable of spread of the disease it is meant 
to counteract. This item, coupled with the 
fairly constant 10 to 15 per cent death rate, is 
justly bringing disrepute on the practice of 
vaccination. 

There yet remains to be discovered an 
antitoxic serum for the treatment of distemper, 
and when we find one we hope to be justified 
in calling it a "cure" for the disease. In the 
meantime the most promising ways of dealing 
with the curse arc good nursing, suitable food, 
and a antiseptic cleansing and detergent in- 
halation. 

There has lately been recognized a type of 
distemper that is largely prevalent in hound 
kennels and wherever a number of whelps of a 
large breed are lodged together. It is known 
to veterinary authors by the somewhat mis- 
leading name of "infectious bronchial catarrh." 
It so closely resembles true distemper that it 
is better regarded as a type of that disease 
peculiar to large kennels. The belly rash of 
common distemper is never developed. The 
earliest symptom is bronchitis, with a hard 
dry cough, and soon a mucus discharge from 
the nose and eyes, as in the more common 
form. This discharge is mere fluid, less sticky 
and less offensive and prone to putrefaction 
than the ordinary distemper discharge. As 
would be expected from this nature of the 
mucus, septic pneumonia is a rare complica- 
tion, and when pneumonia does occur it is of 
the ordinary catarrhal type due to cold or ex- 
posure. The temperature rises and falls as in 
ordinary distemper. The periotf of incubation 
is short. The most common complications are 
diarrhoea and jaundice. This type of distem- 
per is exceedingly contagious, and will run 
through a number of Whelps in a very short 
time. The treatment can be summed up in 
two words — nursing and antisepsis. In no 
form of distemper is the beneficial effect of 
breathing an atmosphere charged with vola- 
tile antiseptics so marked. Antiseptic steam- 
ing is the best treatment for the bronchial 
catarrh. Of equal importance to the treat- 
ment of single cases is the prevention of the 
spread of distemper through a big establish- 
ment where isolation is not practicable. Noth- 
ing can be so freely relied on as a preventive 
as a thorough fumigation of the young hounds 
and their lodgings two or three times a day 
with an antiseptic. This must be in addition 
to a thorough system of disinfection of floors 
and beds. 

This same type of distemper is that most 
often contracted at dog shows. Here again 
antisepsis is the watchword both for treatment 
and prevention. As in ordinary distemper, the 
poison is inhaled and inoculated on the surface 
of the respiratory mucus membrane. An an- 
tiseptic inhalation before a show and after re- 
turn may be expected to at least reduce the 
virulence of the inoculation, and some attempt 
at aerial disinfection of the show atmosphere 
should be carried out by the promoters. In 
many instances strict antiseptic precautions 
will ward off infection altogether. — Field, 



Old Time Sundials 

Not many years oeroro the middle of 
thi' nineteenth century the New Eng- 
land villagers commonly told the time 
of day by means of n "noon-mark," 
perhaps n groove In the floor just 
inside the house door and at an angle 
with the threshold, or else a series of 
rude notches out in tho window ease- 
ment. A yet earlier device was a pole 
stuck in iiie soil, the shadow of which 
reached certain marks on the ground 
as the day passed by — a plan not un- 
like that adopted by the Montagnals 
Indians of Canada, who set up a start 
in the snow and approximated the time 
of day by noting the angle between 
shadows from time to time, A later 
method among New Englandere was 
to incline, tho pole so as to point to 
the north star and run parallel with 
the earth's axis. 

All of this antedated the construc- 
tion of the complete dial, marked with 
regard to the special locality for which 
it was mnde, or, by special contrivance 
adaptable to several localities. There 
is a combined pocket-dial and compass 
of this kind in the collections of the 
National museum at Washington, mad« 
by Menant, of Paris, with a hinged 
gnomon that shuts down Hat, and llg- 
ured for latitudes 13 degrees, 46 de- 
grees, 4H degrees and 52 degrees, while 
the latitudes of twenty-four Impor- 
tant cities are engraved on the back. 
A very interesting dial In this collec- 
tion is so devised that it can bo set for 
any one of one hundred and tifty- 
eight different places, including points 
as far distant from each other as Ber- 
lin, London, Copenhagen, Constantin- 
ople, Palermo, Stockholm, etc. Anoth- 
er dial in the same collection — appar- 
ently made in Italy, and finely con- 
structed of brass — not only indicates 
the time In many different latitudes, 
but is also used fur making observa- 



tlons of lie- planets. Tt lias a fold- 
ing gnomon and compass, and is cov- 
ered with very elaborate astronomical 
tables bearing Inscriptions in Latin. 

A student of Biblical archaeology 
states thai the invention of tin- pole 
and gnomen combined, producing an 
instrument perfect in itself for all ob- 
servations, was probably ■connected 
with the rectification of the Babylon- 
Ian calendar in B.C. 74V— nineteen 
years before the aeession of Alia/.. A 
flight of steps caught the shadow in 
the open air, or more probably within 
a closed chamber, Into which a ray of 
light was admitted from above, and 
which passed from winter to summer 
up and down an apparatus In tile form 
of steps. Such chambers he remarks, 
were in use in Eastern observatories 
till the middle uf the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The celebrated dial of Aha/,, which 
was probably set up about X00 years 
before Christ, was in all likelihood 
nothing more than a circular stair- 
case leading up to a column or obelisk, 
the shadow of which, falling on a 
greater or smaller number of steps, 
according as the sun was low or high, 
indicated the position of the sun and 
thus told the time of day. Accord- 
ing to the Bible story, the shadow was 
miraculously made to recede ton 
steps, as a sign that Isoiah's prayer 
in behalf of Hezeklah for an extension 
of liis life had been favorably answer- 
ed. 

The almost universal use of sundials 
In ancient times Is well assured. In 
the history of ancient Greece, frequent, 
references" occur to a shadow by means 
of which the time of duy was deter- 
mined, but it is not known what 
means was employed for- casting tho 
Shadow. One theory advanced was 
that the gnomon was each man's fi- 
gure, the shadow of which he meas- 
ured, probably by pacing off the dis- 
tance it covered. But whatever tho 
method was -it was Imperfect and the 



dial required frequent alterations dur- 
ing the year. Eur less detei unliable, 
however, Is the secret of the method 
employed by the first Inhabitants of 
Arabia, who without the use of any 
instrument, could determine the lime 
of scar or of da.e Willi accuracy. At 
a later dale, when Rome was at the 
height of her glory, the great sundial 
In the Campus .Martins was one of the 
wonders of dial imperial city. On tho 
triumphant return of Augustus from 
Egypt he brought with him a towering 
obelisk, which he set up as the gno- 
men of a huge sundial among the 
stately arches and porticoes where. the 
Roman citizens were wont to assemble 
at the public, games. The hours were 
marked out by a circle of gigantic 
figures so arranged that they mighL 
catch the earliest and latest rays of 
sunlight and thus mark the dawn and 
close of each day. Not a trace of this 
obelisk Is left. How long it remained 
in position is not known, hut, like 
many others of note, it disappeared, 
and the practise of setting up sundials 
gradually fell into disuse. The usual 
form of the Greek and Roman dials 
was the "hemieycllum, "which Is fle- 
crihed as "an excavation nearly sphe- 
rical in a scpiarc block of stone," within 
which tho hour lines were traced, and 
having the anterior face sloped away 
from above so as to give it a forward 
inclinatjon, adapted to the polar alti- 
tude of the place for which the dial 
was made." The hours were unequal 
and varied according to the season of 
the year. The gnomen was placed 
upright on the edge of the hollow, and 
was then bent at a right angle over 
it, so that the horizontal portion pro- 
jeotol as far as tho equinoctial line, 
At Athens there was "Tin; Tower of 
the Winds," built by the astronomer 
Andronlcus, forty-live feet high and 
octagonal in shape, Figures repre- 
senting the winds are carved on th-m. 
while tho hour lines were engraved 



below. This formed both a wind and 
sundial, and formerly u bronze Triton, 

holding a wand, st 1 on the marble, 

roof and acted as a weafYiervano. 

In Mohamotan countries sundials 
are very common, and mi many of the 
mosques they are to he found heal- 
ing a line which points toward the 
sacred Mecca, and also marks for the 
live divisions of I he di^,' when prayers 
are regularly offered. In China, too, 
dials are frequently met with, anil in 
various places, such as on the Hat 
hoard in front of a palankln, on the 
houses, or dials that are portable, fix- 
ed in boxes with silken strings far 
gnomons, and sometimes combined 
witli moon-dials and compasses. In 
Iceland not a hundred years ago, the 
method id' telling time was very crude. 
The natural Ijorizon of each township 
was divided into equal parts, either 
by mountain peaks or by pyramids of 
stone, which had liven kept In repair 
for many generations. There Is a dial 
on the Isle of Man that is formed of 
a. ring mound forty-five feet in dia- 
meter, and has eight radiations. Par- 
allel rows of stones regularly placed 
on those form the dial. The ancient 
Mexicans bad a huge, vertical sundial 
weighing nearly titty terns and known 
as the "calendar stone." It was cut 
out of porphyry by the priests about 
one hundred years before the Spanish 
conquest and was set up in one of the 
temples. In 17110 it was discovered 
buried in the great square of 'what 
is now the t'itv of Mexico, .was exca- 
vated and Wiis built into the wall of 
the cathedral. Later It was taken 
down and installed in the National 
Museum of that city, where it may be 
seen at the present time. The civil 
day was divided by the Mexicans in- 
fo sixteen parts, and, like most uf 
those of the Asiatic natives, began 
with sunrise. This collosal calendar 
stone proves that I lie -early Mexicans 
had the means of settling tho hours 



11!' tho day witli precision, the periods 
iif'the solstices and of the equinoxes 
as well as that of the transit of the 
sun across the zenith of Mexico. 
There have also been discovered pil- 
lars of costly and curious workman- 
ship erci tel by the Peruvian Indians, 
which served as dials, and from which 
they learned to determine the time 
of the equinox. These columns are be- 
lieved to have been destroyed by the 
Spaniards. 

The moral use and beauty of the 
sunjlial are unques'tionabli , but as life 
became more practical and strenuous 
gradually gave way to clocks and 
watches. It was the primitive clock 
-the horologe of the first world and 
dignified- recorder of the passing of 
time. "It was the measure appropri- 
ated for sweet plants and flowers to 
spring by," writes one authority, 
"for tile birds to apportion their silver 
warblings by, for Hocks to pasture and 
he led to fold by. The shepherd car- 
ved It out quaintly In tin- sun, anil 
turning philosopher by the very oc- 
cupation, provided it with mottoes 
more touching than tombstones." 

Astronomy and mathematics play- 
ed their part in the construction of 
the finished dial, but once fixed, these 
chronometers were good for till time, 
and only one thing was essential to 
the performance of their duties, and 
that was sunshine. In order that a 
sundial may give correct results it 
Is necessary that the gnomon, the sha- 
dow of which points the time on the 
dial slope to tho horizontal plane at 
an angle equal to the latitude of the 
■place, and, also lie. due north and 
south. 

During the Middle Ages the progress 
made In the manufacture of sundials 
In England is hardly traceable hut 
during the Renaissance their con- 
struction was revived and received 
much attention. They wore cither 
portable or were set upon pillars or 



on walls of houses. A favorite place 
for them was on the top of crosses hi 
tlie churchyards. It is recorded that in 
1631 the Company of Clockmakers in 
London "was given jurisdiction not 
only over clocks and watches, but over 
dials also, and was authorized to 
search for and break up all had and 
deceitful works." 

In those days sundials were the 
fashion in England among people, who 
prided themselves on having up-to- 
date gardens. At Hampton Court, at 
Windsor. and other royal palaces 
they were to lie seen. In the court- 
yard of St. .lames Palace was one 
which King .lames had caused to be 
set up at a cost of between six and 
seven pounds, while at Whitehall was 
an elaborate specimen costing forty- 
six pounds. 

A SWIMMING POOL FOR PRIVATE 
GARDENS. 

Swimming pools, while not usual 
adjuncts- of the country estate, have 
nevertheless a real value and Interest 
of their own, and are 1 a source Of an 
immense amount of pleasure and sat- 
isfaction to those wiio possess thorn. 
They Imply grounds of somewhat large 
extent, for they are obviously only 
adapted to sequestered portions of the 
grounds and. In most cases, are closely 
veiled within trees and luxuriant 
growths of shrubbery;. And surely 
what can be more delightful than an 
early morning dip In a cleanly kept 
pool beneath the shade of some grand 
old trees and in a spot seeming- 
ly remote from human habitations, 
and yet so near as to be but a short 
walk out from the house? 

it is no wonder that such accessories 
are high In favor with the owners o( 
large estates, nor Is It strange that the 
swimming-pool has come to be re- 
garded as, If not absolutely essential, 
at least highly desirable. So it lius 



come to take Its place with the tennis- 
court and other places set apart for 
outdoor sports, and yields to none of 
them in the pleasure it gives. Like 
everything else that goes to the mak- 
ing of a country estate, tho swimming- 
pool may he large or small, inexpen- 
sive or costly. A mere widening of a 
brook may be sufficient in some cases, 
and it is at once the most natural and 
the most readily constructed of all 
swimming-pools. When tho estate 
possesses a private pumping plant, 
however, it will be found more desir- 
able in many ways to construct a ba- 
sin expressly for bathing purposes, 
and to arrange for an ample supply of 
fresh wator and an adequate system of 
change. In this way the pool becomes 
Independent of the haphazard location 
of bi'ooks and streams, and can be 
placed anywhere on the grounds, ft 
Is comparatively easy then, to select a 
well-wooded spot, prepare tin excava- 
tion 01 .suiileient size, line It witli 
concrete, arrange the feed and waste 
pipes, and the work Is done. 

There must, however, be a bath- 
house that the bathers may disrobe, 
and the architect's services are called 
in for the designing of a'structurc that 
wdll bo conveniently adapted to these 
ends. It may be a rustic pavilion, per- 
haps as charming as the one pictur- 
ed in the accompanying photograph, 
or it may he an elaborate group of 
buildings. Wo give a description of 
one, in brief, a large open Bpaco, sur- 
rounded by a gallery or promenade, 
with a flooring tiled or grassed, as 
may bo desired. The gallery, support- 
ed by Ionic columns, is covorod to af- 
ford protection from the wind and rain. 
There are three dressing rooms on 
each side — on one for men, on tho oth- 
er for women. The outer wall is car- 
ried up- high enough to shut out the 
view from without, but sufficient space 
Is loft above it to admit free access of 
air. — Lawrence Ldcn. 
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A prosaic subject, to be. sure! A half 
dozen rolls of wood-pulp paper, printed in 
colors and slapped upon the wall with a paste- 
brush, by a man in white overalls and jumper. 
But is this all? It may be that it is high time 
we gave the matter more attention. The in- 
fluence of our surrounding is potent upon us 
all, and harmony and art, or discord and gar- 
ishness, on the walls of the rooms in which we 
live, may affect us more than we imagine. And, 
anyway, why not have a pretty home, while 
we're about it, if a little study is all that is 
needed? It wont cost a cent more. 

From a decorative point of view no part of 
the interior of the American home is more im- 
portant than the walls: no part of the house 
can be more quickly or cheaply transformed 
and beautified. 

Wall paper as a decorative material is ceas- 
ing to be regarded with disrespect in this 
country. We find it everywhere, even in the 
mansions of the wealthy, and the most mag- 
nificent of our metropolitan hotels. Wc find 
it in the White House and in the Harlem 
flat. The proprietors of the new Hotel Astor, 
seeking in vain for an appropriate decoration 
for one of their halls, finally secured a charm- 
ing result by means of a special wall paper 
of the flock variety, made to order for them 
by a Buffalo firm. It is in old rose and soft 
olive, bearing the thistle and crest of the 
Astors. We need none of us be ashamed of 
using wall papers. 

As a matter of fact, our modern wall papers 
are the products of trained and artistic minds 
and hands. Designers, colonsts and manu- 
facturers are men who love their profession, 
and work with high ideals. They arc doing 
the best the public demand will permit. 

In considering the question of the selection 
and use of wall papers, I will touch but 
briefly on the practical and sanitary side, and 
will deal rather with the artistic — color, pat- 
tern, methods of hanging and prevailing 
fashions. 

First, a word as to the practical side. Never 
employ a poor workman. He can spoil the 
finest paper by inaccuracy, slovenliness, or 
poor judgment in hanging. Insist upon his 
using a paste that will not sour or mold. 
There are sanitary preparations on the market 
which will not harbor germs or decomposi- 
tion, and they add but little to the cost. 

The arsenic scare is periodically revived by 
the newspapers, but there isn't much in it. 
Some States have good laws which reduce the 
danger to a minimum, and a dangerous 
amount of arsenic in solution found in the col- 
oring matter of wall papers. A recent investi- 
gation, conducted under the auspices of the 
national Department of Agricultural, revealed 
a far less amount of arsenic in a representa- 
tive selection of wall papers than in black 
stockings, furs, and a dozen other articles. 
And the idea that green wall paper is less 
healthful than any other color is an exploded 
fallacy. 

In repapering, the removal of the old wall 
paper should be insisted upon as a sanitary 
precaution. If the paper-hanger does not own 
a machine for steaming it off, he should be 
compelled' to scrape it off by hand. There is 
a law demanding this procedure in some 
States, and many cities, and it is a rule with 
some of the best of the local trades unions. 
The claim that a lining of old wall paper 
makes the room warmer, or the paper lit bet- 
ter, is simply the pretext of a lazy workman. 

Xow as to color. Color is a marvelous 
thing in its effects and results. The color ex- 
pert is a wizard. Color pleases or annoys, 
according to the way we use it. Wall paper 
depends largely upon color for its decorative 
effects, am! the subject of color is accordingly 
one worth)' of our consideration. In fact, it 
is a subject worthy of deep study for its ow n 
sake; but it would be folly to attempt to treat 
it with anything like thoroughness in a brief 
article. A few principles, however, which have 
been determined by study and experience, may 
be referred to for use in our consideration of 
wall papers. 

In the first place, there arc cheerful colors 
and depressing colors, whose effects differ but 
sightly with different individuals. Don't 
mind what the salesman says ; never buy a wall 
paper whose coloring is naturally unpleasant 
to you. 

Colors may also be divided into warm and 
cold, bright and dull, light and dark. A little 
application of common sense will aid in deter- 
mining which of these to select for a north 
and which for a south room, which for a well 
lighted and which for a poorly lighted room. 

It should be remembered, too, that each 
room is darker toward the ceiling than at the 
floor, and to equalize the light the room 
should be decorated in lighter tones above than 
below, the darkest colors to be used in the floor 
coverings, the dado lighter, the side wall 
lighter still, and ceiling lightest of all. Wall 
papers sold in combination — side wall, border 
and ceiling to match — are usually colored with 
this principle in view, and the borders are 
usually blended to match the colors of the side 
wall and the lighter ceiling. 

It has also been discovered that the use of 
different colors affects the apparent size of a 
room to a certain extent. In , general, the 
cooler colors arc receding colors, and the 
warmer are' advancing colors. Blues, greens 
and grays tend to make a room look larger, 
and reds, yellows and orange, smaller, just as 
a black dress makes a woman look smaller 
than a white dress. It is well to bear this in 



mind in selecting papers for large or small 
rooms. 

Certain colors, too, arc appropriate to cer- 
tain decorative styles, such as Pompeian red, 
the main, fear not the use of much color, but 
abhor discord. 

The different rooms in the house require 
different color treatment, in accordance with 
their character. A light tint is usually prefer- 
able for the parlor, bright effects for the 
chambers, and warmer tones for sitting room 
and library. But this must also be a matter 
largely of personal judgment. 

It is even more difficult to give advice re- 
garding the selection of the proper patterns, 
beyond the stating of certain definite princi- 
ples. The purchaser is usually confronted 
with so great a variety that selection is diffi- 
cult, and, of course, the cost enters in. It is 
natural that the best patterns should be found 



styles is a good thing. An Oriental tapestry 
paper in a Colonial room, or a delicate Louis 
XVI. floral in a room full of Mission furni : 
ture, are decorative absurdities. Most of the 
rooms in the average American home, how- 
ever, are not decorated and furnished in any 
exclusive period style, for purely practical rea- 
sons. ; that this point may not be of such 
great importance, after all. 

The selection of suitable patterns for the 
•various rooms in the house is more important, 
perhaps ; but it would he impossible to make a 
complete list of the different kinds of patterns 
appropriate to each. A few suggestions may- 
be helpful, however. 

For the parlor let us select a graceful, quiet 
pattern in light tints, cither in the Colonial 
or one of the classic French styles. Too much 
gilt is always in bad taste. For the hall a 
bolder pattern can be used, such as the Empire 



kitchen or entry; hand papers for bathroom 
kitchen or entry; hand prints and machine 
prints, single prints and twelve-colors, and ail 
the grades, of blanks, flats, golds and varnish 
golds, appliques and flitters— terms which your 
decorator will explain. Each kind has its own 
particular purpose and value, except the 
cheapest blanks, which seldom possess any 
appreciable decorative merit. ( 

The styles in which wall papers can be hung 
are many, and variety and individuality can 
often be obtained by meat s of some original 
arrangement. Among the prevalent styles are 
Empire green, Colonial yellow, and the Orien- 
tal colorings. The better class wall papers arc 
usually made in the proper colorings to suit 
period styles in designs. 

In repapering a room that is already fur- 
nished, the main thing, of course, is to select 
colors that harmonize with the rest of the

in the highest priced papers. Good taste and 
personal preference must be determining fac- 
tors here also. 

A few facts can be mentioned, however, 
which may help in this respect. Vertical 
stripes tend to make a room look higher, and 
horizontal lines, such as chair-rail, plate-rail 
and picture-molding, tend to make it look 
lower and broader. It is the same as in the 
lines of dress, and every woman knows what 
that means. This should be borne in mind in 
papering a low-studded or a small, high- 
studded room. 

The size of the pattern also affects room 
proportion. Large figures are safer to use in 
a large room than in a small one; but bold, 
glaring patterns are almost never good, except 
in the conventional hotel room, where there 
arc no pictures, or, occasionally in the upper 
third. The wall paper should always serve 
as a good background for pictures, and ob- 
trusive patterns are sure to detract from the 
effect. Two-tone patterns, in well-selected 
colorings, are, therefore, good almost every- 
where, as, indeed, are solid colors. Cheap in- 
grains and cartridge papers, however, which 
fade in a few months, are an abomination, as 
are unsanitary crepes and crinkled or raw 
silks. 

An intelligent understanding of the period

for the diningroom a two-tone paper in 
warm colorings is suggested, cr a good tapes- 
try effect, preferably one showing fruit and 
flowers in the softened tapestry colorings. 
Tapestries and other soft, rich effects are ex- 
cellent for the livingroom or library, and an 
Oriental tapestry for the den. 

Chintz and cretonne effects, stripes and 
dainty florals, are pleasing for the bedroom, 
and there are tile and aquatic patterns for 
the bathroom, in fact, your dealer will show 
you papers especialy designed for every room 
in your house, even to the smoking-room, bil- 
liard-room, music-room or nursery. 

There are several good kinds of wall cover- 
ings besides wall paper, such burlap, crash 
cloths, and Lincrusta, and other relief ma : 
terials ; and there are many kinds and grades 
of wall-papers. There arc flocks— sometimes 
like felt, sometimes like panne velvet — for par- 
lor or hall; damask and silks for the parlor; 
ingrains and deplex ingrains and pulps for 
living-room or dining-room; pressed and em- 
bossed papers for parlor or hall; waterproof 
materials for hall, dining-room, kitchen or 
bathroom; varnished paper for bathroom,' 



room. Bill the subject of color harmony — 
harmonies of analogy and of contrast — is loo 
extensive to touch upon here. Native or culti- 
vated good taste is the safest criterion. In 
the side wall and border, with or without a 
dado; the upper-third treatment; the crown, 
and the French panel. In some cases nothing- 
is lost by running the side wall, from base- 
board to ceiling, with a picture-molding at 
the extreme top. In bedrooms a pretty treat- 
ment is to use a delicately figured paper on the 
ceiling and on the upper part of the wall as 
far down as the picture-molding — eighteen 
inches or so — with a floral pattern or stripe 
on the lower part of the wall, the colors, of 
course, harmonizing. This treatment is espe- 
cially attractive where there is a curved cov- 
ing. Perhaps the best patterns for this purpose 
would be a dainty Dresden effect, above the 
flowers and ribbons of Marie Antoinette, or 
one of the modern lattice or trellis' effects. 
Florals should always be in natural colors, 
though blue roses and pink violets, and other 
atrocities are to be found. 

For the dining-room, where the chairs are 
being constantly pushed back against the wall, 
a dado is desirable, preferably unfigu'red, or in 
a simple pattern harmonizing with the paper 
above, and in a darker or contrasting color. 
At the level of the tops of the chair-backs a 



chair-rail should be used. Dados of water- 
proof material, in durable colorings, are also 
useful, for the hall and stairway, where there 
is much wear and tear. 

The upper-third treatment is very effective 
for some rooms, and has been exceedingly pop- 
eilar, though decorators tell me that it is ceas- 
ing to be a fad. It is particularly effective in 
solid color is used in the lower two-thirds of 
the wall, surmounted by a shallow shelf or 
plate-rail, bearing bric-a-brac. Above this can 
be used a pattern of considerable strength, the 
pictures being hung low, just below the plate- 
rail, with possibly one or two exceptions. 

A good treatment for the dining-room is 
dark green burlap in the lower two-thirds, 
oak woodwork, and oak plate-rail, and a forest 
or vendurc tapestry paper above, in tones of 
green harmonizing with the burlap. The lower 
part can be made even more durable, as well 
as decorative, by means of flat, vertical cleats 
of oak dividing this section of the wall into 
ilar way. A sort of frieze can be devised by 
panels. The library can be treated in a sim- 
rail, held in place and framed by little strips 
arranging a series of photographs or pictures 
of the same size in a row just below the platc- 
of oak. 

The upper-third treatment is often effective 
for the chamber, using a plain stripe in the 
lower two-thirds, with a plate-rail or photo- 
graph-rail, and a bright floral above. 

The crown is a development of the frieze. 
The border paper is so made that it_exactlv 
matches with the side-wall pattern at "a given 
point, without a visible division of any sort, 
finishing oft the decoration at the top of the 
wall with an arch, a cluster of flowers, tree 
tops or some similar effect. The crown is dif- 
ficult to hang properly, and so has not been 
given the. popularity that was expected of it. 
Intrinsicaly it is a very beautiful form of 
decoration, but pictures are apt to interfere 
with the effect, and it is frequently considered 
a little "too much." 

The panel, either square or oblong, reaching 
from near the baseboard to near the ceiling, 
or used above or below the dado-line, is very 
artistic and • very popular. Narrow borders 
and moldings arc made for this purpose. 
Tapestry patterns can be very cleverly paneled 
for thc_ dining-room or library, and nothing 
is prettier for the parlor than a soft, two-tone 
sHk or damask effect, in light tints, framed in 
a little border or panel molding, the panels 
separated by a plain color to match. Moire 
effects arc often pleasingly used as panel fillers. 

A form of wall paper decoration which is 
becoming more and more popular every day is 
the independent frieze— a 'frieze or border, 
usually of a pictorial character, which does 
not match the side wall. Such a frieze should 
always be used with a very simple pattern in 
the side wall, or a plain color, the effect of 
the decoration depending almost entirely upon 
the frieze. The idea is artistically correct, the 
main decoration coming above the line where 
it is likely to be interfered with by pictures, 
which find a suitable background in the simple 
paper below. Many independent friezes are 
now on the market.— Walter A. Dwver, in 
American Homes and Gardens.

In art. the impressionist 
pickles give us appetite for the work of real 
painters. In drama, Bernard Shaw, a mustard 
pickle of superior brand, stirs up our artistic 
digestion to assimilate Maeterlinck and the 
mystics. In music, Max Reger brings us with 
satisfaction and delight to Mendelssohn' and 
Mozart. In theology, the higher critics stim- 
ulate and excite us to a study of St. Paul. 
Pickles have their place. Let us enjoy them.

| the passages from this hall soon con- 
j ducts us to other richly ornamented 
j apartments. First it is the music room, 
| with a piano here and a golden-piped 
I organ there; then it is the library, 
| fitted with bookcases and vvrlting- 
! ih sks; and now it is a circular gal- 
I lory, from which we look Into the great 
j dining hall far below. The roof above 
j us is a dome of colored glass, with the 
sunlight streaming through in many 
I pretty tints, if we descended to the 
dining hull, where more than live hun- 
dred people can assemble at one time, 
we should visit on the way numerous 
bedrooms and sittings rooms, as well 
as other large' dining halls and pretty 
nurseries for very young passengers. 
For this stately vessel . Is built to con- 
vey ;i,00(i people at one time across the 
sea. That is more than there are in 
many towns in England. Wo can im- 
agine how very commodious the 
kitchen and the pantry in such a ship 
must be. Imt there Is not time to visit 
them now. nor go down and down the 
stairs, flight after flight, till, sixty 
feet below the deck on which we just 
stood, we Mini the boilers and fur- 
naces. 

It seems difficult to believe that 
these great ships had their beginning 
many ages ago In the tiny paddle boat 
of our ancestors. Probubly the first 
sailor made his voyages on an old 
trunk of a tree that he found floating 
in a river. Then the first shipbuilder 
cut the branches from a fallen tree, 



shaped the trunk so that it would I 
move more easily through the water, 
and hollowed It out by chopping with 
a hatchet or by burning. Such boats 
are still used by the savages on some 
of the South Sea islands. Then some 
genius invented the coracle, which was 
really just a- wickerwork basket over 
which was stretched the hide of some 
animal. Such a boat was very handy 
because, after crossing the river or 
lake, the voyager could easily carry 
his craft on his back to the next wa- 
ter. Furthermore, the skin, or cover- 
ing, could be quickly removed for stor- 
ing carefully away. Julius Caesar 
found the coracle in use in Great Brit- 
ain when he came, more than fifty 
years before the Christian Era, hut 
thousands of years before that there 
was a similar boat plying backwards 
and forwards on the Tigris river, to 
ferry travellers across. it was pe- 
fectly round in shape, while the skin, 
covering its wickerwork frame, was 
protected from the water witli a coat- 
ing of mineral pitch. A boat made in 
the same manner is still used as a 
ferry on the Tigris. 

As men grew more venturesome, of 
course their ships grew too, and among 
tile earliest to luce the salt sea winds 
were the Egyptians. Their ships were 
mainly propelled by oars, and never 
(if they could help' it ) passed out of 
sight of land. The single .;ail was 
generally managed by a man who sat 
in the stern, while another stood al 
the bow on the lookout. The num- 
bers of oarsmen varied, but ancient 
pictures often show as man}' as thirty 
at work. 

Next came the Greek ships of war. 
They were also very largely propelled 
by oars, Imt were much more ambi- 
tious In size and design titan thuse of 
the Egyptians. The oars were of great 
length and were sometimes arranged 
in three tiers, one above another, thus 
giving to these vessels the common 
name of trireme (three sets of oars). 

As commerce spread among the 
countries bordering the .Mediterranean 
it brought into existence a swift living 
"wasp" among ships. This was' tin: 
now famous pirate boat of the Bar- 
bary States— a long, large-sailed bark 
with sonic twenty oars on a side, and 
with such bold sailors on board that, 
even In comparatively modern times, 
one of their captains entered Cork 
harbor and carried away eight fisher- 
men to lie sla vis in Algiers. 

But of all the ancient ships of war 
that brought terror to our coasts, none 
equalled the fleets of the Viking. His 
ship was built with a skill not shown 
by the nations of the south, perhaps 
because the stormy northern waters 
called for more careful construction. 
The hull of the Viking vessel Is more 
like that of our modern ships. The 
rema|fis of one was discovered not long 
ago which measured 7S feet in length, 
16 '.-j feet In width, anil -1 feet in depth. 
It was pointed at each end, and shaped 
well for gliding swiftly over the water. 
Though oars were used, it w'as to a 
less degree, probably because they 
were very difficult to handle in rough 
water. The sail, as a consequence, 
became of greater importance, and 
much longer voyages wen undertaken. 
Perhaps witli the notion of terrifying 
their enemies, the sea-kings of Norway 
would sometimes curve a dragon's 
head on the front of their ships and a 
dragon's tail at its stern. This was a 
modification of an ancient fancy; for 
the very first sailors of whom we have 
any knowledge were fond of placing 
some grotesque image on the hows of 
their boats to keep in awe the supposed 
evil spirits of the sea. This, at last, 
was changed into a huge eye painted 
on each side, so that the ship might it- 
sell he on the lookout for dangers. The 
old fancy is d.a.l, but the eye is still 
there, and is used for running the an- 
chor chain through. 

Daring wins knowledge, and it was 
the whispers of what others had 
done that sent Columbus on his won- 
derful voyage in 1 IIU. His three ships 
were no better than man'.- of our fish- 
ing smacks. The largest, the Santa 
.Maria, was 93 feet long, and already 
tin- worse for wear; so, to make her 
more seaworthy, her sides were braced 
with upright timbers placed at frequent 
intervals. She carried one tall mast 
and two short ones. More than four 
hundred years after, when a gnat ex- 
hibition was held in A rica tile 

Spaniards built another ship exactly 
like her. and sailed it across the U- 
luntic. They said it was a most un- 
comfortable voyage. But luxury in sea 
travelling was not thought of until 
the passenger put in an appearance. 

Columbus set the example for man} 
great voyages, and as we proceed the 

names of famous ships cm rowding 

on our memory - ships of which Drake, 
Raleigh, Froblsher, Davis and Dam- 
pier were th,- captains; hut they still 
remained small and cramped, in spite 
of King Hent) \ 111 and his Or. at 
Harry. This was a large wooden ship 
with more than one deck.' It had four 
masts, carrying a great spread f can- 
vas.. But the Great Hiirrj is princi- 
pally famous as having been the 
pioneer of our Navy. Il made no 
voyages, and nu t lis end in a cloud of 
smoke and flame on 27 th August 
1653. 

It was not until the days of Captain 
Cook that the comfort ,,f th,. sailor 
Shortly before this 



1811, there was built on the banks of 
the Clyde a small steamer 40 feet long 
and 10 feet wide. It was christened 
tile Comet, perhaps rather an ambi- 
tious name for a vessel that could 
travel at the rate of only five miles an 
hour. However, this slow speed was 
pari I}- due to a mistake of the de- 
signers, who provided it witli four 
paddle wheels. These proved "too 
much of a good thing," and when they 
were reduced to one on each side, the 
Comet mended her pace. For many 
years she carried passengers to and 
fro between Glasgow and Greenock. 

With the introduction of steam 
there came also another change; the 
gradual use of iron instead of wood in 
the building of the ship. 

Passenger steamboats now quickly 
appeared on our various rivers, very 
strange to look at, witli their tunnels 
as tall as their masts, and much more 
smoky than we should consider neces- 
sary. Ind I, it was the wasteful way 

tbev had of burning coal that pre- [ 
vented them from putting to sea. and j 
It was not until 18oS that tin- Atlantic 
was satisfactorily crossed by the 
Great Western, helped on her way by 
sails as well as steam . 

For manj years alter this sails were 
used in combination with the engines. 
The Great Eastern, launched in lSaS, 
had six masts for carrying sails, two 
paddle wheels, ami a screw. 

But, you see. it was necessary to 
use every means of propelling its 
huge hull through the water. The 
Great Eastern carried 1,000 people, 
and was designed to make the journey 
from London to Calcutta, round the 
Cape of Good Hope, without stopping 
anywhere for coal. Her "coal scuttle," 
therefore, was made large enough to 
contain ID, 000 tons. Her upper decl£ 
was G92 feet long, and afforded two 
promenades—each nearly a furlong in 
length. Alas! the Great Eastern was 
too big for her times. It was almost 
Impossible to find passengers and cur- 
goes to fill her, and, after some years 
of a profitless career, she was broken 
up. Xo; we must not say profitless, 
when we remember that the Great 
Eastern, in spite of many dangers and 
difficulties, laid the first telegraph 
rable across the Atlantic. The work 
was begun on 30th June. ISfifi. and t lie 
shore end of I In- huge cable having 
been fixed at the island of Valentin, 
off the coast of Ireland, the Great 
Eastern steamed slowly westward un- 
coiling the cable as she went. Many 
difficulties had to be overcome, but 
the coast of Newfoundland was 
reached on the '.'Ttli of July, and the 
Old World and the Xew were thus, at 
last, successfully linked together. 

A short time before the Great Eas- 
tern was built the screw propeller be- 
gan i.o take the place of the paddle 
wheels. And this was the last im- 
portant change in our ocean steam- 
ships-till, a few years ago, the turbine 
engine was tried and proved such a 
great success. 

Before that, the old-fashioned en- 
gines had been improved year after 
year, and faster and faster ships dri- 
ven by them wen- built, till at last it 
was found that they could not be im- 
proved any more; or, at any rate, that 
it would he too cost!}- to build faster 
ships witli this kind of engine. And 
then people began to think that the 
voyage across the Atlantic would 
never be any shorter. Hut when the 
turbine engine was made suitable for 
ships, it was found that il would en- 
able shipbuilders to build still faster 
vessels. At first .small steamers were 
tried, then -larger ones, and at length 
the great Lusitania and her sister the 
Maurctania were launched, which in 
turn have beaten all records for cross- 
ing tin- Atlantic, 

Finally, tin- little petrol engine, that 
has made itself so useful ill our mo- 
tor cars, is being used more and more 
ever year lor driving the screws of 
small boats. Ii is all the more useful 
for this purpose as its fuel consists of 
oil instead of coal, thus requiring 
much less space in the boat for stor- 
age. Though most frequently seen on 
rivers, or calm waters, where they 
leave the sailing yachts far behind, 
motor-boats arc also built large 
enough to make short sea voyages. 
The best among them will travel at 
more than thirty miles an hour; and 
with such a promise of usefulness us 
this, we can hardly wonder that the 
little engines are being fitted to all 
manner of craft, including the humble 
fishing-boat.— John Lea, in Little 
Folks.

A Great Roast. 

One of the living "lions" of London 
has been injured in a motor accident. 
Mr. Thomas Davoy has been cook at 
Slmpson'a-in-the-Strand for over 42 
years, dating from Ensfo r Sunday 1887, 
and during that time, has roasted 
10,750,000 pounds or meat. He is nt 
Lowestoft for his holidays, and while 
out walking, a motor-car skidded and 
dashed into him ; 
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This is Wcstport in Irish, and means "the 
fort of the cows," but 1 am concerned with the 
place itself, A rough rectangle of the Atlantic, 
over a hundred suqare miles and with three 
hundred islands, cuts its wild way among the 
mountains; and against the ocean at the outer 
end, sixteen miles from the base, is Clare Isl- 
and, the largest of them all, with ts re lies of 
mediaeval piety, where tine Royal O'Malleys 
held out against the pagan sea-dogs of the 
North, retiring to rest and pray in the inter- 
vals of their triumphant piracy. This is Clew 
.Ray. The Royal O'Malleys are here yet, hut 
unconscious of their kingdom. I knew the last 
of the direct line, Sir Franci* 5 O'Mallcy, Bar- 
onet, who. having come gracefully to the end 
of his possessions, left Ireland to earn his liv- 
ing in America as a laborer; no unusual thing 
in this region, where 1 know patrician peas- 
ants, with their nervous hands and delicate 
features, who have been reduced from culture 
to illiteracy in two generations, and whose 
inherent refinement continues to be repro- 
duced through the drudging destiny of the 
spade, unrelieved even by the sympathy with 
life that lightens labor through knowledge of 
its ways and means. 

The ancient town nf Wcstport lies on the 
southeast corner of the hay, sheltered on three 
sides by the mountains, and rescued from the 
usual desolation of Irish towns by the beautiful 
demesne of Lord Sligo, whose family have 
clung to their Irish home through changing 
fortunes, and left many marks of their devo- 
tion to the interests of the people. Fine old 
trees on the margins of wide streets overhang 
the shining stream that passes through the 
town, and children come to count the lazy 
trout in the water. Except on a fair day or 
i>n the occasion of an excursion to Croagh 
Patrick. Wcstport is a silent place, bearing all 
the marks of an arrested civilization, with 
public buildings beyond proportion to present 
needs and traces of design that must have been 
conceived for things that came not. A low- 
bridge spans the stream near the gales of the 
demesne, and from this a straight, wide street 
runs far up the hill, with an imposing monu- 
mental statue that rises high over the houses 
and the horizon. About halfway up the hill 
I find myself on the terrace where the monu- 
ment stands, in the middle of the marketplace, 
a circular space wMh four streets opening into 



it at right angles, and immediately reminding 
me of Oxford Circus. Above the terrace the 
street, steeper and steeper, ends in a 
bleak road that leads away to the wilds of 
Connemara. Many shops arc shut, and many 
others are converted into poor dwellings, where 
the working classes appear to be always idle, 
making it a wonder how the}' can maintain 
their destitution, so much harder to support 
than comfort. 

On the other side of the road a still 
steelier road leads up into a sunny lap of the 
mountains, where George Birmingham, the au- 
thor of "The Seething Rot." nestles in his 
leafy peace and evolves Ins brilliant satire on 
the human and superhuman oddity that de- 
nies Wcstport its natural destiny as a play- 
ground for poets. Why satire, and not re- 
mance. must .arise from this delightful dream 
of Nature is a question 1 must one day discuss 
with Birmingham; a question the more curious 
in view of his own buoyant and generous per- 
sonality, whose welcome for the Irish wander- 
er from any corner of the world demands no 
credentials but the love of Ireland. 

Skirting the hay on the way to the Croagh, 
we come to Mallow Cottage, where Mr. Wil- 
liam O'Brien, at his best, in the intervals be- 
tween his campaigns, rests from the strain of 
bis patriotism, and entertains his quests with 
a kindness that makes them wonder where lie 
borrows the qualities of conflict which he puts 
into his books and speeches. Win must we 
Irish always publish the worst of ourselves to 
the world, and hide the best of ourselves as it 
we were ashamed of it? In the same way, 
when the Empire has a nasty battle to fight, 
we are there in front ; and then we proclaim 
our disloyalty until the next nasty battle, while 
the Scotch and the Welsh take the halfpence 
with the kicks and the credit with the sacrifice; 
surely the .self-contradictions of a people who 
have not yet discovered themselves, and who, 
as rich in the initial virtues as they are bank- 
rupt in the rewards of virtue, drift below their 
worth to a doom for ever sacrificing method to 
motive and life to its indefinite ideals. 

The pagan spirit is still in. the air. Rook- at 
midnight for the wayward lights that move in 
their mystery among the crags beyond the 
touch of human tread; and listen to the spirit 
of the hills, the voice of solitude, in the wild 



epics of hereditary legend that pass from home 
to home, the unwritten literature of isolated 
imagination. 

Even on top of the Croagh, the Stations of 
the Cross following the circling ruins of a pa- 
gan rampart, and many smaller hills are topped 
by similar traces of pagan power, all in sight of 
another, as if to mark the location of forgotten 
frontiers. This was probably one of the last: 
regions in these kingdoms to accept the final 
triumphs of Christian authority ; and even 
Christian tradition itself remains obviously 
mixed with paganism, as in the narrative of 
the evil spirits who, in the form of crows, at- 
tacked Saint Patrick himself on top of the Sa- 
cred Mountain — a survival of native pantheism 
which still continues even in the approved 
biographies of Patrick. 

The road to Castlebar runs away up from 
the bay to tin," east, a white stairway across 
green terraces, to the floor of Ireland: and at 
the top, more than a mile from Wcstport, bur. 
looking less, with an arm of the sea -still cling- 
ing to the bills on mv right. I turn to think 
"I iood-hy." and find I can go no farther now. 
.Nothing I have ever seen is quite like this. 

It is only after lea, on one of the longest 
days, just before evening begins to color cre- 
ation in its own mood. The sea is still silver. 
The low islands are still green. Their foliage 
grows out of the glittering waters. The hills 
are still brown, the brown of the heather, as 
yet untouched by the purple waning of the 
wonderful day. The mountains are stHl naked, 
bathing their breasts in the purest sunshine, 
in proper preparation for the dainty drapings 
that will heighten their charm by half hiding' it 
in another hour. No, I cannot go yet. 

Away to the south rise the peaks of Conne- 
mara. Away northward stretches the brown 
wilderness of Belmullet; behind me, towards 
the interior, the green undulations of fertile 
Ireland., where the slow herds already wind 
their way from the richer valleys to their sleep- 
ing places on the higher ground. 1 can follow 
the irregular outline of the Ox Mountains at 
fort)' miles, and at twenty I can see. white 
specks on tlie faces of the hills, probably the 
gables of whitewashed cottages; but this litis 
taken some time, and, back again to the bay. I 
find another world, till things the same, and 
everything different; Croagh Patrick has come 



suddenly near, and the first tinges of purple 
have begun to settle on its eastern buttresses. 
The mighty cone has softened its outlines, and 
Clare Island has darkened into a low mass on 
the ocean horizon, like a friendly monster pro- 
tecting the bay. The water is turning blue now. 
There is not less light, but there is more color, 
richer, deeper, more delicate, more varied ; a.n4 
all is changing, changing sweetly, silently. The 
day, past middle age, puts on its ma'turesl 
splendor. Evening, the painter, is abroad with 
her brush. I must wait to see her work'. The 
outline sketch of her giant fresco already em- 
braces the boundaries of both worlds, and the 
rising detail is as delicate as the scheme is 
magnificent. The shadows begin to fall; the 
picture begins to grow, on the easel of the 
L'ni verse. 

1 had nearly missed those opal gorges that 
crest their precipices with gold, where slanting- 
lights are glancing from the facets of the 
mountain through the lonely spaces of the 
crags: where shimmering shafts have shot the 
green lichens into cushions of orange yellow on 
the lonely ledges that must have made the 
seats of gods and goddesses in the olden days 
within this matchless council chamber of 
divinity. Even now their loving spirits seem 
to linger in the wandering lights at midnight. 

1 turn from the gold and opal in the gorges 
to find a deeper purple on the heaving masses 
all around; the bay a deeper blue, tin- farther 
islands grouping dimly like an anchored fleet ; 
Clare Island out of sight, the noble distances 
diminishing, but only to intensify the sweet- 
ness of the perspective. The Croagh, like a 
queen among her courtiers, has put on her 
evening dress, in coloring more exquisite than 
till the others. The minutes pass, and each 
completes a still more perfect picture than the 
last, until the flaming sun dips down behind 
the water and the evening draws her veil upon 
the crowns ©f gold upon the mountain heads. 
A few stray flecks of chastening gold still 
hang among the lights that rise behind the 
quiet bosom of the ocean, and the Evening Star 
comes peeping through the traces of the purple 
haze. I feel the soft and moistening air upon 
my hands to tell me of the twenty miles or 
more between me and my dinner; but the 
earthly appetites have no place here, and still 
1 linger in my place to fix a memory more 



sweet than any other of the kind that I have 
ever known. Who can help loving a land to 
which God litis been so kind and sympathizing 
with a people to whom man has been so cruel? 
— London Times.

of mine, is not much more advanced. The suf- 
ferer, after visiting the hot room, had his chest 
well sprinkled with crushed pepper and cov- 
ered with hot ashes, then he was laid upon a 
hot stone slab to perspire for twenty minutes. 
After this his head was washed three times 
and both neck- and head -were thoroughly mas- 
saged ; then he was wrapped in four or five 
towels and left to his own devices — to smoke

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Upland Shooting 
Over Dogs 

Perhaps the best reason for the popularity 
of upland game bird shooting is its infinite 
variety, which embraces the finest combination 
of walking in woods and fields when Nature is 
in her happiest mood. Each season brings 
dozens of new sensations and scores of novel 
experiences to the sportsman. The birds act 
differently in different localities; they adapt 
themselves to circumstances, and, if closely 
hunted, adopt new measures to protect them- 
selves. Grouse usually take the more direct 
line in their flight, and are so cunning as to 
often put a tree between their course and the 
man. Quail fly farther when the country is 
open, or where persistently followed. As the 
season lengthens, the sportsman will learn to 
read country as a child does a primer, slowly 
at first, but finally with a comprehensive 
glance that sees instantly the good territory 
and rejects poor cover. And he will find oc- 
casionally, to his surprise, a code grouse 
springing from some apparently impossible bit 
of cover, or a bevy of quail crouched under 
bare oak scrub in the dead leaves which he is 
strolling away from while the dog is working 
the thickety 'hollow below. Always there is 
the lure of uncertainty. 

Along old logging roads in the ruffed 
grouse country you will generally find birds 
in the early morning or evening around the 
tops of fallen trees, in elder thickets at the 
edges of clearings, and sometimes along the 
lower mountainsides. Occasionally the birds 
plunge in headlong flight from the middle of a 
tall tree, and vour chances for a score are about 
as one in fifty. After a full day's work you 
will be more than repaid with a brace and a 
half of the wary, splendid birds. Then there 
are the long tramps up the sides of ravines in 
the bracing air or in the cool seclusion of the 
old timber trails, where you take off your cap 
and walk bareheaded in the shadows. 

Moderate Cost 

In quail shooting you will be nearer the 
farms and fields, sometimes following the dog 
as the birds "road" ahead for a hundred yards 
or so, and again moving stealthily toward a 
game-concealing hedgerow, every nerve alive, 
expecting each moment to repeal a brown cat- 
apult springing into the air. 

It is the joy of living and the maximum of 
delightful outdoor sport. Old orchards, 
hedges, cornfields where grass has grown up 
along the rows, thickety hollows in the midst 
of cornfields, wood-lots where hazel bushes 
have grown up. and blackberry briers, the 
edges of stubble fields, fence corners, especial- 
ly when grown up in weeds, willow thickets, 
creek bottoms, clover pastures— these are 
where the cunning brown chaps lie. and only 
the practised eye can pick out the likely spots 
at one survev of the surroundings. 

The novice who can make his first trips 
afield accompanied by a friend who is ex- 
perienced is fortunate. But this is not es- 
sential. Nor is a course of trap-shooting ne- 
cessary. Bird-shooting is absolutely dilfcrent 
from practise at inanimate targets, and the 
best way to become a wing-shot is to shoot in 
the cover at the birds themselves. A great 
deal of this will be more or less "snap-shoot- 
ing," and practise will bring it to a reasonable 
degree of skill. 

The sport is one within the means of every 
man. A good,' serviceable, double-barreled gun 
can be had for $30. A number of makes are in 
the market at around this figure. Coat, trous- 
ers, shell-vest, leggings, and stout shoes can 
be had for, say, $15 additional. The coat will 
last forever; at least, many old hunting coats 
seem to date from Adam's day. The shell- 
vest is indestructible. The trousers and shoes 
must be occasionally replaced. The gun will 
stand for a lifetime if any care at all is taken 
of it. 

For an outlay of, say, S50 at the outside, 
then, a man is fitted to begin the sport. "But." 
says the inquirer, "how about the shells and 
the dog?" True enough. Shells for an entire 
season of sensible upland shooting will not 
cost over S3. 50. A good pup, either setter^or 
pointer, can be had for from $10 to S20. ^ on 
can train him yourself, and get a vast deal of 
amusement and instruction doing it. A bud 
dog takes as naturally to hunting as a duck- 
to water, and a six or .-.even months' old pup 
of fairly good stock will often commence to 
find birds' with astonishing precocity. 

A "Fancy Dog" Not Necessary. 

It is a mistake to suppose that a man needs 
a high-priced dog for upland shooting. .Many 
a good dog of blurred or no pedigree has ac- 
quitted himself wisely and well in the field : 
care and patience will evolve a reliable dog 
from very modest beginnings. The city or 
town is a poor place to keep a dog in. and it 
is best to arrange with some one to keep luni 
in the neighborhood where you do your shoot - 
ing. The gun for upland shooting should be 
a 12-gage, bored cylinder 111 the right-hand 
barrel, and modified choke in the left. Shoot 
with both eyes open, and learn to pull the trig- 
ger, or rather press the trigger, without ner- 
vous jerking. If you are in a country where 
there are a good many quail, and you are a 
beginner, let a bevy or two and some single 
birds flush without' firing a shot, merely aim- 
ing your gun to get the direction and angle 
of their flight. Remember that a quail usual- 
ly rises on the left and right quartering shots, 
and aim above as well as ahead of it. This 
holding ahead and over the bird will come as 
a matter of practice. The same way with the 
ruffed grouse. 

Take any shot within a reasonable dis- 
tance, and do not be afraid to use your am- 
munition in such practice. Don't hurry in 
your pursuit of a bevy of quail, or a covey of 
grouse. Remember that' some birds from a 



group. may drop down before the main body 
alight and scatter, and you may be running 
over a good chance to pick up a single. 

Don't hurry your dog either. Half a doz- 
en quail and a couple of rabbits will make 
your game-pockets heavy enough. Make the 
actual shooting of the game' one of the many 
incidents of the day, and never the main idea 
of your outing. 

Cultivate the camera habit by all means. 
But don't overdo it. There is no such vital 
thrill in merely "taking pictures," as there is 
in studying the birds' habits and trailing them 
to their most ' carefully hidden cover. 

The true sportsman is he who blends deep 
enjoyment of the woods and streams with 
practice of the art of wing-shooting; a manly 
accomplishment, bringing in its train national 
enjoyment, skill and hand and eye, compan- 
ionship of congenial comrade and dog, and a 
communion with outdoors at once healthful 
and inspiring. 

Use smokeless powder. It gives the novice 
a chance to bring Ins second barrel to bear 
when he has missed with the first, and it gives 
the good shot a better chance to bring down 
"doubles." 

As to sizes of shots, eights for quail, sixes 
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Castle

Don't let yourself be tempted to 
shoot a ruffed grouse on the "set." hven if 
an old cock has fooled you into following him 
for miles, and you finally locate him in a tree 
and could "pot" him, don't do it. Plant your- 
self firmly on the honorable stand of a wing- 
shot, and resist the "target" shots. 

Keep vour gun clean, and never shoot in 
thick cover unless you can see your compan- 
ion. Always hunt with one person in prefer- 
ence to a crowd, Three is just one too many 
in upland shooting. Get acquainted with some 
fanning community if you are intent on quail 
shooting, and help stock their covers -.villi ad- 
ditional birds sent in during the early spring 
months. If you are after grouse, pay a little 
to see that the game laws arc enforced in your 
favorite locality. Keep in touch with game 
conditions in the neighborhood you hunt in, 
and in general, take an interest in the sport. 

Plenty of Variety. 

Upland shooting is the cream of all bird- 
shooting. It has not the wearisome monot- 
ony of sitting cramped in a "blind" waiting 
for ducks, nor the stubborn slogging away 
through the wallows of the snipe marshes. It 
takes you through alternate wood and field, 
meadow and stream, and gives ample time to 
loaf, -to observe, to philosophize, and to smoke. 
You do not have to exert yourself in particular, 
you are not after a medal. Whoever has 
drawn close to the stanch dog as he stands 
to a "point" in buck-wheat patch or m corn- 
field or in brush heap has sensed a thrill of 
expectancy which not the most jaded can res- 
ist, placed as it is in a near perfect setting— 
the wine-pure air of the woodland, the glow of 
Indian summer. 

Above and beyond all is the forgetting of 
everything but the immediate present, even 
as a man becomes expert with the gun and ad- 
vanced in woodcraft, repeated surprises await 
him — tho bevy of quail which would not act 
"right." the cock- grouse that always took to 
the tree-tops, the occasional woodcock darting 
like a gold-brown streak through the thicket 
which you were tramping for quail, his phan- 
tom squeak mocking your hasty and ineffec- 
tual double shot as he disappeared from sight. 

If you would indeed banish dull care to the 
limbo of complete oblivion, get a shotgun 
and take up wing-shooting for quail and 
grouse in the russet and tawny October days, 
Be a boy again and laugh over your many 
misses and gloat secretly on your occasional 
center shots. See that cock grouse now! You 
killed him clean at 50 yards just as lie passed 
that tree trunk, and" mark how the good dog 
looks up as much as to say "that was my mas- 
ter." — Grant McGaffey, in Colliers.

became, after the departure of the Romans, the 
capital of the Strathclydc Britons. Ilcnce its 
nomenclature, now modernized into the most 
prosaic Dumbarton. Not until the defeat of 
Vancouver, the hist of the British kings, by 
Kenneth III. of Scotland, did it cease to be a 
capital city; though later, we find the then 
reigning monarch often inhabiting its castle 
walls. 

The Prison of Wallace. 

Here Scotland's mighty Wallace was held 
a sorry prisoner ere he met his doom at the 
hands 'of England's king: there the Earl of An- 
gus was incarcerated till kindly death set him 
free. In 1479 the castle with all the revenues 
appertaining thereto, was bestowed upon Lord 
Darnley by his sovereign master, King 
James; though later, it would seem that the 
recipient's ingratitude had given his monarch 
cause to repent him of bis indulgence, and 
orders were given to besiege my Lord Darn- 
lev's habitation. In October 1489, lames ac- 
companied by Argyll, his Chancellor, ami 
others of his lords' laid siege to Dumbarton 
Castle, which finally capitulated, after some 
six week's defiance. 

Thereafter, it would seem again to have 
been used as a Royal residence, as witness 
such entries as those in the treasurer's ac- 
counts. 

"Item, to the man thai play it to the king 
on the clarscha be the king's command, xiiij. 

"Item, to the pvper of Dunbartanc be the 
king's command, xiiij.'' 

"Item, to the man that rowed the king fra 
Inchmirane to I lunhartanc. 

"Item, to the priests in Dunhartane, x. sh." 
After Flodden. 

Hut. later. Dumbarton Castle was to know 
another siege, when "the flowers o' the forest" 
had been "a' wede awa, " on the bloody field 
of Flodden, and with them their Sovereign 
and king. In the Regency which followed, 
the Karl nf Arran, assisted by Glencairn and 
Lennox, again attacked Dumbarton Castle in 
their endeavor to wrest the Regency from the 
Queen .Mother. Thus does an old historian 
tell the story : 

"In anc mirk, wyndy nicht, the xij, of Jan- 
uary 1514, they under myndil the nedder sole 
of ("he yet! of Dumbartane. and cnterit thairat, 
and lu'ik the Castell and put ftirth the Lord 
Erskine. then Captaine thairof." 

Krom this time on during the Regency and 
the reign id' James V. owing to the unsettled 
stale of the country, the castle was more than 
once seized by unlawful hands, It was from 
Dumbarton that the then youthful Mary, 
Qtiecn of Scots, sailed for France on the yih 
of August 1547, after a sojourn within the cas- 
tle's historic walls, and here .she returned a 
widow some sixteen years later, on her way 
from visiting her half-sister, the Duchess of 
Argyll. Later, when the hapless Mary was 
defeated at Langside by Regent Moray, it 
was to her childhood's home at old Dumbar- 
ton Castle that she was fleeing for protection. 
But once again, Lennox, then Regent, cast a 



covetous eye upon the ancient keep; though 
it was only by the treacherous connivance of a 
soldier in the castle that the capture was fin- 
ally effected. 

How the Castle Was Taken. 

There is still extant the copy of a letter 
giving an account of the siege and final sur- 
render, entitled "Ane Letter of Thomas Craw- 
furd, written to J hone Knox at the Laird of 
Braid's request: 

"Ryhct honorable sir, — l.vfter my bartlie 
commendationis, the Laird of Braid" schawis 
me that ye are desyrous to know the manner 
of the tacking of Dunbar-ane, and what we 
fand into it. The maner was this: I haivand 
knowledge of the manner how they watched 
and whare, and haivand ane yoeman may, one 
that had bene ane of the watchmen of before, 
wha knew all the Craig, vvhe' e it was best to 
clymb. and whare fewest laddie-- would serve; 
without any further intelligence I ink on hand 
1o give ane assay and to do that thing that 
was possible. Upon the which we departed 
from Glasgow ane hour befoie the sun setting. 
I haivand provyed of befoir tiie ledders, and 
coards, and crawes of iron to put betwixt 
craigis to put coanhs to; and afore we struke 
our drum in Glasgow, send out our horsemen 
to keip all the passages that none shall gang 
before; and sua we passed fordwart while we 
come to the hill of Dunbucklc, within anc 
mile of the said castle: and there, about ane 
after midnycht, we lav down our ledders and 
our cordis, and sorted all our business, as it 
were king to write. Be this was done daylight 
was come, because it was long of doing; and 
thare wc tui It ane of the ledders and brought 
it to the wall, whairwith we enlerit werie 
man ; and at the c-ntrie of the first man upon 
the top of the wall, the watch hat sat besyde 
saw him, and immcdiatelie he cryed, and 
waikencd the place, and anc chid of myst fell 
about us. which was lytic lychter nor the 
nycht, and there comes out of sundrie houses of 
the place men running naiked. . . .and because 
the myst was sua done some lap the wallis 
and escapit, and uthcr some we gal. as ye have 
heard. And what munitione and uthcr things 
we gat within the house ye shall receavc the 
inventar of it, as just as I can give it you. And 
fardcr I can say nocht except ane thing that f 
will assure you of as I live, we had no man- 
ner of intelligence within the bouse; nor with- 
out the house, nor 1 have spoken of befoir, sua 
commits you to the keping of the eternall 
God. 

(Of Leith the 14 day of Januar he your as-, 
sured at power), 

Thomas Crawfurd. of Jordanhill." 
Treachery. 

After the death of Lennox in "1583 little is 
heard of the castle until 1638, when the As- 
sembly of Glasgow, having "abolished the new 
form of religion, and denounced the Bishops, 
the Provost and Council of Dumbarton, con- 
cluded that it was their duty to take their 
venerable fortress out of the keeping of a 
recusant who differed from them in religious 
matters. They therefore met one Sunday in 
the house of the Provost, and sent an invita- 
tion to Sir William Stewart to dine there after 
service at the chapel. Suspecting no treach- 
ery he came unattended amongst them, and 
was at once met with a demand for the keys 
of the castle. In vain he protested that he 
had them not ; he was ultimately compelled 
to send a messenger to procure them. Then, 
under threat of instant death, in case of be- 
traying them, he was forced to give the pass- 
word tor jhc night, and to exchange clothes 
with one of his captors. In the twilight the 
sham governor easily gained an entrance to 
the castle, and soon placed bis party in pos- 
session without the shedding of blood. 

So much for the old days which arc now 
no more. With those later centuries, his- 
toric Dumbarton Castle— or rather, what still 
stands of the original edifice — has fallen upon 
peaceful times. Long gone is that earlier per- 
iod of warfare and bloodshed, hostility and 
siege, and now the old fortress, with the older 
rock, stands gazing out over the blue river, 
where the flags of the world pass to and fro, 
dreaming, it may be. not so much of the days 
of wrong and ruth for ever dead, as of long 
glad days of coming p-eace to be. 

Dumbarton Castle has now been taken 
from the custody of the war office, and placed 
in that of the office of works, and with, the 
change the single military occupant has been 
transferred elsewhere. The ancient fortress 
remains in charge of an ex-R.G.A. corporal, 
who has received - an appointment as park 
ranger under the Office of Works. 



SHOULD LEFT-HANDED BATTING BE 
ABOLISHED? 

One of the most remark-cable features of 
the present cricket season has been the as- 
tounding success of the Australian left-hand- 
ers, and, in view of this, it is interesting to note 
that, in the Strand Magazine for September, 
Sir A. C'onan Doyle passes a severe note of 
censure upon left handed batsmen, and urges 
that left-handed batting should be entirely 
abolished. 

In the course of his remarks, he says : "The 
left-handed bowler hurts no one, but the bats- 
man is undeniably a nuisance, delaying the 
game and giving the field an immense amount 
of trouble. Why should lie be permitted to do 
this when he is in so immense a minority? Ol 
course, any legislation upon the subject should 
respect the position ol all existing batsmen, 
and should give a margin of three or four 
years, so that those players who are coming 
on might not be disqualified. But after that 
date I would enact that no new player be ad- 
mitted as a left-handed batsman into first-class 
cricket." 

In the same article he also gives many in- 
teresting recollections of various sports in 
•which he has taken a part in different parts of 
the world both by land and sea. - ^ 



The Frivolous 
Button 



I counted eight dozen on the linen frock 
of the girl who sat next to me on the omnibus. 
She was not above the average height, and 
the buttons ran in vertical lines from head to 
foot, four of them, two rows in front and two 
behind ; so it would not be an exaggeration to 
allow another dozen for a tall woman. In 
many of the frocks to be seen just now a row 
is added round the bottom hem, and the 
waistband is also punctuated with buttons at 
intervals of about an inch. Altogether, it is 
quite possible for a woman, wearing the typi- 
cal frock of the moment, to carry about with 
her some twelve dozen large, round, flat, use- 
less buttons. Anybody with imagination, sup- 
posing buttons to exist solely for the purpose 
of buttoning, might* think of the frock as 
doomed to disintegration when unfastened; 
but the function of the modern button is rarely , 
to button. Every woman knows that while 
hooks are made to hook, buttons arc made to 
hide the hooks. 

Once upon a time, before wc discovered the 
decorative possibilities of buttons, wc used 
them as a means of fastening our frocks, and' 
were not ashamed to let them be seen. To the 
very little girl of those days the tiresome pro-' 
cess of changing from one frock into another' 
became almost a guilty pleasure, when there 
were nursery authorities to be evaded, and a: 
whole row of buttons could be unfastened 
with a single rip from bottom hem to neck 
frill — a f C at in which one became perfect with 
a little practice. Nowadays all is changed. 
We still wear buttons, many, many more than 
ever before; but just because they have de- 
veloped into a form of ornament they have] 
ceased to be a form of fastening. There has' 
even grown up a subtle suggestion of inferior- 
ity in connection with a button that can be 
used as a button, and on the rare occasions 
when we revert to the good old custom of ; 
fastening our blouses with buttons instead of 
with hooks, there' are generally concealed 
under an upper flap of material, upon which 
the superior and frivolous button reigns ram- 
pant. But why not button the blouse in the 
first place with' the button that shows instead 
of with the button that has to be hidden under 
the button that shows? It is here that wc 
touch the maximum of the whole absurdity. 

The ornamental button, occupying a posi- 
tion in which it could never be called upon to 
do any serious work, is bad enough. It violates 
every principle of art, especially when it ap- 
pears on a hat, though it must greatly aid the 
labors of the home milliner to know that when 
she can no longer use her last year's feathers 
or her last year's flowers for her new autumn 
bat, she can always decorate it with the pearl 
buttons from her last year's coat. Or if she can 
buy or collect sufficient buttons of the same 
kind, as one used to collect penny stamps to 
make into snakes, she can construct a whole 
toque of buttons by sewing them together on 
a wire shape, slightly overlapping one another, 
as picture postcards do when we paste them 
on a screen. This is not a nightmare produced 
by inspection of hat-shop windows. I have 
seen that toque, and it was labelled Paris. For 
that matter, I believe I should prefer 1 a hat 
made of buttons to a hat covered with bunches' 
of hard, metallic grapes which have been grow- 
ing horribly obvious in recent millinery. This 
may be prejudice induced by a lively memory 
of a summer holiday in which there was gencr- 
allv a background of real soft green grape, 
vinces; but I do not believe any woman can 
really enjoy wearing a hat trimmed with 
brittle, many-colored grapes that rattle with 
everv gust of wind or every jerk of the motnr- 
omnibus. It must be so suggestive of sitting 
indoors in a high wind when a tile on the roof 
is loose. 

But absurd as it is to wear buttons on our 
beads just because they happen to be fashion- 
able on our dresses. I think the limit of un- 
reason is finally reached when we employ an 
ornamental masquerader of a button to con- 
ceal a business one; still more when we use it 
to conceal a book. For years, just because 
buttons w ere out of fashion, we have struggled 
to fasten our blouses at the back with hooks, 
while we decorated them in front with but- 
tons; for years we have received back from 
the laundress, weekly, a series of crushed, 
maimed, and i rrccognizable hooks that would 
never hook again. And now that deliverance 
is within our grasp, we have entirely failed, 
to take the gifts that fashion offers us, and we 
continue to use hooks with buttons placed oit| 
the top of them. Why a hook should receive! 
a decoration that in France would be. reserved) 
for a general or a man of letters, nothing irr 
its past career serves to explain. 

A chance remains for us in ordering* cam 
autumn frock. If wc must trim it with buttons,, 
let sonic at least of these be real buttons that] 
button. It one, or even half of one, of the twoi 
parallel rows that are to be seen on the- front) 
of every gown, in these days, were made toj 
unbutton, the existence of all the rest as orna-, 
ments would be partly justified. It may be| 
objected that, this arrangement might spoil] 
what is called the "set." of the dress; but since) 
the alternative is to insert hooks and e3 r es| 
under the buttons, the wearer requiring some-, 
form of admittance into the gown, thjs objec-t 
tion need not be taken very seriously. And) 
even on the frock coat of the sex that is com-i

We have no word in English to indicate the 
varied crab-and-shrimp-like creatures of salt 
and fresh waters in the same way as "insect" 
designates the six-legged, usually winged ter- 
restrial creatures of many kinds — beetles, 
bees, bugs, two-winged flics, dragon flies, day 
flics and butterflies (really "fluttcr-bys'). 
They arc all "insects." Naturalists call the 
aquatic shrimp-and-crab creatures "crusta- 
ceans." Perhaps "crab" might be used in a 
large sense to include them all, together with 
the true crabs, as the Germans use their word, 
"krebs." The shore-crab is the most familiar 
of all crustaceans in the living, moving con- 
dition. Boiled lobsters, prawns and shrimps are 
more generally familiar members of the class, 
but the "undressed" living crab is better 
known to everyone who has been on the sea- 
shore than the live lobster, prawn and shrimp. 
Londoners have been beard to express inter- 
est in the curious blue variety of lobster 
caught on the coast, not being aware that the 
hot bath which lie takes before, he too, is 
"dressed." causes his blue armour to change 
its color to a brilliant scarlet. ( >ccasionally a 
regular ordinary lobster is caught, in which 
this change has occurred during life in the 
sea — and there are some enormous deep-sea 
prawns of a pound in weight which always 
have a splendid crimson color. 

A curious kind of prawn (by name Althea 
rubra), of fair size, is found under "the low- 
tide rocks" in the Channel Islands, which not 
only is of a deep crimson color, but snaps his 
fingers at you — or rather one of his fingers — • 
or claws — when you try to catch him, making 
a loud crack audible at 20 yards' distance. A 
correspondent remonstrated with me the other 
day for speaking of prawns and shrimps as 
brilliantly colored animals. 1 think 1 was 
right. The common big prawn, if you see him 
in a large vessel of sea-water with the light 
shining through him, is very brilliantly mark- 
ed with colored bands 'and spots — reddish- 
brown, blue ami yellow — which arc displayed 
on a tiansparent, almost colorless surface. Of 
course, boiling turns him pale red. A com- 
mon smaller species of prawn when boiled is 
often sold as "pink shrimps," and lately a 
deep-sea prawn — a third species, — has come 
from the Norwegian coast into the London ■ 
market. There are many kinds which are not 
abundant enough to become "marketable." 
Prawns are at once distinguished from the 
true "brown shrimp" by having the front end 
of (he body drawn out into a sharp-toothed 
spine, which is absent in the shrimp. Besides 
the prawns (Palaemon and Pandalus), the 
shrimp (Crangon), and the common lobster 
(Honiarus), you may sec in the London fish 
shops the large spiny lobster (Palnurus) called 
"Langoustc" by the French, and apparently 
preferred by them to the common lobster, al- 
though it has no claws. It used to be called 
"craw fish'' or "sea craw fish" in London; 
why, 1 am unable to say. The name was cer- 
tainly bad. as it leads to confusion with the 



cray-fish — the fresh-water lobster of British 
and all European rivers (there arc many other 
kinds of fresh water lobsters in other parts of 
the world, as well as fresh-water prawns and 
crabs), whose English name is a curious cor- 
ruption of the French one — ccrcvissc (cray- 
vees, crayfish). Another lobster of our mar- 
kets is the little one known as the "Dublin 
prawn," which is common enough on the 
Scotch and Norwegian coast, as well as that 
of Ireland. Naturalists distinguish it as Ne- 
phrops. The great edible crab completes the 
list of British marketable crustaceans, but in 
Paris I have eat.cn, as well as at Barcelona, a 
very large Mediterranean prawn, three times 
as big as our biggest Isle of Wight prawns, 
but l.y no means so good. The) - are called 
Barcelona prawn and Langostino (Penaeus 
by naturalists). In Madrid I have seen in the 
fish .--hops and eaten yet another crustacean— 
a very curious one — namely, a long-stalked, 
rock barnacle of the kind known to naturalists 
as Pollicipes. 

I'hat the barnacles — ship's barnacle, and 
with them the little sea acorns, those terribly 
hard and sharp little white "pimples" which 
cover the rocks nearly everywhere just below 
high tide mark, and have so cruelly lacerated 
the hands and shins of all of us who swim and 
have had to return to a rocky shore in a lively 
sea— should be included, with crabs, lobsters, 
and shrimps, as "crustaceans" must appear 
astonishing to everyone, who hears it for the 
first time. The extraordinarily ignorant, yet 
apparently learned fishermen of the Scotch 
coast, will tell you with solemn assurance that 
the ubiquitous encrusting sea .acorns are the 
young and the limpet, whilst the creatures 
living inside the shell of the long-stalked ship's 
barnacle has for ages been discoursed of by 
the learned as one of the marvels of the sea — 
nothing more nor less than a young bird — the 
young, in fact, of a goose— the barnacle goose 
which, since it was thus proved to be a fish 
in origin, was allowed to be eaten by good 
Catholics on fast days! A hundred years or 
more ago this story was discredited by serious 
naturalists, but the "barnacles" and sea acorns 
were thought (even by the great Cuvier) to 
be of the nature of oysters, mussels and clams 
(molluscs) because of their possessing white 
hard shells in the form of "valves" or plates, 
which can 'open and shut like those of mus- 
sels. Their true history and nature were 
shown about 80 years ago by a great discover- 
er of new things concerning marine creatures, 
Dr. Vaughan Thompson, who was army medi- 
cal inspector at Cork, and studied these and 
other animals found in the waters of Queens- 
town harbour. 

o 

The crab class or Crustacea, have, like the 
insects, centipedes, spiders and scorpions, a 
body built up of successive rings or segments. 
The earth worms (as everyone knows! and 
marine bristle-bearing worms also show this 
feature in the simplest and most obvious way, 
and even the vertebrates, with their series of 
vertebrae or backbone pieces, and the body 



mussles attached ring-wise to them, show the 
same condition. The marine worms have a 
soft skin and a pair of soft paddle-like legs 
upon each ring of the body, often to the num- 
ber of 100 such pairs. But the crab class and 
the classes called insects, centipedes, spiders, 
and scorpions are remarkable for the hard, 
firm skin, or "cuticle," which is formed on the 
surface of their bodies and of their legs, 
which, as in the marine worms, are present, a 
pair to each body ring or segment — often along 
the whole length of the body as in "centip- 
edes.'' This hard cuticle is impregnated with 
lime in the bigger members of the crab class, 
such as the lobster. It is not equally thick 
and hard all over the surface of the lobster, 
but is separated by narrow bauds of thin, soft 
cuticle into a number of pieces, thus rendered 
capable of being bent or "flexed" on one an- 
other. Thus the body is jointed into a scries 
of rings, and the legs also are divided each 
into several joints (as many as seven), which 
gives them flexibility and so usefulness of 
various kinds. The various joints arc "work- 
ed" by powerful muscles, which are fixed to 
the cuticle and passed fronj one hard ring or 
segment, whether of 'body or of leg, to a 
neighboring ring. 

Everyone knows the structure of a lobster's 
tail and of its legs, which can be readily ex- 
amined in illustration of my statement, and the 
same structure can be seen in the leg of a 
beetle or a fly. Hence, naturalists term all this 
scries of 1 creatures with hard-jointed cuticle, to 
which the muscles are attached, including the. 
crab ciass, the insects, centipedes, spiders and 
scorpions, "jointly leg owners," or arthropodas. 
It is easy to appreciate this characteristic dif- 
ference which separates the arthropods from 
other animals. The sea works differ from 
them, in that they have soft cuticle, but stif- 
fen and render their paddlelike legs firm by 
squeezing the liquid of the body into them in 
the same sort of way as the sea anemones 
distend their tentacles with liquid, though in 
that case the liquid is sea water taken in by 
the mouth. The molluscs also distend their 
muscular lobe, or "foot" as it is called, by 
pressing the blood from the rest of the body 
into it. and so making it swell and becomes 
stiff, so that the muscles can work- it ; when not 
distended in that way it is flaccid. The verte- 
brates (bony animals) and the star-fishes have 
again another and peculiar mechanism. Their 
muscles are attached to hard internal pieces, 
often calcareous or bony, which are spoken of 
as the internal skeleton. There are thus three 
distinct kinds of mechanism in animals for giv- 
ing the necessary resisting surfaces, hinged or 
jointed to one another, and made to "play" one 
on the other by the alternate contraction and 
relaxation of the muscles attached to them. 

The arthropods differ among themselves in 
the number of body-rings, the enlargement or 
dwindling of certain rings -to form a composite 
head, or a jointless mid-body or hind-body. 
The successive legs are primarily and essen- 



tially like to one another, and each body-ring 
with its pair of legs, is but a repetition of its 
fellows. At the same time in the different 
classes included as "arthropoda" a good deal of 
difference has been attained in the structure 
of the legs, and they have in each class a dif- 
ferent form and character in successive regions 
of the body, distinctive of the class, and are 
sometimes, but not always, absent from many 
of the hinder rings. All these "arthropods" 
agree in having a leg on each side immediately 
behind the mouth— belonging to a body-ring, 
which is fused with others to form the head- 
very specially shortened, of great strength and 
firmness, and shaped so as to be pulled by a 
powerful muscle attached to it, against its fel- 
low of the opposite side, which is similarly 
pulled. These two stumpy legs form thus a 
powerful pair of nippers, or jaws, although 
they were in the ancestors of the arthropods 
merely legs. These jaw-legs, or leg-jaws, are 
characteristic of all the crab class, as well as of 
the other arthropods, but no bristle-worm or 
other animal has them. The jaws of marine 
worms are of a totally different nature. Many 
of the crab class have not one only, but several, 
pairs of legs following the mouth converted 
into jaws. Thus, if you examine a big shore- 
crab, or, better, an edible crab, and a lobster, 
and a large prawn, you will find that they all 
have five pairs of legs converted into short 
foliaceous jaws (hence called "foot-jaws"-), and 
overlying the first very strong pairs, or man- 
dibles. 

Following these "foot-jaws" you find the 
great claws and the four large walking legs — 
the same in proportion and shape in crab, lob- 
ster, and prawn, much bigger than the foot- 
jaws. But the curious thing is that if you set 
them out and carefully compare them (for they 
are not simple jointed limbs, but each has two 
or even three diverging stems carried on a 
basal joint 1, you will find a strange and fas- 
cinating "likeness in unlikeness," or an agree- 
ment of the parts of which they are built, and 
vet a difference between all of them- Follow- 
ing on the jaw-legs or foot-jaws and walking 
legs in the three crustaceans we are looking 
at comes the jointed tail or hind-body consist- 
ing of seven pieces. The rings of the body to 
which the jaw-legs and legs are attached are 
fused into one unjointed piece — often called 
"the head" — forming on the back a great shield 
which overhangs and is bent down over the 
sides of this region, so as to protect the. gills, 
which you can sec by cutting away the over- 
hanging flap. The first five rings of the tail 
have small Y-shaped legs, a pair to each ring. 
They are called "swimmerets," whilst the sixth 
has the same shaped legs, but very large and 
flat. In the middle between these is the last 
ring, which has no legs, but is perforated by 
the opening of the intestine. You will sec if 
you compare the crab and the lobster (or the 
prawn, which is very much like the lobster), 
that the crab has the so-called head (really 
head and mid-body combined) drawn out from 
side to side, so as to make it much wider than 
it is long. And, moreover, the jointed tail or 



Iiind-body seems at first sight to be absent in 
the crab. But if you turn the crab (a dead 
one) on his back; you will find that he has a 
complete tail, on the wdiole like that of the 
lobster, but pointed and bent forwards, and 
closely packed under the fused head and mid- 
body in a groove, from which you can reflect 



We have not yet done with the various 
forms assumed by the legs of our three crus- 
taceans — for, actually in front of the mouth, 
there are three pairs of peculiarly-altered legs. 
Originally in crab-ancestors (and in the very 
minute young stage of growth at the present 
day called "the Nauplius") the mouth was not 
behind these three front pairs. It has sunk 
back, as it were, gradually moved so as to leave 
the legs in front of it. As we now sec them 
in the crab, lobster, and prawn, the most for- 
ward pair of these legs in front of the mouth 
is each a double-pointed movable stalk which 
ends in a lound black knob shown by the 
microscope to be of most exquisite structure. 
It is the eye, The next two pairs are jointed 
filamentous thwigs— the feelers or antennae — 
very long in prawns and lobsters, short in 
crabs. In* the ancestors of crabs, lobsters and 
prawns these feelers were undoubtedly swim- 
ming legs. In the very young stage of some 
prawns and in many minute crustaceans often 
called "water-fleas," we find these feelers not 
acting as mere sensory organs of touch, but 
relatively strong and large, with powerful 
muscles, striking the water and making the 
little creatures bound or jump through it in 
jerks. It has been discovered that in the 
growth from the egg. of many crustaceans the 
young hatches out with three pairs of legs. The 
front two pairs later gradually grow to be the 
feelers, the third pair become eventually the 
mandibles or first pair of jaw-legs. These legs 
all present themselves at first as active, pow- 
erful swimming "oars," beset with peculiar 
feathery hairs and not' in the shape which they 
later acquire. The kite-shaped young, smaller 
than a small fica, with its three pairs of vio- 
lently jerking legs, is a very important little 
beast. It is called "the nauplius" or "nauplius 
young stage," and it is the existence of this 
which has demonstrated that the barnacles and 
sea acorns are crustaceans, that is to say, be- 
long to the crab class. The fixed shell-like 
barnacles and sea-acorns hatch from their eggs 
each as a perfect little "nauplius." They swim 
about with jerking movements caused by the 
strokes of the two front legs and of the pair 
which will become the mandibles. Their limbs 
have the special form and are beset with the 
feather-like hairs, and the whole creature has 
the kiteMike shape — characteristic of the nau- 
plius young of other crustacea. They are in- 
deed indistinguishable from those young. 
Whilst it was the Army doctor, Vaughan 
Thompson, who discovered that barnacles are 
strangely altered "shrimps," it was Darwin 
who made one of the most interesting discov- 
eries about them — a discovery of which he was 
always, and rightly, very proud — as I will ex- 
plain later. 
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At a recent meeting of head mistresses a 
speaker remarked that the Endowed .Schools 
Commission of 1865 attributed the breakdown 
in the health of pupils in girls' schools to the 
absence of organized games. Girls' schools 
were not quick to take this very broad hint. 
Probably the difficulty of finding mistresses 
who were competent to organize games was 
the cause of this, for as soon as the move- 
ment did begin it spread quickly. l.ate in 
the seventies girls were playing cricket— not , 
indeed, with a cricket ball, but witli one that 
was the next best thing in hardness and 
weight. The popularity of croquet had begun 
to wane before the advance of lawn tennis, and 
within the eighties the orgaization of games 
had become established in most schools of 
good standing, whether public or private. So 
much good resulted when the dreary proces- 
sional walks of previous generations were 
replaced by cricket, tennis, lacrosse, hockey, 
or net-ball that these games were eagerly ac- 
cepted by schools and without question es- 
tablished as recreations suited to the needs 
of girls. A good deal of unnecessary anxiety 
was felt as to their physical effects, but par- 
ents and doctors now generally recognize that 
school is the one place in which hard games 
ma)- be played with safety. If we have erred 
in adopting games, which for the most part 
have been developed by boys and men, our er- 
ror has not been brought home to us by any 
physical mischief that can be traced to them 
as they are played in schools. They supply 
invigorating movement 111 the open air, com- 
plete change of mental occupation, and ad- 
mirable opportunities for the exercise of the 
moral qualities of self-control and self-efface- 
ment in playing for the common good. 

But there is room for doubt as to whether 
a game which can be prayed by not more than 
20 or 24 persons fulfils all the conditions we 
require in a game for girls. The playgrounds 
attached to many schools are not large enough 
to admit of two games of hockey going on at 
once. If the greater | art of the ground is 
taken up by 22 players, the other girls have 
not room to run about, and must be content 
with a quieter form of exercise. Roughly 
speaking, 200 is the average number of girls 
in secondary schools. If even country schools 
were always provided with extensive play- 



grounds, cricket and hockey would probably 
continue to hold the foremost place as the 
summer and the winter games respectively. At 
worst, hockey would have to fear but the en- 
croachment of lacrosse, which, by reason of 
the free and graceful movements it requires, 
seems especially suited to the exercise of 
girls. The chief fault, however, of most of 
these ordinary games is that they give a very 
unequal share of exercise to the players. The 
girl who plays goal often gels none at all. 
huring a cricket match nine girls must be 
looking 011 while the' rest are more or less 
actively engaged. Where the players have am- 
ple lime for games or fur other exercise this 
does not matter, it is a serious defect in a 
game for firls at school. Further, the ten- 
dency of all highly organized games is the 
multiplication of matches, and the tendency of 
matches is the formation of "galleries." Girls 
arc very apt to think that public spirit de- 
mands their presence at a match, and while 
'they stand and applaud good play they have no 
exercise except for their lungs. 

It seems as if there were some need for a 
new game. It must be simplp in its rules, so 
that it can be played by few or by many, for 
longer or shorter periods. Since it must be 
fit for the many it must not require costly 
or dangerous bats or sticks, and since it must 
be fit for the few it must not require a special 
dress, so that half a dozen girls may spend a 
few odd moments in practising it. The or- 
dinary school dress of well-bred girls is now 
so sensibly constructed as to form no impedi- 
ment to free movement, and many wear their 
gymnasium dresses most of the day. It must 
be capable of being played on 'grass or on as- 
phalt, or even indoors if a school is so fortun- 
ate as to have sufficient covered space. Every 
popular game is a game of ball, and the. ball 
is the one thing indispensable. It is also, of 
course, important that any game which is 
played at school should be such as can be en- 
joyed when school life is over. Girls who re- 
turn to their homes after they leave school are 
often very much benefited by joining a hockey 
or tennis club, and for this reason it would be 
a mistake to make these games impossible in 
schools. But there is no reason why another 
game also, such as has been described, might 
not be played after school days are done. It 



often happens that members of a hockey club 
• are starved of play because they are not good 
enough players to be chosen for the team or 
for the practice of the team. The greater the 
number of players, the greater chance there 
is for the impovenient of the awkwad and 
clumsy player. Such a game, once started, 
might admit of far-reaching development. It 
might not leap into popularity with the en- 
ergy of ping-pong; still, one might hope that 
it would not consume its own enthusiasm so 
quickly. 

But when the first and the last words have 
been said about games for girls, it is well to 
remember that there is a mode of exercise, 
now nearly forgotten and much discredited 
where it is remembered, which it might be well 
to revive under the happier conditions of to- 
day. A country walk is one of the most re- 
freshing modes of execise known to mankind. 
With the girls of a generation ago it was a 
dreary performance, as they marched two and 
two, without variety and without recreation. 
Things have altered much since those days. 
Country schools lose half the joy of existence 
if the girls are not permitted to ramble 
through the countryside on half-holidays, or 
at least on such as can be spared from the all- 
engrossing match. The match provides dis- 
traction from the cares of school work; the 
country walk supplies the gentler solace of dif- 
ferent and refreshing thought. — Frances R. 
Grey in the Manchester Guardian.

The Indian newspapers to hand by this 
week's mail bring particulars of a remarkable 
find made by Dr. Spooner, of the Indian 
Archaeological Department, who. in excavat- 
ing the site of the Emperor Kanishka's great 
pagoda near Peshawar, has unearthed a bronze 
casket containing what is believed to be a 
portion of the ashes of Gautama the Buddha. 

The site in question comprises two mounds 
in the fields half a mile from Peshawar city. 
It was identified some years ago by M. 
Poucher. the French archaeologist, as the spot 
on which stood the vast monastery and pagoda 
described by Song-yun and Hiuen Tsang, the 
famous Chinese travellers of the sixth and 
seventh centuries. The pagoda was built by 
Kanishka, one of the greatest of the Buddhist 
emperors of Northern India, a contemporary, 
in .Mr. Vincent Smith's opinion, of Hadrian 
and Marcus Aurelius. It was looked on, and 
apparently with justice, as one of the wonders 
of the world. The superstructure of carved 
wood rose in thirteen storeys to a height of at 
least 400 feet, and was surmounted by a 
mighty iron pinnacle, while the monastery at 
its side was of remarkable extent and magnifi- 
cense. Before the days of Song-yun's visit 
to Kanishka's capital— Purushapura, the mod- 
ern Peshawar — the great pagoda had been 
thrice destroyed by fire and as often rebuilt 
by pious monarchs. Its final demolition was 
undoubtedly due to the Mahometan invasions 
o' r Wahmud of Ghazni and his successors. 

The excavations undertaken by M. Foucher 
had not been systematically followed until, 
not many months ago, Dr. Spooner attacked 
tiie two mounds. The larger has so far yield- 
ed only fragments of masonry on a huge scale; 
the excavation of the smaller has revealed the 
remains of an immense pagoda, measuring no 
less than 285 feet from side to side, together 
with a stucco frieze adorned with seated 
Buddhas and hundreds of square earthen 
plaques described as almost Babylonian in 
dimensions. These are covered with blue 
vitreous glaze and bear individual letters in the 
Kharoshthi script, but so broken up that the 
epigraphists have not as yet been able to make 
anything of them. 

Digging further, Dr. Spooner unearthed a 
stone burial chamber, which was recognized 



as the home of the relic in honor of which the 
pagoda was originally built. The roof had 
fallen in, and one block of stone had partially 
crushed a small bronze casket in the corner, 
seven inches high by five across, green with 
the corrosion of many hundred years. When 
the bronze was cleaned there emerged figures 
of delicate carving, with Kharoshthi inscrip- 
tion in finc-'indented curves between. The top 
is curved, and carved in the form of the lotus, 
in the midst of which are figures of the seated 
Buddha and two worshipping Bodhisattvas. 
Around are carved geese chasing each other 
iu flight. ' Below the lid arc a number of 
bronze figures, chief among which is a stand- 
ing figure in princely guise, judged to resemble 
the image on the coins of the Emperor Ka- 
nishka, whose name appears in the inscriptions 
on the casket. .Another name, hardly less in- 
teresting, is that of the Greek craftsman of the 
casket — Agcsilaus. head engineer in the Vihari 
(monastery) of Kanishka in the Sugarama 
(collection of pagodas and monasteries) of 
Mahasena. 

The bottom of the bronze casket was 
broken, revealing the edge of a transparent 
rock crystal. This, extracted with the utmost 
care, proved to hie a smaller casket wrought 
in hexagonal form, five inches long by three 
across. From the top had fallen an earthen 
seal, bearing the device of an elephant, be- 
lieved to have been the emblem of the Royal 
house of Kanishka, and within were the three 
small piece.s of charred bone on which at this 
moment the gaze of the Buddhist world is set. 

Comparatively recent history has shown 
that it is not difficult for unscrupulous persons 
— in some cases making a pretence of scholar- 
ship—to impose on the faithful with fictitious 
relics of the Buddha; but in the present case 
the circumstances of the discovery by officers 
of the Imperial Archaeological Department, 
together with its striking confirmation of an 
ancient tradition, justify a reasonable confid- 
ence in Dr. Spooner's claim on behalf of the 
casket and its contents.
